"Nor is it a good Sign when the Stone has continued a long 
while in the Ureter, for then the Appetite decays, and a Naufea 
and Reaching to vomit fupervene, till the Patient is confumed 
with a heétic Heat, and the Approach of Death is haftened. 
Sometimes the Pain is attended with am Inflammation of the 
Stomach or Inteftines.

formerly, and from the Urine’s being mixed with Caruncles, Pus,

A Stone of the Bladder is known from a Pain at the Time of, 
as well as before and after making Water, from the Urine com- 
ing away by Drops [or {topping fuddenly when in a full Stream, 
by a violent Pain in the Neck of the Bladder upon Motion, efpe- 
cially on Horfeback, or ina Coach over the Stones] from a white, 
thick, copious, ftinking, mucous Sediment; from an Itching in 
the Head of the Penis; from a Tenefmus while the Urine is dif- 
charged ; by fearching, with introducing the Finger into the 
Anus, or with a Catheter; as alfo from the Effects produced by

As to the Cure of the Stone in the Bladder, the Medicines of 
Mrs. Stephens have been lately much in vogue, as a Diffolvent ;

The taking of thefe Medicines muft be continued for fome

It is common, after a few Days Ufe of thefe Medicines, to 
have a great Increafe of Pain in making Water, at which Time, 
Opiates, Emollients, warm Baths, Fomentations, a foft Duet, and 
Refi, are proper. | | 
Dr. Hales, after feveral Trials of the different Ingredients of 
Stephens’s Medicines, found that the diflolving Power of them lay 
inthe Lime. And Dr. Furin, having taken Soap Lees, the Ingre- 
dients of which are Pot-Afhes and Lime, beginning with a few 
Drops, increafing the Quantity, till he took an Ounce, or an 
Ounce and a half, every Day in a proper Vehicle, was cured of 
bloody Urine, Pain, &c. and pafied feveral Stones 5 after which 
he had no Uneafinefs. Hartley thinks the capital Soap Lees are 
~ beft taken in Milk, half an Ounce of which requires half a Pint 
of Milk. He thinks an Ounce and a half, or two Ounces, may 
be taken thus every Day with perfect Safety. , a 
, But Hales rightly conje€tured that Lime-Water alone was 
likely to have a good Effect in diffolving the Stone; which put 
Dr. Whytt upon making. Experiments therewith, which have 
happly fucceeded, whence he propofes the fallowing Method of 
Cure. 

Let the Patient fwallow in any Form an Ounce of Aicant 
Seap every Day, and drink three Pints or more of Oifter or Cockle 
Shell: Lime-Water *. If the Soap be taken in Pills, it may be di-

* To make Lime-Water with Oifter or Cockle Shells, the Proportion 
is fevenor eight Pints of Water to a Pound of calcined Shells ; the Shells 
will calcine in any Fire, provided it be hot enough; and the Cockle and 
Oifter Shells with much-lefs trouble than Ege-fhells. If they are brittle 
and white, they are fufficiently barnt; but if grey, they muft be put - 
into the Fire again. If you pour co/d Water on the Shell Lime, little

A Dram anda 
half, or two Drams of “funiper-Berries, infufed in every Quart 
Bottle, will mend its Tafte much. But if the Patient diflikes

- warm Lime-Water made of Shells, which have been long expofed 
to the Weather; and take this at three different Times, drink- 
ing the reft of the Lime-Water by itfelf. | é 
If the Shell Lime-Water cannot be had, let him take the fame 
Quantity of Stone Lime-Water, with at leaft an Ounce and a 
half of Soap, becaufe it increafes its diflolving Power. 

If there is an invincible Averfion to Soap, there is Reafon to 
think from Experiments that have been made, that Oifter-Shell 
Lime-Water alone, taken in larger Quantities, will have greater 
Effects in diflolving the Stone, than Stone Lime-Water even 
when affifted by Soap. ‘ 

At firft the Patient fhould begin with fmaller Quantities of 
Lime-W ater than that mentioned above, which he may increafe 
by degrees, and ought to perfevere in the Ufe of it, efpecially if 
he finds any Abatement of his Complaints, or Symptoms of the 
Stones diffolving, for feveral Afonths, or, if the Stone be large, 
Years; during which he fhould abftain from acid or fermented 
Liquors. | ; | 

For his Drink, he may ufe Milk and Water, or a Potion 
made with Roots of Marfh Mallows, Parfley, and Liquorice. But 
if he has been accuftomed to more generous Liquors, he may 
drink fmall/Punch made without Acids. Spirits muft not be 

drank at all, nor the weak Punch but very fparingly. It will 
be alfo proper.to forbear the Ufe of Salt Meats, Honey, and actd 
Fruits, or at moft to ufe them fparingly. Artichoaks, Afparagus, 
Spinnage, Lettuces, Succory, Parfley, Purflane, Turnips, Carrots, 
Potatoes, Radifbes, Green-Peafe, may be fafely ufed ; but Onions, 


Leeks, and Cellery fhould be preferred to moft other Vege-

If the Lime-Water occafions Coftivenefs, it will be neceflary 
now and then to take a Purgative; the moft proper are Alves, 
Manna, Rhubarb, Sena or Falap. 

Such as have a Stone in the Bladder, fhould, while they 
are taking the Medicines, have four Ounces or upwards 
of Tepid-Shell Lime-Water injeGed into the Bladder every 
Day, and retain it as long as they can without Pain, 
and fhould evacuate their Urine immediately before In- 
jection. 

- Were it not for the Trouble of introducing the Catheter, an 
Injection might be made at leaft twice a Day, and if a flexible 
Catheter * were always kept in the Bladder, it might be done

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his Legs, and to become lefs fufceptible of Pain, the Fomes of 
the Difeafe will attack the Vifcera ina more dangerous Manner.

Diarrhea; which Symptoms vanifh as often as the Pain returns 
to the Joints.

Nothing is more fatal than to hinder the Gouty Matter, now 
grown mature, and remaining unexpelled, as well as uncor- 
reéted by proper Medicines, from falling on the ufual Parts, 
which indeed caufe great Pain, but no Danger. If it wnvades 
the Brain, it will occafion Apaplexies, Palfies, a Delirium, Weak- | 
neffess Dozing, Tremors, or univerfal Convulfians : Tf.it ‘attacks! 
the Lungs, it produces an Affhma, a Cough or a Suffocation. If 
the Intercofigls and Pleura, a convulfive Pleurify: lf the abdomi- 
nal Vifcera, Naufeas, Anwxieties, Vomiting, Belching, Gripings, 
or Spafms of the Vifcera. It is almoft incredible how many 
-Difeafes it creates, which are fuddenly mortal; or at leaft not to 
be cured but by reviving the Fit of the Gout, which had been 
difturbed, and rendering it as fevere as poffible. - 

Thefe laft mentioned Evils happen from injudicious Applica- 
tions of Narcotics, Refrigerants, Afiringents, or Incraffants 5 or 
from Medicines which caufe a.

To abate the exceffive Pain in the Part affected, if there be an 
abfolute Neceflity, Opiates may be given internally, and the 
Patient may drink plentifully of hot Whey, or any other Liquor 
of the like Nature. External Emollients and Anodynes may be 
ufed laid on pretty het, or the Part affected may be beat with” 
Nettles; or it may be anointed with terebinthinated Balfam of 
Sulphur, or Tow may be burnt thereon *. Boegr. , 

Though there is nothing of any Moment to be done im the 
Fit, yet it will be proper to abftain from Flefh for fome Days, 
and to live upon Water-Gruel, or fuch-like Diet, but no 
longer than the Stomach is averfe to Flefh, for fear of bringing 
on a Difturbance of the Animal Spirits; but then great Care 
fhould be taken in the Diet, both as to Quantity and Quality. 

As foon as the Pain is almoft gone, and the Swelling and the 
Weaknefs ‘only remain, nothing can be better than warm 
— fomachic and fpicy Purges, dofed and repeated according to the 
Strength of the Patient. ‘This being premifed, if the Patient’s 
Strength is impaired, and Flefh wafted, I fhould advife A/fes

De Sault, fuppofing the Gout, depends on the Want of Perfpi- 
ration, propofes warm Baths, Exercife, avoiding Cold as much 
as poffible, clean Linen and other Clothes, moderate Eating, 
Abftinence from Suppers, Fri€tions, Tranquility of Mind, and 
a Milk Diet, as Prefervatives againft it. He recommends 
Garlick in Summer, and Steel and Peruvian Bark in Winter. 
When the Stomach is attacked, he lets Blood at the Ancles, and 
applies Epi/pa/tics of different kinds tothe Feet, and then endea- 
vours to procure a general Sweat. When the Pain is very vio- 
lent, he blunts it by applying a Cloth dipped in Liquid Laudanum, 
and exhorts the Patient toufe Exercife after this. ae 

After all we mutt not forget the Geut Powders of the Duke of 
Portland, which I fhall relate in his own Words : 

Take the Roots of Round Birthwort and Gentian; the Leaves 
and Tops of Ground-Pine, Germander, and Centaury, of each 
equal Weights. ‘hey are all to be dried, powdered, and fifted ; 
then mix them well together. You are to take a Dram of this 
Powder every Morning fafting, in a Cup of Wine and Water, 
Broth, Tea, or any other Vehicle, fafting an Hour and Half af- | 
ter it. Continue this for three Months without Interruption, 
Then diminith the Dofe one fourth three Months longer; then 
half a. Dram for feven Months more. After the firft Year it 
will be fufficient to take half a Dram every other Day. As this 
operates infenfibly, it will be perhaps two Years before you re- 
ceive any great Benefit; fo you mutt not be difcouraged, if at 
firft you do not perceive any great Amendment : It works flow 
but fare. It does not confine the Patient to any particular Diet, 
fo one lives foberly, and abftains from thofe Meats and Liquors, 
that have always been accounted pernicious in the Gout, as 
Champain, Drams, high Sauces, &c. : 

In a Rhewmatifm that is only accidental, a few Dram Dofes . 
may do; butin habitual, or one that has been of long Duration, 
then you muft take it as for the Gout. ’

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Of the Sciatica or Hip-Gour. 


T \ HE Sciatica is a violent and obftinate Pain in the Hip, 

H chiefly in the Joint where the Head of the Thigh-bone is 
received into the Acetabulum of the Coxendix. ‘The Pain will fome- 
times extend it felf to the lower Part.of the Loins, to the Thigh, 
Leg, and even to'the Extremity of the Foot, yet, outwardly, there 
is no Swelling, noInflammation, nor Change of Colour in the 
Skin. 

Sometimes there is fuch a Spafin of the Mufcles on the Side af- 
fected, that the Patient cannot ftand upright, without the utmoit 
Pain. . 

When the Sciatica has continued very long, there is fuch a 
Collection of pituitous Humour in the Cavity of the Joint, that, by 
relaxing the Ligaments, it often caufes a Luxation. Sometimes 
it caufes ‘an Aridura, or Wafting away of the adjacent ‘Parts. 

When the Pain leaves the Hip and moves downwards, it‘is a 

Sign thatthe Spa/ms are refolved. A violent Motion of the Body 
generally exafperates the Pain. 
__After.a gentle Cathartic, or Chfter, Bleeding will be proper, 
efpecially in the Ancle; alfo Leeches applied to the bemorrbaidal 
Veins have been found beneficial. Strang Purges are hurtful, 
but Mercurius Duleis given with Scammony, or fome other Purga- 
tive, ‘will be of Service. Some give mercurial Emetics, thus,

_ Baglivi obferves, that if nothing elfe will do, in Pains of the 
external Parts, Recourfe muft be had to Cau/tics, particularly 
the Leaves of Ranunculus, or a Mixture of Quick-lime and fift 
Soap, ‘which are beneficial in the Hip-Gout. . 
Etmuller \ikewife affirms, that the Leaves of Ranunculus, being 
bruifed and applied to the Region of the Loins for fix Hours or 
more, will raife Biflersj which, being cut as ufual, difcharge a 
joarp Serum, and quite Femove the Pains of the Sciatica. — 
Allen alfo declares, that he knew a Quack in Northampton/fbire, 
who cured the Sciatica with Ranunculus Flammeus minor [Spear- 
wort] by ftamping the Leaves, and applying them a little below 
the Knee, which bliftered the Part, and cured the Diftemper. 
This he has often tried himfelf with the like good Succefs. 
Cheyne obferves, that when the Gout is difperfed over the whole 
Habit, or is fixed and fettled on a particular Joint, mercurial Vo- 
mits and Purges are neceflary to dillodge it ; but the Scatica will 
not yield to this, and but rarely to any other Methods of Ufe;

The Patient, fooner, or later, according as the 
Woman with whom he has had Converfation was more or 
lefs infe@ted, and according to his Conftitution, by which he may 
be more or lefs difpofed to receive the Infection, is firft feized

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with an unfual Pain in the Genitals, and a Kind of a Senfation 
like a Rotation of his Tefticles. Afterwards, if the Prepuce 
conftantly cover his G/ans, there appears an Eruption or Pu/tule, 
which by its Size, Colour, and Figure, refermbles a Spot of the 
Méafles; prefently after appears a weeping Matter like Semen, 
which, daily changes Colour and becomes more purulent and 
more yellow, till at length, if the Diforder be highly virulent, 
it aflumes a greenifh Hue, or appears like a thin fanious Matter: 
mixt with Blood. : , 

The Puftule at length becomes an Ulcer, [commonly. called a 
Chancre] at firft not unlike the Thru in Children’s Mouths,

Thofe whofe Glaus is uncovered, feldom have fuch a Puftules

But there has been lately introduced into Practice by Daran a: 
new Method of curing thefe Diforders with Bougies, the Com- 
pofition of which he keeps a Secret. a 

According to him, if the Canal of the Urethra be open enough 
to admit the Extremity of the Bougie, a Suppuration will enfue 
from the difeafed Partof the Urethra, which will in Time relax 
and open the Stricture; or, ifthe Stri€ture oppofes the Entrance 
of the Bougie, yet ftill the mere Point of the Bougie will fuppu- 
rate it in a fmall Degree, and by and by, tho’ much more tedioufly 
than in the other Cafe, by relaxing, open it. | 

Sharp afletts, that the feveral Cafes in which the Bougies may 
be ufually employed are, 1. The mere Contraétion [or Striéture] 
of a Portion of the Urethra. 2. Ulcerations of the Extremities 
of the Duéts of the profiate Glands, the Veficule feminales, and the 
Glands of the Urethra, yielding fometimes a plentiful, fometimes 
a fmall Gleet.

The firft Difcharge procured by a Bougie is generally very fa- 
nious, and evidently flows from the Place where the Obftruc- 
tion is, that Part ofthe Bougie only beingcovered with Matter that 
anfwers to the Obftru€tion. Again, the Cordée, excited by the 
Ufe of the Bougie, is infinitely more painful where the Obftruc- 
tion is, than in the other Parts of the Penis. It will, it muft be

When it 
meets with any Refiftance, to avoid the Bending, turn it round 
with your Finger and Thumb feveral Times, and, as you turn it, 
prefs it alittle forwards.

When this cannot be done, the Day is bet- 
ter for its Ufe than the Night, becaufe in the Night it is more

‘Two Bougies in a Day generally anfwer the Purpofe, one in 
the Morning, and one in the Evening, as more fuitable to the 
Patient’s Avocation. ‘Though fome can walk about with them. 

If the Tefticles fhould inflame, or any feverifh Diforder 
come on, they may be kept in an Hour, or half an Hour 
ina Day, to prevent the Urethra from contraéting again till the 
Symptom is removed 3 to prevent thefe Diforders the Patient 
fhould obferve a cooking Regimen during the Treatment. 

Some are relieved by the Bougie in a few Weeks, fome not _ 
till many Months.

IV. Of a GLEET. 


In what.Manner, fays SHarp, a Gleet is furnifhed, cannot 
well be determined, without firft afcertaining the exact Seat of 
a Gonrrbaa. That the Lacuna of the Urethra are ufually ul- 
cerated in a Gonorrhea is now generally affented to. Yet, tho’ 
all allow the Exiftence of Ulcers during that Difeafe, they will 
not admit that a Gleet ts the Difcharge of an Ulcer. 2) 

For my own Part, I am inclined to believe the Running is not 

all of it a purulent Matter, but partly Matter, and partly a 
Difcharge from the Secretory Organs, as alfo from the Ve/icule 
Seminales, when they or their Ducts are affected. For the Run- 
ning is produced in lefs Time after the InfeCtion than is requi- 
- fite for the Formation of Matter in every other Inftance, and 
the Appearance of Matier is frequently the fir Alarm in a Gonor- 
rheea, the Heat of Urine and other Symptoms of an Inflam- 
mation and Ulceration following fometimes two or three Days 
aftenss sn | : . 
For thefe Reafons, I fuppofe, that the Venereal Poifon, in its 
firft Operation, irritates only, and thereby increafes the Secre- 
tion; efpecially as the fame Thing happens to the Glands of the 
Inteftines from Purgatives, to the Salivary Glands from Smoak~- 
ing, Se. | As the Poifon operates more-ftrongly, the Inflamma- 
tion increafes, and the Ulcers form and extend, when not only 
the Matter from the Ulcer is fanious, butall the Secretory Vef- 
fels communicating with the ulcerated Lacuna feparate a thinner 
Fluid than ufual ; and both the Matter and fecreted Fluids con- 
tinue to be thin fo longas the“Inflammation is violent. 

It is even pofiible that in fome fight Gonorrhaeas, which dif- 
appear in a few Days, the. Venereal Poifon may not have. 
Adtivity enough to bring on an Ulceration of thé Urethra, but 
- only a mere Irritation of the Lacuna. Befides, in other Cafes, 
the Quantity of the Running is generally much greater, if we 

may judge by Analogy, than a few Ulcers in the Urethra could 
| poflibly 
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poffibly furnifh ; of this«we have almoft ocular Proof in Wo- 
men; for, though the Gonorrhea be exceeding plentiful, yet, 
upon the niceft Infpetion, we often cannot find the leaft De. 
gree of Ulceration of the Vagina *, though, if the Difcharge 
was purely the Digeftion of Ulcers in that Part, it is likely 
fome few of them may be vifible. ie 

When the Inflammation ceafes, and the Ulcers of the Urea 
thra heal at the fame Time, the Cure of a Gonorrhea is perfect- 
ed; on the other hand, if the Inflammation be only removed, 
and the Ulcers remain open, a Gleet muft enfue. 

It is upon this Principle of Ukers fubjifling in the Ure- 
thra, that Daran accounts for the AGion of his Bougie, fuppo- 
fing it to have the Property of healing them with a found Cic- 
trix after the Urethra is opened. And, if the Operation can be 
underftood wher there are Ulcers, it will not be difficult to 
compiehend it when there are none ; fince it feems to have the 
Power of opening every unfound Cicatrix of the Urethra, and 
bringing them immediately into an ulcerated State. 

There are many who imagine that the prodigious Increafe of 
certain Gleets at particular Times, lafting only for two or three 
Days, and then fuddenly abating to their wonted Quantity, is 
inconfiftent with a purulent Difcharge ; and therefore conclude - 
a Gleet to be nothing but a preternatural Excretion from the re- 
Jaxed Veflels of the Urethra. But it is probable, that; how- 
ever the Matter of a thick Gleet may be furnithed by Secretion, 
fill the Stimulus provoking the Secretion is kept up. by the Sub- 
fiftence of Ulcers; and alfo that, when the Gleet is very thin 
and in fmall Quantities, it is the mere Difcharge of thofe U1- 
cers. A temporary Increafe of a Gleet is not wonderful, be- 
caufé habitual Ulcers of every other Part of the Body are often 
in a fluctuating State, and generally fuffer from Exceffes of every 
Kind. aa See 
In the Cure of a Gleet we may have recourfe to the Bougie, 
‘but, as it requires fo long a Time to perfe& the Cure, ‘few

-* Perhaps this ewill account Sor the eafy Cure of recent Gonorrhceas iz 
Women, which I have known performed in the following Manner. Dif-

Of late Years, he fays, he always found {moaking the Parts 
with Cinnabar fuccefsful in Chancrous Ulcerations on the Glaus 
and Preputium of Men, as well as the Labia and Sinus Pudoris 
of Women. His Methed was, to throw a Dram of Cinnabar, 
on a Heater or hot Iron, letting the Fume afcend through a 
Funnel, or a Seat perforated like a Clofe-Stool, all round the 
difeafed Parts. This was done every Day, and fometimes. twice 
a Day fora Week. The Iron was hot enough to raife Flame 
with Smoak, but not fo fiery red as to make it inftantly con-

_ 'Thefe are Diforders proper to Men, except the Cry/alline, but 
Afiruc affirms, that’ Women have fomething of the fame. Na-_ 
ture, and even extends them totheir Nipples, where the Ulce- 
ration conftraining the Area or Circle round about them imitates 
the fame. The Phimofis of Women is the Conftriction of the

He begins the Cure with Bleeding and gentle Purgatives, fuch 
as Caffia cum Manna and Merc. dulc. inftead of brifker Cathar- 
tics and Emetics, which, as Turner.thinks, by making a4ftronger

He then advifes anodyne emollient Fomentations and Catapla/ms 
to relax and foften, and afterwards Difcutients to breathe forth

The venereal Porri whofe Seat is the Pudenda, if they are 
recent, {mall, and foft, fometimes dry and fall off of themfelves, 
after the Poifon has been deftroyed by mercurial FriGions + but 
if they are hard, large, and have deep Roots, they will fome- 
times continue after them, and grow like Warts in other Parts 
of the Body. In this Cafe they muft-be cut with the Point of 
the Sciflars as near the Skin as poffible, and a2 mercurial Plafter 
muft be-prepared with a large Proportion of Mercury, and mixt: 
with Diach. cum Gum. to promote a Suppuration, and to dif. : 
folve the Callofities at-the Bafeés of the Porri, before a Cica~

HEN a Gonorrhea has continued a long while, or long 
~ enough for the poifonous Matter to make its Way into 
the Blood, or, by Afringents given unfeafonably, it cannot make 
its Exit, then the Patient is infected with the Pox. —_ 
The Buboes in the Groin conftitute the firft Degree; then 
follow Pains which cruelly torment the Head and Joints of the 
Shoulders, Arms, and Ancles, coming on by Fits, but at no 
certain Intervals, unlefs in the Night when the Patient is warm 
in his Bed, feldom leaving him till towards the Morning. 
There are alfo Scabs and Scurf in various Parts of the Body, 
which are as yellow as a Honey-comb, and which diftinguifhes 
them from all others. Sometimes they have large Surfaces, an= _ 
fwering the Defcription which the Authors give of the Leprofy : 
But the more thefe Scabs are difperfed over the Body, the lefs he. 
is tormented. 3 , | 
. All thefe Symptoms gradually increafe, efpecially the Pains 
which becomes fo intenfe, that the Patient is unable to lie in 
Bed. Afterwards Nodes or Exo/lofesarifein the Skull, Shin-Bones, , 
and Bones of the -Arms, which, being attended with conftant 
Pain and Inflammation, at length grow carious and putrefied. 
Phagedenic Ulcers likewife {eize various Parts of the Body, 
but generally firft begin with the Throat, and from thence gra- .

The Ulcers and Pain daily increafing, the Patient finks under 
the Torment, and being not able any longer to ftruggle with 
Stench, Rottennefs, and the Lofs of one Member after another, ..

Befides the Symptoms ‘proper to the Pudenda and Parts adja- 
cent, which have been already mentioned, the following. are 
obfervable in a confirmed Pox; which however do not appear 
in all Patients, nor at the fame Time. 
I. The Sxin, efpecially about the Neck aud Breaft, and be- 


tween the Shoulders, is covered with flat Spots like Freckles, of 
a roy;

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a tofy, purple, yellow or livid Colour, fometimes diftin@, fmall 
and round like Lentils, fometimes more large and extended. 

Tt is full of itchy Puftules, Tetters and Ringworms, a Serpiga, - 
a Herpes miliaris and exedens. "There are Chaps ‘in the Palms 
of the Hands and Soles of the Feet, with Itching, from whence 
proceeds a clear ferous Liquor, and the Epidermis peels off in 
large Flakes. i } 

. It abounds with hard, callous, round Puftules, rifing a little 
on the Top, generally dry, but fometimes moift, {ealy, branny, 
and yellow ; frequently on the Corners of the Lips, and the 
_ Sides of the Noftrils, but more efpecially on the Forehead, 
Temples, and behind the Ears, where they appear in Rows like 
a String of Beads, and gradually creep among the Hair. 

The Hair not only falls off from the Head, but all Parts of | - 
the Body where it grows. "Then the Nails become unequal, 
_ thick, ‘wrinkled, and rough; afterwards Ulcers arife which caufe 
them to fall off. 7 

II. ‘The Infide of the Mouth, ‘Throat, and Nofe are alfo af- 
fected: The Uvula and Ton/ils become painful, hot, inflamed, 
and ulcerated; Puftules appear in the Roof of the Mouth, which 

‘egenerate into round, malignant, phagedenic Ulcers, which 
rot the Bone as far as the Noftrils.

Iii. The Patient is excruciated with Pains in the Night- 
time, when in Bed and covered with Clothes ; thefe are either 
tenfive, pricking, pulfative, or rending ; fixed or wandering ; 
which fometimes occupy-the mufculous and membranous Parts 
like the Rheumatifm, ‘fometimes the Tendons and Ligaments 
about the Joints refembling the Gout ;. fometimes they are with 
Tumour or Inflammation, fometimes without. 

IV. The Bones are affeéted in various Manners; in the 
Middle Exoffofes arife, either foft or hard, fometimes with in- 
tenfe Pain, fometimes without. The Heads of the Bones 
enlarge every Way, but unequally, which produces Tumours, 
- Pains, Difficulty of Motion and ftiff Joints, _ As the Caries in- 
creafes they become brittle, and break upon the Jeaft. Effort. 
Sometimes they are fo far diflolved as to bend like foft Wax. 

___ V. When the Lymph is infected, the Anphatie or conglobate 

Glands become hard and callous, and form, in the Neck, Arm- 
pits, Groin, and Mefentery, hard, moveable, circumfcribed.

_«. VI. Neither do the Ears and Eyes efcape the Fury of this -

mours, the Sight is deftroyed, and fometimes a Suppuration fu-, 
pervenes. If the vitreous Humour of the Eyes is thickened, it 
caufes a Glaucoma; if the Cry/falline, a Cataraét ; if the Aqueous, 
Hairs or Spiders Webs feem to float in the Air. 

. The Ears are affected with a finging Noife, Hardnefs of Hear- 
ing, Deafnefs, and Pain, whilfttheir internal Subftanceisexul-

After three, 
four, or five Days with this Management, we ufually obferve 
the: Fauces to.inflame, the Infide of the Cheeks to be tumid, ot 
high and thick, being ready to fall within the Teeth, upon

It will likewife be proper togive % {§. or xj of Flour 
of Sulphur, or 9j to 3 3. of Sulphur precipitated, with alittleCon- _, 
ferve of Rofes, two or three Times a Day. Let his Drink be 
chalybeated Tinéture of Rofes, gratefully fharpened with Spirit of 
Vitriol; or a weaker Lime-Water.

This was brought into Reputation by Bellofe, and, tho* he has - 


kept the Compofitidn a Secret, yet there is no Reafon to doubt 
but itis Quickfilver mixt with a certain Proportion of a Cathartic, 
This Turner was an Enemy to, as he was to every other Me- 
dicine and Method that interfered with Salivation ; and this for 


no other Reafon, but becaufe they fometimes failed; though all 
the World knows that Salivation is not infallible; nay, Turner 
himfelf has given us Inftances of its Inefficacy, but then it was 
to prove the prefent Strength of the Venerea! Virus, in Oppofition 
to Afiruc, who aflerts that it is more mu/d than formerly, and not’ 
| wees dah attended 


uv 
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attended with fuch dreadful Symptoms as at its frft Appearance. 
But, be this as it will, Turner was forced to acknowledge, that 
he was formerly in an Error, and that the Quickfilver Pill may 
be prefcribed to a very good Purpofe in this ftubborn Difeafe : 
though he continued ftill of the Opinion, that Lxc/fo/es and ca- 
rious Tophs could not be cured without a Salivation. Deh 

Turner's Tmitation of Bellofte’s Pill is as follows :

nereal Sordes likewife, from its almoft /pecifie Virtue in that

Diforders it is moft convenient as 
above; and where the Symptoms are fevere, fuch as Tophs, Nodes, 
Chancres, and Gummata, and the Patients cannot be perfuaded 
to falivate, it-will be beft to fweat them, either Night or 
Morning after the Pill, with a Pint of the ftrong Decottion of 
Guaiacum drank hot upon it.

This Pill is an excellent Cleanfer of the Glands all over the 
Body, and in Difeafes of the Skin, whether Leprous, Scorbutic, 
-os Venereal; in the Herpes or Serpigo, Impetigo, Pfora, Scabies, 
or the common Itch, two Drams of Quickfilver given in this Pill 
have done more Service than many Ounces, perhaps Pounds, of 
“Ethiops Mineral. Even in the Gutta Rofacea, where the Tu- 
bercles were not too much hardened, it has been ferviceable. In | 
‘glandular Obftructions of the AZfentery and _fchirrous Tumours of 
the V:/cera it will fucceed: better than Steel; and Bello/te fays, it 
will cure /crophulous or /trumous Swellings of the Glands, com- 

monly called the King’s Evil. This by way of Digreffion. — 
TURNER was obliged to own that this is not only the beft of 
all mercurial Preparations, but.the beft Remedy in Venereal Cafes ; - 
and that, if the Patients would apply in Time, they might be 
cured without Salivation.’ However, what Degree of the Lues 
it will cure, will beft appear from the following Cafes, 
_ , A young married Lady had been infected about nine Months, 
and had had Chancres, but they were cured by the Cinnabar 
Fume. She had. a Node on her Forehead, and another on her. 
_ Shin, as alfo a nocturnal Head-Ach. Two Drams of Quick- 
_ filver were made, as above, not into twelve but /ixteen Pills, one 

of which fhe took Night and Morning: After the Evening Pill 
fhe drank a large Draught of the. Guaiac Decoétion, as hot as fhe 
could; and was. covered clofe to fweat for an Hour or two: In 
the Morning, after her Pill, fhe drank the fame, but without 
{weating, and went abroad as fhe pleafed. A Cinnabar Plafler 
was laid on the Nodes. . 

When fhe had taken the Pills, which gave her two or three 
‘gentle Stools:in a Day, the Plafters were taken-off the Nodes, 
which were intirely fubfided, and her Pains were alfo vanifhed ; 
and for further Security the fame Nember of Pills, with the De- 
coction, were again ordered, and then the fame Number with- 
out the Decodiion. 

_ A poor Fellow, who could not be confined, had Serpiginous 
Ulcers on his Scalp, which ftunk intolerably ; he took twelve 
Pills, one Night and Morning, without the Decoétion, which 
- Were again repeated, by which he got clear of his Complaint. 
The third Method of curing the Pox is by mercurial Frictions, 
which De Salt gives as follows: 

When the Patients have a Pox of a long Continuance, and the 
Venereal Poifon is difperfed all over the Body, they fhould be pre- 
pared by bathing and drinking Whey. But in a recent Pox the 
-Bath is not neceflary, or at leaft need not be ufed long, becaufe 
the Blood is fufficiently diluted. 

Hes, i After 
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After this, inftead of raifing a Salivation, I bring on a Flux of 
the Belly; the whole Secret of which confifts in keeping the Body 
open by Clyfters of a Decoétion of Senna and the Pulp of Cajiia, 
before the Frictions are adminiftered ; by which the Inteftinal 
Glands being opened, the Mercury will more readily tend that 
Way. When I find the Loofenefs does not anfwer the Number 
of the FriCtions, nor the Quantity of the Mercury made ufe of, 
I purge the Patient with Powder of Jalap, and procure copious 
Stools which fecure the Mouth. While the Loofenels is going 
on, the Friction does the Office of a Purge, and in Proportion 
as they are repeated the Flux of the Belly revives ; and when it 
flackens or ftops I have recourfe to the Clyfters and Purges of 
-_ Jalap. I purfue this Method till the Symptoms ceafe, and till I 
am perfuaded by the Abundance of the Evacuations the Venereal 
Poifon is intirely drained off. By this Method I carry of the 
Pox and the Gonorrhoea at once. Dr. Douglas not only ap- 
proved, but ufed this Method with Succefs. 

The laf? Methed is Sweating with ftrong Decoétions of Guaia- 
cum. “This we have the firft Account of from Sir U/rick Hutton, 
who purfued it himfelf. A Pound of Guaiacum is to be boiled in 
a Gallon of Spring Water to one Half, and the Scum referved to 
anoint the Sores, and a /écondary Decoétion was to be ufed for 
common Drink. Boerhaave, who has recommended this Me- 
thod, fuppofes that a Salivation will be ineffectual, if every Drop 
of Fat in the Blood is not melted down into Water and carried 
off, and the Patient reduced to a death-like Palenefs. He like- 
wife imagines that Guaiacum performs its Tafk by refolving all 
the unéZuoys Particles, whether incorporated in the common Mafs 
of Blood, or accumulated in their proper Repofitories, and by 
emaciating the Habit fo exquifitely, as not to leave one Drop of 
Oil therein. But I can by no Means fubferibe to this Opinion, 
becaufe I have feen fuch prodigious and quick Effects from the 
external Ufe of Mercury, that, if it does not fpecifically deftroy 
the Venereal Venom, it muft neceflarily change it into a tertium 
Quid. For this Reafon I fhould prefer the following Decodtion

r. It will commonly relieve Venereal Head-Achs and noc- 
turnal Pains in a very fhort Time, and if perfifted in he believes 
it will always cure. 

2. In emaciated and confumptive Habits, from a Venereal 
Caufe, it is the greateft Reftorer of the Appetite, Flefh, Co- 
lour, Strength, and Vigour that he knows. 

3. When the Throat, Nofe, Palate, or the fpungy Bones in 

general are affected with a Slough or Caries, it will commonly 
compleat the Cure, if perfevered in long ‘enough, provided a 
Mercurial Courfe by Unétion has preceded the Ufe of the Sar- 
faparilla. | | | 

4. When the Body is covered with dry Blotches or moift 
Sores from a Venereal Caufe, it will greatly promote the Cure, 
nay often compleat it; but, without the Affiftance of Mercury, 

there will be Danger of a Relapfe. Y 

- §. In fimple Chancres it will do little Service, but, if it is given 
in Cafes where the Chancres or Buboes will not heal or diffolve 
after the Ufe of the Mercurial Unétion, it will often cure, and 
always do manifeft Service. 

6. It will often anfwer, and that fpeedily without Sweating, 
Confinement, or any ftri& Regimen, at al] Seafons of the Year, 
when Mercurial Unions and long continued Courfes of ftrong 
Decoétions of Guaiacum, either by itfelf fimply, or compounded 
with a fmall Proportion of Sarjaparilla, have failed. 

7. It feems probable that Sar/apariiia Root is the only Me- 
dicine to be depended upon in Venereal Cafes where AZercury 
has failed, or at leaft has preceded the Ufe of the Decoétion 3 
for it is not to be trufted alone. When no Afercury has been 
given, it and this Decoétion may be adminiftered together, and 
then there will be no Room to doubt of Succeis. | 

8. Mercury alone *will cure moft Venereal Complaints, and 
Sarfaparilla will perhaps always cure them when they refift the 
Power of Mercury ; and therefore a proper Combination of 
Mercury and Sarfaparilia will probably cure every Cafe that is 
truly Venereal. : 

That Sarjaparilla, which is now to be met with in every 
Druggift’s Shop, is the Smilax A/pera Peruviana of Cafpar Baubin. 
It confifts of two Parts ; the firft is thick, hard, dry, and woody, 

‘and is not very agreeable, but rather the contrary. The other 
confifts of feveral Branches which grow out of the other toa 
great Length, and therefore 1s by Afrue called Flagella. Thefe 
are foft, more fucculent and mucilaginous than the former, and 

are 
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are not offenfive.. This is the Part which has been made ufe 
of in all the Experiments. ' Bisa : 

The Method of ufing it is this; to three Ounces of this Part 
_-of the Sarfaparilla Root, which has not been {poiled with Age, 
Worms, Sea-Water or Moifture, add three Quarts of River-Wa- 
ter, and make it boil as fpeedily as poffible, in an open Veflel, 
__ till two Pints of the ftrained Liquor remain, that is, about two 
Pounds Avoirdupoife Weight; a little Liguorice Root added to it 
will make it more palatable. This Quantity is enough for twenty- 
four Hours, and may be given at twoor three Dofes either warm 
or cold. It muft be made frefh every other Day, and what is 
not ufed on the Day it is boiled, muft be kept in acold Cellar. 
The Patient fhould live abftemioufly while he takes it, particu- 
Jarly with Regard to Wine. It has had but little Succefs with 
Regard to Children, probably becaufe Mercury had not been 
ufed before, or becaufe they did not continue it lon enough. 
There is another compendious and efficacious Method of 
curing the Lues Venerea, which has formerly been attempted by 
the fame Medicine, but in a different Manner, and not with 
the fame Succefs. | 
Dr. Pringle in Auguft lalt recommended a Method of curing: 
the Lues Venerea, which at firft. was brought into a regular 
Practice by Baron Van Swieten, Phyfician to the Court of Vienna. 
His Method confifted in giving Sere Sublimate in French 
Brandy, or Melaffes Spirits. The Proportion was a Grain of 
the Mercury to two Ounces of. the Spirits ; and his common 
Dofe was from half an Ounce to an Ounce, or, which is the » 
fame Thing, from one Spoonful to two, twice a Day; adjufting 
the Quantity to the Strength of the Patient and to the Virulence 
of the Difeafe. “Phe Operation was either by Sweat or Urine, 
efpecially when the Medicine proved moft fuccefsful. It was . 
continued as long as any of the Symptoms remained, with a low, 
{pare Diet, Plenty of Barley-Water and a little Milk, or fome 
fuch diluting Liquor. 
- _ Mr. Gordon put this Method in Pratice, and has given twenty 
Cafes wherein it was fuccefsful, and could have done many 
‘more, but omits them, as being fimilar to the former, and upon 
the whole makes the following general Remarks. He.obferves, 
that the Men who took the Solution in cold Weather did not 
{weat fo profufely as thofe in hot Weather, during the lait Au- 
~ tumn, and yet the Difference between the Length of the Cure 
was only four or five Days.. He adds, that in thefe Trials no- 
thing could anfwer better, for, in about thirty-five that were 
cured in their Regiment, not one relapfed. Befides from an Ac- 
count he lately received from Mr. Boyd, Surgeon of a Regiment,.. 
Vor. TT. SS Be: Re EN MM BES nied ene 
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-« that he finds no Cafe, though there were a great Number treated 
44 this Manner; ever proved rebellious to this Medicine. Hence 
it appears that this Method is far preferable to Salivation, ‘whe- 
ther we confider the Speedinefs, the Safety, the Eafinefs of the 
‘Courfe, or the Condition of the Body after the Cure.” And as 
for Alteratives he could find out none he’ could confide in fo 
4nuch as the Sublimate. However, he does not look upon'this. 
as an Alterative, ‘becaufe it has a fenfible Evacuation ; but 
he thould have confidered that Evacuations of any Sort, though 
‘more plentiful than this Medicine procures, will never cure this 
Difeafe, and therefore it muft proceed from the fpecific Nature 
of the Sublimate, and confequently it may be fafely called an | 
‘Alterative. The fame Thing may be faid of the Effe@ of 4n- 
timony and its Preparations in other Difeafes. 
‘He fometimes prepared this Medicine with French Brandy, 
but more frequently with a Melaffes Spirits ; both which had a 
- {mall Sediment, and therefore he fhaked the Bottle every time 
the Dofe was adminiftered. A few of the Men were gently 
purged by this Solution in the Beginning of the Courfe, but this 
Evacuation never continued beyond the third or fourth Day. 
The chief Operation was by Urine and Sweating a Nights. “Fhe 
diuretic and fudorific Qualities were in Proportion to the Large- 
nefs of the Dofe, and a few were a little qualmifh with their 
Morning Dofe. But when the Dofe was doubled, that is, when 
- two Spoonfuls were given twice a Day, the Qualmifhnefs did 
‘jot increafe in Proportion to the Quantity. on 
‘Their Diet was generally as follows; they have Water-gruel 
for Breakfaft; Broth and five or fix Ounces of boiled Meat for 
Dinner, and Milk-porridge for Supper, with Barley-water to 
‘drink at Pleafure. . They were directed to fwallow a Quart or 
two every Day. But in the Room of this they may have Milk 
and Water. No Malt Liquor was’allowed. They were per- 
«mitted to walk about in the Garden in the Day-time, but were 
“not fuffered to go farther for fear of Irregularities. “The Cure 
was begun without any Preparation, unlefs there were feverifh. 
Symptoms, an Inflammation or a Phimofis, and then Bleeding 
was thought neceflary at firft, but Purging never. — - 
The only Part of the Cure which was properly Chirurgical, 
“was to keep the Sores clean, and to wafh them with the fol-

‘When after Bleeding, and taking the Medicine for fome Days, 
the Prepuce did not yield, it was flit up the whole Length, to 
come at the Ulcers, and then they were cleanfed and drefled in 
the Manner above direéted. When the Prepuce is thick and 
. fchirrous, a Refolution of the Induration is not ‘to be expected, 

and then the whole is to be cut off, for no Remedies will be ef. 
~ fe€tual-till the Circumcifion is performed. “There was nothing 
done to reduce any Inflammation, but applying a Bread and 

Milk ‘Poultice, and one large Bleeding. After wafhing the 
Sores, whether Chancres, Ulcers, or Excoriations, nothing was 
applied but a litele dry Lint. Nor were the Buboes drefled o- 
therwife ; and of thefe there were a great Number which healed 
very kindly. “The lunar Cauftic was ufed for Warts, very foul 
Sores, and fungous Excrefcences. | 

“Dr. Pringle has vifited fixty Patients, whofe Difeafes were of 
very Jong Standing, and he did not know above three or four at 
the moft, in which it abfolutely failed ; one of which was of - 
two Years Continuance after a Salivation; and thefe were put 

in a fair Way of Recovery, before the Camp broke up, with a 
Spoonful of the Solution once a Day, and from a Pint to a 
Quart daily of a ftrong Decoétion of Sarfaparilla. He likewife 
informed Dr. Clephane, that all Preparations of Sublimate were 
not equally good, and that French Brandy diffolved it better than 
either Malt or Melaffes Spirits.

ta ober Yaws is a Diftemper endemical to Guinea, and the hot- 
ter Climates in Africa. All are liable to it, but more ef- 
pecially in Childhood or Youth. re 

It makes its frft Appearance in little Spots on the Cuticle, not 
bigger than a Pin’s Point, which increafe daily, and become 
protuberant like Pimples. Soon after, the Cuticle frets off; and 
‘then, inftead of Pus or Ichor, there appear white Sloughs or 
“Sordes; under which is a {mall red Fungus. Thefe increafe gra- 
dually, fome to the Size of a {mall W ood-Strawberry, others to 
‘that of a Rafpberry, others again excced the largeft Mulberry, 
‘which in Shape they very.much refemble. Inthe mean time the 
black Hair in the Yaw; turns to a tran{parent White. 
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It is not an eafy Matter to determine the exact Time which 
the Yaws take in going through their different Stadia. Lufty, 
well-fed Negroes have had feveral Yaws as big as a Mulberry in 
a Month’s ‘Time; whereas the low in Flefh, with a fcanty Al- 
lowance, have pafled three Months, without their growing to the 
Sizeof a Strawberry, + im 4: 

The Yaws appear in all Parts of the Body, but they are moft 
plentiful and of the largeft Size about the Groin, Pravy-paris, 
Anus, Arm-pits, and Face. They are largeft when feweft in Num- 
ber, and vice verfa. They are not painful unlefs handled roughly, 
nor caufe a Lofs of Appetite. “They continue long without any: 
fenfible Alteration; and whether they would not in Time, 
when the peccant Matter is exhaufted through the Skin, vanifh 
of themfelves ; or turn to corrofive Ulcers, and affect the Bones 
with Nodes, Exoflofes, and Caries; or by enlarging the excretory 
Dus of the miliary Glands caufe a Fluid to tranfude more vifcid 

than Sweat, which by drying on the Skin would render the Patient 
feorbutic, feabby, or leprous, is hard to fay ; but I am inclinable 
to think, that, as foon as the Fungus’s become dry, the Infection 
is exhaufted. It is an infectious Difeafe, and therefore the Ne- 
_ groe’s Mafter fhould feek for a Cure for the Sake of himfelf, Fa- 

' mily, and other Negroes. 

‘The Yaws are not dangerous, if the Cure is fkilfully managed 
at a proper Time; but if the Patient has been once falivated, 
or has taken any Quantity of A@ercury, and his Skin once cleared 
thereby, the Cure will be very difficult, if not impracticable. 

The Negroes who have been cured in Africa never have them 
again in America, which is no Wonder, fince the Africans have — 
probably had 3000 Years to eftablifh their Skill; and we not 
much above an Hundred. 7 

As foonas the Yaws begin to appear on a Negroe, he muft be 
xemoved to a Houle by himfelf ; or, if it is not certain Whether 
the Eruption is the Yaws or not, fhut him up feven Days, and 

look on him again, as the ews were commanded to do with 

their Lepers, Levit. xiii. and in that Time you may be com- 
monly certain.

into a’‘déep Salivation, which lafted fix or fever Weeks ; being’ 
fuppofed cured fhe seeennied 46 England, and after fome Weeks’ 
fhe had violent Pains in her Arms and Legs’ ; after an Attempt 
to cure her there, an Ulcer broke out in her Leg, and another 
in her Arm.

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Some think that fiftulous Ulcers, the Rickets, fcalled Heads, 
Cancers, the Gouétre, or Bronchocele, depend upon a fcrofulous 
Virus. * : 

The Glands of the external Parts are not alone attacked with 
this Difeafe ; for thofe of the Mefentery are almoft always af- 
fected; which appears from the opening of Perfons dying of this 
Difeafe. Sometimes the Difeafe begins in the Mefentery; and 
fometimes the Liver, Spleen, Womb, Lungs, Windpipe, Brain, 
and other internal Parts are {crofulous: Hence {chirrous Tumours, 
incurable Cancers, obftinate Fluxions, rebellious Ophthalmies, 
malignant Abfceffes, fiftulous Ulcers, dangerous Quinfeys, ter- 
rible Epilepfies, mortal Confumptions of the Lungs, ftubborn 
Jaundices, Dropfies, Cholics, hypochondriac and hyfteric Affec- 
tions.

without Irritation. : . 

~The Scrofule may be faid to be benign, when they are fuperfi- 

cial; when they do not much raife the Skin, nor changeits Co- | 
Jour; when only the Glands are puffed up and are foft, move- 
able, without Adhefion and indolent. 

_ The malignant Scrofule are evident from the Largenefs of the 
‘Tumour, its Hardnefs and Adhefion; fronrits becoming livid or 
red; from its being painful; and, when ulcerated, from the Cal- 
Jofity of the Lips of the Ulcer, and from their difficult Cure. 

We may know that other Difeafes proceed from a fcrofubus 
Virus, if the Parents have had the venereal Lues, or when they or 
their other Children are afflicted with the Scrofula, or when they 
have lived with fcrofulous Perfons, or when their Difeafe is at- 
tended with hard {welled Glands in the Neck, Armpits, orGroin, 
or when there are white Swellings in other Parts of the Body. 

As to the Prognoftics, the benign Scrofule admit of an eafy 
Cure, efpecially if they are feated in the conglobate Glands, and 
are moveable, fuperficial, and foft. “Thofe which attack the 
Joints, the Tendons, the Ligaments, the Bones, which are near 
large Veflels, or comprefs the A/pera arteria, or the Ocfaphagus, 
are very difficult to cure. The internal Scrofule are much more 
_ dangerous than the external; for when they turn to an Abjcefs 
they are incurable. . They are alfo nore or lefs troublefome in 

Proportiom 
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Proportion to the Progrefs they have made, the Parts which they. 
attack, and the Temperament of the Patient ; for when he is 
bilious or melancholic they make great Ravages, by caufing a Ca-~ 
ries in the Bones, and by creating fiftulous and cancerous Ul-.. 
cers. Thiofe that are hereditary or joined to a bad Habit of. 
‘Body, are very hard to cure, for, if they are healed in one Part, ; 


they often break out with greater Fury in another. 


_Tf the Sirume have been long ulcerated, fays TurNER from

After all we have another Medicine whofe Virtues in curing 
this Difeafe have been lately difcovered, or at leaft have been 
Jately communicated to the Public; I mean the fe/uits Bark, 
the Effeéts of which have been related by Dr. Fordyce in the 
following Cafes. | : 

a. A young Lady fixteen Years of Age, tall, thin, not having 
- asyet menftruated was inoculated for the Small-Pox, and foon re- 

covered, only for fome Weeks after fhe had a few troublefome 
Sores, near the Places where fhe had been inoculated; during 
which Time, though fhe often took Phyfic, a great Part of the 
right Parotid fwelled confiderably, as well as the Lymphatic 
Glands on each Side of the Neck, which lie on each Side of the 
external Jugular and below the Parotid.

, ulcerate an occult Cancer. 

If the Cancer be darge, old, adherent, in a Place unapt for 
Extirpation, growing to or lying upon large Veflels, arifing from _ 
an internal Caufe ; and the Patient being old, cacochymic, dif- 
pofed to thefe Kind of Diforders, and having more than one ; 
neither Excifion nor Topics are proper. : ! 

For unlefs it be extirpated, Root, Branch, and Seed, it will be 
exafperated, and ftrike inwards, generate others, and increafe © 
thofe already formed. . - ! 

The Caufe of a Cancer muft be taken away with it, or before 
an Attempt of that Kind is made. 

A Cancer of the Fauces, Palate, Armpits, or Groin, is in- 
curable ; of the Lips is hard to cure. . ; 

When a Cancer is large, &c. as above-mentioned, all we can 
do is to leave it at Reft, and to appeafe the Symptoms. 

The firft Point is obtained by defending it from external Inju- 
ries, by Applications confifting of ‘plumbeous Ingredients and 
Narcotics; by diminifhing and correcting the Caufe. For this 
Purpofe Gathartics with Mercurials in a fmall, and fometimes in 
a double Dofe, will be proper; as alfo Diluents, Aperients, and 
fubalkalious Remedies ; taking Care not in any Manner to. in- 
creafe the Caufe, ;

Deco€tions drank in Bed, afford very great Relief. 

But, if thefe fail, Rechune muit be had to Mercury, which

T HE Jtch is a cutaneous Difeafe, arifing from a Corruption 
of a ferous Lymphatic Matter, fometimes attended with 
mild, fometimes with more obftinate and dangerous Symptoms. 
‘The Itch of the milder Sort appears either with moift or dry. 
Puftules, at firft about the Joints, and from thence fpreads by 
Degrees over all the Body, the Head only excepted. In the 
anoift Sort, to which Children and the Sanguineo-Phlegmatic are 
moft fubjet, the Puftules are more full of a purulent Matter, 
attended with a flight Inflammation, which is manifeft from the 
Rednefs which appears round about them till it fuppurates. The 
dry Sort chiefly attacks thofe that are lean, old, or are ofa — 
Melancholico-Choleric Conftitution: In thefe, the Puftules are 
‘much lefs, and excite a moft intolerable Itching, efpecially in 
the Night-time. The moft ufual Places where the Eruptions 
appear very numerous, and the Itching is greateft, are between 
the Fingers, on the Arms, F:ams, and Thighs. 3 | 
This Difeafe is, truly and properly {peaking, aj Difeafe of the

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Of Hamorruaces in general, 


. Te E Bhod, which flows fpontaneoully, generally proceeds 
i<-. from thefe Places which are of a fine and thin Texture, 
‘in whofe Surface the flender Veffels creep along with various 
Meanders; fuch as the inward Part of the Noftrils, the Bron- 
chia of the Lungs, the Fleth of the Gums, the left Side of the 
Stomach, the Gut Ilium, and the Extremities of the Reftumy 
as alfo the external Subftance of the Womb and Vagina. When 
thefe Parts are diftended, and the {mall Arteries open, the Blood 
often breaks out with Violence. . . 
Sometimes, though but feldom, Hemorrbageshappen in other 
Places where the Veffels lie deeper ; as from the little Finger, 
from the Hand and Knee, the Breafts in the Time of Men- 
ftruation. There are likewife Inftances of periodical Fluxes fron. 
the Penis in Men. — ees 
They generally happen to Perfons whofe Bodies are of a foft, 
fpongy, tender Texture, and whofe Veflels are turgid with 
Blood and Serum. Thefe were formerly faid to be of a fanguine 
Con/fiitution, and are fubject to Hzmorrhages as long as they 
live. But the Choleric, who have larger Veffels, whofe Fibres 
are more ftrongly braced, and whofe Blood circulates with 
greater Rapidity, are liable to a Spitting of Blood in their Youth. 
~ The Sanguineo-Melancholic are fubje& to the Bleeding Piles ; 
and Women who are fanguineo-phlegmatic, are obnoxious to vo- 
miting Blood. | fadialas 
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Boys and Youths are moft fubje&t to bleed at the Nofe; if 
young Men the Blood feeks an Exit from the Lungs; whence ~ 
Hemopteés and Confumptions; the Middle-aged are more liable 
to hemorrhoidal Evacuations, and decrepid old Men to Piffing 
of Blood. y 

Hemorrhages are moft frequent at the Spring and Fall; 
hence fanguineous Apoplexies at thofe Seafons, which are nothing: © 
elfe but Eruptions of the Blood in the Middle of the Brain. 
Vomiting and Piffing of Blood are more frequent in the Autumn. 
in fome, thefe Excretions happen periodically. 

When Hemorrhages proceed from a Fulnefs of the Veflels, 
they conduce to the Prefervation of Health ; but when they are 
caufed by a poifonous acrid Matter, as in malignant and fpotted 
Fevers, they are exceeding dangerous. Alfo when they are de- 
rived from an Infarction, Induration, and Corruption of the — 
Vifcera, efpecially of the Liver, Spleen, or Lungs, they are ge- 
nerally fatal, becaufe they bring on a Cachexy, Dropfy, the 
Black Difeafe of Hippocrates, and a mortal Heétic. 

It is likewife remarkable, that, from whatever Part the Blood — 
is about to break out, there is fomething fingular to be obferved _ 
in relation thereto. Thus there is a greater Heat, Rednefs, and 
Diftenfion of the Arteries of the Face, which are Forerunners 
of a Hemorrhage from the Nofe. A Uterine Hemorrhage is 
preceded with Laffitude of the Body, a Pain of the Back and ~ 
Loins, a Tenfion of the Hypochondria, a Palenefs of the Face, — 
a Shivering of the Skin, and a Conftriétion of the Pores of the — 
Skin. A Spitting of Blood is foreknown from an Anxiety of 
the Precordia, a Difficulty of Breathing, a heavy, undulating 
Pain about the Diaphragm, a Flatulence in the Abdomen, and 
a Coldnefs of the extreme Parts. The Flux of the Hemor- 
rhoids may be predi&ted from certain fpaftic Stri€tures, Flatu- 
lences of the Abdomen, a tenfive preffing Pain in the Os Sa-_ 
érum, a Languor of the Body, and a Coldnefs of the extreme 
Parts. | 

The Caufe of Hemorrhages does not proceed from a Plenty of — 
Blood, nor from its too great Turgefcence, nor from the Acri+ 
mony of the Blood and Serum, nor from its being fo thin as ta. 
ooze through the Pores of the Veilels; but rather from a Con- 
verfion of the Motion from without inwards, from whence an - 
unequal Circulation of the Blood arifes; this happens when 
certain Parts remote from the Heart are fo ftraitened by an in- 
tenfe StriGure and Contraction of the Fibres, that the Blood 
cannot return back through the Veins; whence their Sy/fole be= 
ing augmented, it is transferred in greater Plenty and Force to 
inccngruous Places, whence the lateral Veflels of the fmall Ar 

; tertes, 
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_ teries, which generally carry no Blood, but Lympha, are diftended 
too much, and at length burft open. ag ge is 
However, the Caufe of the enormous and fymptomatic Hze- 
morrhages fupervening to other tedious Difeafes is to be referred 
to the Infarction, Induration, and Obftruction of fome of the | 
Veffels and Vifcera which hinder the free Paflage of the Blood ; 
fuch as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Mefentery, &c | 
Now, becaufe Hemorrhages generally proceed from fpaftic 
Contractions which ftraiten the Veins, we may comprehend why 
Hypochondriac Perfons, whofe Stomach and whole nervous Caa 
nal of the Inteftines are afflicted with flatulent Diftenfions and 
fpaftic Strictures from a Diforder of the Periftaltic Motion, 
fhould be fo fubject to hemorrhoidal Fluxes; and why, if the 
~ Blood cannot make an Exit that Way, their Fits would be fo 
greatly exafperated. , | 
But there is another Kind of Hemorrhage which the above 
Account, chiefly extracted from Hoffman, will hardly. explain 5 
that is, when the Blood tends to Diffolution and Putrefaction, 
which is the Cafe of fome Scorbutics. "Thefe, when they are other= 
_ wife feemingly well, unlefs a little languid and feeble, thall all of 
a fudden have an Eruption of purple, livid, or even black Spots, 
fometimes in particular Parts, fometimes all over the Body, and 
foon after fall into profufe, dangerous, and even fometimes fatal 
zmorthages, when they or others have fcarce thought them 
nany Danger. ‘There are doubtlefs many fuch Inftances; and 
I know a Gentlewoman at this Inftant who has Spots, or rather 
Patches, as large as her Hand, and almoft as black as Ink 5 
and her Blood, which was taken away by an Apothecary with- 
out any Diretion, was nothing but mere Gore, without any Se- 
paration of the Serum from the Craffamentum. Some of the Mat- 
ter of thefe Spots has gradually tranfpired and left the Skin pretty 
clear, but frefh ones arife in other Parts ofher Body. The Con- 
fequence of this in Women is generally a great Overflow of the 
Menjes, if not profufe Hemorrhages, as Huxham rightly obfervess 
Perfons of both Sexes affected with thefe Vidices are apt to bleed 
exceflively from the flighteft Wound, and very often without anys 
from the Gums, Nofe, Guts, or urinary Paflages, without the 
Jeaft Sien of a Plethora; which therefore mutt happen from an 
Erofion of the Veffels. And the Vidices themfelves fhew that the 
Globules of the Blood are broken down and diffolved, by which 
Means they enter into the ferous Arteries and Vofa exbalantia, 
where, being detained from paffing immediately off by the Cuti- 
eula, they make thefe Appearances. _ 
‘The commen Hzmorrhages, arifing from a mere Plethora, will 
allow Bleeding {afely both by oe of Prevention and Cure. But

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this is feldom the Cafe, tho’ generally judgedto be fo. Wherefore 
the beft Method will be to takeoff the Impetus of the Blood from 
the Part, by Pediluvia, Chjfters, Frictions of the external Parts, 
and Ligatures ; with hot Covering, Fomentations and Baths.

Likewife the fudden Change of Air from hot to cold, and cold | 
to hot, by Fits, efpecially at the Equinoxes, may caufe this 
Bleeding; as alfo when from cold and moift the Air becomes 
highly elaftic, and vice verfa. ‘Thofe moreover are liable to it 
who are afflicted with rheumatic, nephritic, arthritic, and ifchi- 
adic Pains, or who have Fevers or Spafms. It fometimes hap- - 
pens before the Eruptions of the Small-Pox and Meafles, and to 
thofe who have loft a large Limb; or who labour under Ob- © 
ftru@tions of the Liver and Spleen; hence in an inveterate — 
Scurvy, Dropfy, and Cachexy, there often happens a fatal

It differs much as to the Quantity; fome lofe only a few 
Drops, fome feveral Ounces, and fome five or fix Pounds. No

To the Plethoric it is generally falutary ; and there are many © 
Inftances of a Vertigo, a Scetomia, dull, heavy Pains of the Head, - 
a Phrenzy, and even an Epilepfy being carried off by a Bleeding 
at the Nofe. On thecontrary, from its Suppreffion there have — 
urifen Vertigoes, Apoplexies, Epilepfies, Convulfions, Noife in 
the Ears, and Hardnefs of Hearing, and even a Gutta Serena.

When the Blood and Humours abound, and the Blood, by 
its expanfive Force and Turgefcency, hinders a free Circulation 
through the fmalleft Veffels, and fo brings on this Hemorrhage ; 
which happens chiefly when the Patient is young, in the Vernal 
Seafon, after violent Exercife, or from fome ftrong or f{pirituous: 
Liquors after it. After a Revulfion by Bleeding there is nothing 
_ equal to Mitre to appeafe the Orga/in of the Blood,: and to relax 
the fpaftic Stri@ure. Next to thefe are vegetable Acids, fuch as’ 
_ the Juice of Seville Oranges, Barberries, the Water and Juice of. 
Wood-Sorrel, but more efpecially the diluted Spirit of Vitriol,- 
Tin@ture of Rofes, made with the Water of Wood-Sorrel.and 
the Spirit of Vitriol, and drank with Spring-Water. [ Five or

If the Bleeding is very inordinate, it will be proper to ufe cool- 
ing Emulfions, gentle or ftronger Opiates to moderate the f{pattic 
Strictures, as Occafion fhall require.

‘Of ihe Bleeding and Blind Pivzs, 


Flux of Blood from the Hemorrhoidal Veffels is called the 

Bleeding Piles; when the Veffels only fwell and difcharge 

Be Pleo, but are exceeding painful, they are termed the Bind 
iles. 

All copious Fluxes of Blood from the Anus are not to be recé 
koned of the morbous Kind. For the Habit of Body, Strength, 
Age, and Temperament are to be confidered. That which is 
enormous and exceflive to one Perfon, may be moderate and fa- 
lutarytoanother. ‘That onlyis to be efteemed pernicious, which 
continues too long, and enfeebles the Patient; whereby Digeftion, 
Nutrition, and other Funétions are hurt, and there is Reafon to 
fear the Production of dangerous chronical Difeafes, 

Some have a Flux of Blood periodically and regularly once a 
Month, and then every Attempt to fupprefs it is attended with 
dangerous Confequences. A Man-Midwife at MJanchefter had 
this periodical Flux, and a Phyfician in the fame Place would 
needs have it to be a Difeafe ; and accordingly ordered Bleeding 
while it was upon him.’ It had the intended Effet, for it ftope 
ped the Hemorrhage fo effectually that it never returned, though 
the moft probable Methods have been ufed to procure it; and 
the unhappy Patient has been fubject to the moft terrible fpafmo- 


gic Diforders ever fince. } 


An exceffive hemorrhoidal Flux is. generally preceded by a 
heavy prefling Pain of the Back and Loins, fometimes a Numb- 
nefs of the Legs and Thighs, a ConftriGtion of the external Parts 
with a flight Shivering, and a Subfidence of the Veffels therein ; 
a hard contracted Pulfe; a Drynefs of the Mouth and Fawces ; 
the Urine diminifhed in Quantity, and moft commonly pale; a 
Senfe of Weight about the Anus extending to the Perineum; a 
Weaknefs of the Stomach ; a Flatulency in the lower Belly; a 
frequent Defire to make Water and to go to Stool ; with, fome- 
times, an Exclufion of white, bilious Mucus; the Old and Weak 
have a Procidentia Ani. : aly.

Some are foft 
and indolent, others hard, inflamed and painful, render the Pa- 
tient unable to walk, ftand, or fit, and produce fuch a Spafm in 
the Anus as not to admit a Clyfter.

Sometimes florid Blood 
rufhes out with Impetuofity, moft frequently before a Mifcarri- 
age, and after it from a Retention of Part of the After-Birth, 
which keeps the Orifices of the Veflels open. Sometimes Clots 
of Blood come away of the Size of an Egg, when the ALenjes 
have been {topped for two orthree Months. A black, grumous, 
coagulated Blood will now and then come away on the firft 
Days of Child-bed, when the Patient is flender and plethoric. In 
the Cacheétic the Flux will be often thin and watry ; in the Scr- 
butic corrupt and fetid, attended with Sharpnefs and Pain. 

It is fometimes caufed by a great Afflux of Bload to the Uye- 
rus, which is not returned in due Quantity by the Veins; for 
which Reafon the Veffels often burft. The fame happens froma 
Plethora, and from hard Labour.

The Patient’s Life is greatly in Danger when the Child is dead 
before Delivery, and a.great Flux of Blood happens. It is dan- 
gerous when caufed by a violent Extraction of the After-Birth ; 
or when Pieces of it are left behind, which afterwards become 
Moles, and greatly vitiate and increafe the Men/trual Flux, 
If the Patient is Plethoric, bleed in the Arm; if there is an 
Orgajm in the Blood, Diluents, Humeétants, and Refrigerants will 
be moft efficacious; in this Cafe Spring-Water may be drank 
alone, or witha little Nitre, or with Spirit of Vitriol and Syr.

: If the Patient is plethoric, or if it proceeds from the Suppref- 


fion of a fanguineous Evacuation, Bleeding is neceffary ; as alfo 


cooling nitrous Draughts, and purified Nitre mixt with Abfor- 
bents, with Whey for a Vehicle; or Barley Water, or fmall 
Beer acidulated with fome Drops of the Spirit of Vitriol. The 
Body muft be kept open with Laxatives, as Rhubatb with Cur- 
rants, or with Cream of ‘Tartar ; as alfo emollients Clyfters. The 
relaxed Veflels muft be agglutinated with-DecoGtions of vulne-. 
rary Herbs; fuch as Agrimony, Ground-Ivy, Yarrow, Golden- 
Rod, and the Roots of Comfrey dulcified with Virgin-Honey, 
to which Milk may be occafionally added. Almond Milk is 


likewife good, efpecially if ufed as a Vehicle with Bole Armeniac, 


If there is an Ulcer in the Kidneys or Bladder, Medicines 
muft be given that fheathe the Acrimony; fuch as Syrup of 
Marfhmallows; alfo Infufions ofthe vulnerary Herbs above-men- 
tioned; likewife of the Bark of the Roots of Acacia and Cherry- 
Tree Gum. Moreover, a Powder may be made of the Roots _ 
of Marfhmatlows, Liquorice, Sperma Ceti, the four cold Seeds, 


_white Poppy-Seed, Club-Mofs and Saffron, with g. /. of Sugar- 


Candy. . i . 
Whin grumous Blood plugs up the Paflage of the Ureters inte 
the Bladder, or the Sphincter of the Bladder, and occafions a Dif- 
ficulty or Stoppage of Urine, warm Water drank plentifully and 
Baths of the fame are ufeful; likewife warm Water fhould be in- 
jected into the Bladder with a Syringe, that the fharp Humour 
may be diluted and. the Grumes diffolved. But, if the Urine 
fhould be quite ftopped with a Spafm, then give Emulfions of 
the four cold Seeds, with Crab’s Eyes and Calx of Antimony 3 
or a Powder made of Sperina Ceti, Crab’s yes, and Nitre. 
Externally, apply a.Bladder filled with the Decogtion of emolli- 
Las : ; ent 
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ent Flowers in Milk to the Abdomen; and keep the Body opert 
with AZanna or an emollient oily Clyfter. . 

Milk and Whey are likewife excellent in thefe Diforders, if a 
Dram of Bole Armeniac is taken in every Draught. 

It is an Error of fatal Confequence to give Aftringents in thefe. 
Diforders, which ftop the Flux too fuddenly, by which Means 
the Grumes will be locked up in the Veflels, whence will proceed 
Inflammations, Ulcers and Putrefaétions. However, if the Ef- 
fufion of Blood is very great, the Patient may take 9ij. of Pulv

Of the Hexmorrhage of the Brain, or Sanguineous 
! Apoplexy. — | 


Kerang this has been taken notice of already in treating 
of the APoPLEXy, yet it is of fuch Confequence to Man- 
kind that it deferves a more particular Confideration. 

That a Hemorrhage of the Brain, proceeding from a Rupture 
of the Veffels, is no Chimera, appears from Anatomical Diffec- 
tions of Perfons who have died of this Difeafe, “This fometimes 
happens between the Skulland the Dura Mater; fometimes be- 
tween the Dura and Pia Mater but more frequently between 
the latter and the Brain; and moft frequently in the Middle of 
the Ventricles. Sometimes it happens in the Bafis of the Brain 
in a greater orleffer Quantity. From Diflections it likewife ap- 
pears, that the Blood-Veffels, running along the Membranes and | 
Cortex of the Brain, are fometimes fo diftended with iguid, and 
fometimes wlth coagulated Blood, as to appear like an Aneurif/m 
It is no Wonder then, that, by thecontinual A flux of frefh Blood, 
the fmalleft Arteries fhould burft and difcharge the Blood; but 
this chiefly happens inthe Pia Mater, and in the Cortical Sub- , 
ftance of the Brain. | 

By an Effufion of Blood in the Brain, not only the Secretion 
and Diftribution of the Animal Spirits is hindered, but the Cir- 
culation of the Blood through the Brain is impeded, whencethe 
vital and animal Functions are enfeebled, and at length intirely 
ceafe. Wet ls 

Thofe to whom this happens fall down fuddenly, lofing all — 


Senfe and Motion in an Inftant; all the Members are limber and 
' , flaccid, - 
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- flaccid, the Mouth is wide open, and the Excrements and Urine 
are not feldom voided fpontaneoully. : 

When the Paflage of the Blood through the Brain is difficult 
or intercepted, it may be known from the following Signs. The 
Countenance is very florid, the Face is fwelled or puffed up, the 
Veffels in it aretumid, chiefly about the Temples; fometimes 
the Veflels break in the Mouth, Nofe, and Ears, and bleed, efpe-_ 
cially after Death. ‘Then the Body begins to putrefy, the Head 
 fwells to a moft enormous Size. The Eyes are diftended, pro- 
minent, and fixed; look glaffy and pour forth Plenty of Tears. 
The Heart beats ftrongly, and the Pulfe at firft is great, but af- 
terwards becomes languid and flow ; the Breathing is difficult, 
with Snorting and Snoring. At length a Vomit comes on, and 
Convulfions, with Grinding of the Teeth. | 

The antecedent Signs are a Swimming or Giddinefs of the 
Head, ‘a heavy, preffing Pain, a Tingling in the Limbs. The > 
_ Eyes are difturbed, fometimes by Darknefs, fometimes by Co- 
rufcations, as if they ftruck Fire; the Eyes are moift and {well ; 
there is a finging and murmuring Noife in the Ears; an uncom- 
mon Forgetfulnefs, a Dulnefs of Wit, adeep Sleep troubled 
with Dreams, and the Night-Mare; a Turgefcence of the Ju- 
gular Veins, and an uncommon Rednefs of the Face. 

This Difeafe attacks Men chiefly, from forty to fixty Years 
of Age, efpecially thofe of a fanguine Complexion and of bulky 
Size, that live high, lead a fedentary, idle Life, and love their 
Bed too much. As alfo fuch as have had any, x/ual Hemorrhage 
fupprefled, and neglect Bleeding. | 

This will be promoted by a Spafm in any particular Part, ftop- 
ping the Progrefs of the Blood through it, and caufing it to rufh » 
with Violence elfewhere. This appears from the Hardnefs of 
the Pulfein Hemorrhages, which fhews.a StriCture of the ner- 
vous Coats of the Arteries; as alfo from a Coldnefs of the ex- 
treme Parts, and from a Tingling inthe Limbs. Hence thofe 
are liable to this Hemorrhage who have Spa/ms in the Abdomen, 
Spafmodic Colics, the hypochondrjac Paffion, Pains from a Stone 
in the Bladder, or Gall-Bladder, and have been long coftive. 

It may be likewife brought on by violent Paffions of the Mind, © 
efpecially Anger and Terror, which act immediately on the ner- 
vous Parts. Add to thefe unufual Commotions of the Body, - 
and moft vehement Fits of Coughing. 

Nor muft we forget the acrid and almoft potfonous Matter 
which is expelled from the’Vital Fluids to the Surface of the Bo- — 
dy; for when that ftrikes in, or is repelled inwardly to the ner- 
vous Membranes, it caufes moft atrocious fpattic StriQures,

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which: force-the Blood to the Head. The fame alfo happens 
from the drying up running Sores and Iflues; from a Suppreffion 
of Sweat in the Feet, and of Catarrhs ; from the Itch ftriking _ 
in, and from the long Abfence of the Gout. 84 | 
Sometimes it has been epidemical, which may proceed from 
Coldnefs and fudden Changes of the Air; but all thefe Caufes 
will not take Effect, unlefs there be an Imbecillity of the Veflels of 
the Brain, and a Diminution of the /y/altic Mation. | 
The Veffels and Membranes of the Brain are deprived of 
their Tone by Old Age, by Intemperance, by drinking ftummed 
Wines and Drams, or from any Thing clfe that ftupefies the 
Senfes, --. 3 eat’ a 
But we fhould be careful to diftinguifh an Apoplexy which 
arifes from the Flux of Blood, and that which is caufed by Se- 
rum ; for this laft is attended with a Hemiplexia and Palfy of the 
whole Side, in which Lifeis preferved, however miferable. When 
there is too great a Congettion of Blood in the Head without 
breaking the Veflels, the Serum will ooze from the flagnating 
Blood, and fall to the Bafis of the Brain, or one Side of the Spi- 
nal Marrow; and fo hinder the Secretion of the animal Spirits, 
and their Influx into the Nerves; which deprives the fame Side 
of the Body of Senfe and Motion. | 
_ When the fanguineous Apoplexy happens, if the Patient, by 
Bleeding, or other Helps, does not recover, in fome Degree, in 
twenty-four Hours, all Hopes are over, and three Days is as 
long as he can live. Death is at Hand, if the Snoring is more 
and more loud, with Difficulty of Breathing ; if the Heart pal- 
pitates violently, and the Pulfe is great, hard, and unequal ; 
if the Patient comes a little to himfelf, and talks idly; if there 
are convulfive Motions on one Side, and of the Breaft; if 
there are cold Drops of Sweat inthe upper Parts; if the Ex- 
piration is cold, and the Excrements come away involuntarily. 
"If there is any Hope of Recovery, the Patient fhould be con- 
veyed to fome temperate Place, and his Neck fhould neither lie 
too low, nor be quite ereét; his Feet fhould be kept warm, and 
be well covered. . | 
The Patient fhould alfo be let Blood as foon as poffible from 
a large Wound, that the Blood may flow faft and freely. 
This fhould be done in the Jugular or Arm ina large Quantity, 
and, if neceflary, repeated. Some bleedin the Foot firft, then 
in the Armor Neck. . Afterwards the Bowels fhould be irritat=" 
ed with ftimulated Clyfters, in which Sal, Gem. or Sal. Am-_ 
moniac has been diflolved, and made with Lavender Flowers, 
Rue, Sage, Marjoram, Savory, ce. with Caraway of Dill-

Seeds, and Oil of Rue, Camomile, &%c. Thefe Clyfters fhould 
not be made too large, but be often injefted by the means’of a

Outwardly the volatile Salt of Hart’s-horn impregnated with 
fome aromatic Oil, fhould beheld to the Nofe, orblown into it 
with a Quill. The Soles of the Feet fhould alfo be rubbed with 
a rough Cloth, or flung with Nettles, to raife a Senfe of Pain. 
Some apply Blifters, nay even a&tual Cauteries. 

Inwardly no {trong Cordials fhould be given, if the Patient 
can fwallow, to rarify the Blood, but fuch a Mixture as

By way of Prevention, it will be pro- 
per to bleed about the Equinoxes, to promote the ufual Hemor- 
rhages, if any: to keep the Body open with Rhubarb and Salts ; 
for thofe Perfons are rarely fubject to an Apoplexy who go fegu- 
larly to Stool ; Apopleétic Balfams fhould be omitted ; but T'ea 
may be drank made with Balm, Betony, and Sage, with the 
lefler Cardamom Seeds. The Diet fhould be moderate and re- 
gular, and the Patient fhould not fleep foon after Supper, nor 
lie with his Head too low; and his Feet fhould always be kept 
moderately warm. : 
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Of the Letaarey, Carus, and other fleepy Difeafes. 
[HE Lethargy has fome Affinity to the Apoplexy and Palfy, 


and often attends them. 
By fleepy Difeafes are meant a preternatural Propenfity to freeps 
ometimes attended with, and fometimes without a Fever : 
The immediate Caufe of which is a very languid and diminith- 
ed Influx of the Animal Spirits from the cortical Part of the Brain » 
into the Adedulla oblongata, and from thence into the Nerves 
deftined for Senfe and Motion. 

There are feveral Kinds of thefe Diforders, the principal of 
which are a Coma Vigil, a Coma Somnolentum, a Carus, and a 
Lethargy. | | LINE year sea | 

A Coma Vicit is known by thefe Signs; a burning and 
extenfive Pain in the Head, attended with a Seafe of Ebullition

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therein ; they have a ftrong Inclination to fleep, and yet either _ 
don’t fleep at all, or, if they do, awake immediately with little 
Relief, but have no Delirium. ‘This Coma differs from the Per- 
vigilium, which is frequent in acute Fevers, for inthis there is 
no Propenfity to fleep. This Diforder is always fymptomatic, 
and often attends acute, burning, and malignant Fevers; as 
alfo an Inflammation of the Dura Mater, and -ufhers in a 
Phrenfy. . Sometimes it attends an Hlemiplegia. sb 

'In aComa SoMNOLENTUM, the Patients are languid, and 
their chief Complaint is a confiant Drowfine/s. ,"They often fall 
afleep at their Meals, in Converfation, and in the Midft of Bu- 


finefs,-and, when they are awaked, foon fall afleep again. This 


Diforder principally feizes Old Men, who live luxurioufly, and “ 
neglect Bleeding. It is a primary Difeafe, and without a — 
Fever. ; iM . 

A Carus is a profound Sleep, out of which the Patient 
‘cannot be roufed by Clamours, Shaking, nor even with the 


Pricking of a Needle. Or, if they are fenfible of the Pain, they — 


continue filent, and fall afleep again. It is fometimes a prz- ~ 
mary Difeafe, and fometimes /ymptomatic. When it is fympto- — 
‘matic, itis of three Kinds: The fir? happens in acute Fevers, in | 
the Beginning or Increafe ; and, if the Convulfions and Hiccups 
fupervene, it is foon fatal. The /econd comes after acute Fevers, | 
and, when the Patient is exceeding weak, the Sleep will con- 
tinue for feveral Days; being awaked, he will anfwer Queftions, 
but immediately fall afleep again. When he recovers, he re- | 
members nothing that he faid. If it happens in acute Fevers, 
on.critical Days, with a Sweat, it isa good Omen. The third 
happens a Day or two before Death. For, the Patient’s Strength 
being exhaufted, he lies deprived of Senfe and Motion, as it were 
in a profound Sleep, and under that expires. _. | 

A Leruarcy is a heavy and perpetual Sleep, with fcarce 
any Intervals of Waking. It is attended with a Stupidity, and 
‘fo furprifing a Forgetfulnefs, that, when the Patient yawns, he 
forgets to fhut his Mouth; or, if he takes the Chamber-pot to 
make Water, he forgets to do it, and falls afleep. _ 

A Lethargy is attended with a Fever, which is a Symptom ~ 
thereof, and is chiefly difcovered by the Frequency of the Pulfe ; 
whereas a Carus is often a Symptom or a Confequence of a 
Fever, and is likewife attended with Infenfibility. It does not 
invade fo fuddenly as an Apoplexy, which is attended with an 
Abolition of all Senfe and voluntary Motion, and kills fooner 
than a Lethargy. | | 

Webfer and Peyer have taught us how to procure Sleep by 
' Art in Dogs, by a greater or lefler Compreffion of the Pas 
when | 
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when deprived of Part of the Cranium. A Beggar at Paris, 


who had Joft Part of his Skull, from a flight Compreffion of 
the Brain, fuffered Dimnefs of Sight; from one alittle more 
violent, a Ringing in the Ears; from one {till more violent, a 
Vertigo or Sleepinefs ; and, when the Preffure ceafed, he was . 
freed from thefe Symptoms. . et 

The Coma Vigil, as it is generally a Forerunner of a Phrenfy 
in acute Fevers, and is often a Symptom of malignant, eruptive 
Fevers, and asit is attended with a hot fervent Pain, it feems to 
be the Beginning of an Inflammation in one Part of the Mem- 
branes furrounding the Brain. ‘This fuppofes an Increafe and 
Stagnation of the Blood in that Part, which, comprefting the 
fubjacent cortical Part of the Brain, diminifhes the Influx of the 
nervous Fluid into the Medulla oblongata, and fo caufes Somno- 
lency : But by the febrile Motion of the Blood the Influx is un- 


interrupted in another Part of the Brain, and the more copious 


it is, the more it promotes Wakefulnefs ; infomuch that the 
Inclination to fleep cannot take Effect, 

A Coma Somnolentum is always without a Fever, and muft have. 
a Caufe which obftruéts the Paflage of the nervous Fluid, from 
the cortical Part of the Brain to the Medulla oblongata, through- 
out the whole Brain. Such is, 1. Too great a Relaxation of 
the Blood-Veflels in the Brain, which retards the Circulation, 
and happens to plethoric old Men. 2. A difficult Circulation of 
the Blood through the Head, efpecially when thick and impure. 
Hence plethoric, fcorbutic, and hypochondriac Perfons are fre- 
quently drowfy; efpecially when there are Spafins ‘in the 
Abdomen. Hence Children troubled with Worms are fleepy, 
becaufe the Blood is forced too plentifully to the Head. Hence 
the profound Sleep of plethoric Perfons, when intoxicated, may, 
be accounted for; which, when caufed by an Excefs of f{piri- 
tuous Liquors, is often fatal. 3. An exceffive Colleétion of 
Serum in the Brain, and its Membranes, and an Extravafation 
thereof. The Suppreffion of the Running of the Ears, a Coryza, 
and Ulcers will caufe it; and it immediately follows a Suppref- 


-fion of Urine. 


The firft Kind of Carus, which in plethoric Perfons occurs 
in the Beginning of acute Fevers, chiefly of the continual Kind, 
is owing to the vaft Plenty of Blood and its Ebullition, by 


~which the Veffels of the Brain and its Membranes are fo ex- 


panded as to comprefs the foft Subftance of the Brzin, and to — 


impede the nervous Fluid from entering into the Mdulla’ob- 


psd hence it is forced to pafs more copioufly through the 
Cerebellum to the Parts on which the vital Funétions depend, 
and renders the Syftole of the Heart more vehement.

In the fecond Kind of Carus, which follows the Cure of acute 
Fevers, and is the Confequence of great Debility and a Deficiency _ 
of the animal Spirits, which is attended with a vapid, and as it © 
were gelatinous Confiftence of the Serum, and a Coagulation of the 
Blood; hence a Compreffion of the Brain from a dificult Circu- 
Jation, which brings on a preternatural Drowfinefs. A higher 
Degree of this State of the Solids and Fluids conftitutes the third 
Kind of Carus, and terminates in Death. | 

The Caufes of a Lethargy are the fame as of a Coma Somno- 
lentum, but more violent. —- ? 

Among the remote Caufes of thefe Difeafes may be reckoned — 
acacochymic, cacheéiic, and fcorbutic Indifpofition of Body, aDebi- — 
lity from Grief, tedious Difeafes, great Lofs of Blood, Abufe of . 
intoxicating Liquors, frequent Surfeits, breathing a denfe, vapid 
Air, a moift and cloudy Seafon, Wefterly Winds, the Winter 
Seafon, and an Abufe of Tobacco. | | 

Likewife a Suppreffion of the Hemorrhoids, Menfes, or,any — 
_ufual Hemorrhage, Morning Sweats, or any cuftomary Evacua- - 
tions, too long an Abfence of the Gout, and the like, will oc- | 
cafion th€fe Difeafes. or 

A Lethargy is never without Danger, but that is worfe which 
is accompanied with a Tremor of the Limbs, and a cold Sweat 
_of the Face. | | : 

In the Cure of thefe Difeafes, three Intentions fhould chiefly 
be regarded; 1. To roufe the Patient from Sleep. 2. To re- 
move the Difficulty of Circulation, and the Stagnation or Extra- 
vafation of the Blood or Serum inthe Head. 3. To reftore the 
Strength of the Membranes and Veflels of the Brain. 

Thofe Remedies are efficacious in the fir/? Cafe, which act 
on the nervous Parts, by inducing a tremulous and ofcillatory 
Motion through the whole nervous Syftem. Such as, powerful 
Acids mixt with Tin@ure of Caftor, volatile Salts ; fetid Things, 
as Galbanum, burnt Partridges Feathers ; cold Water thrown on 
the Head; Cataplafms made with Vinegar, Rue, Bay-Leaves, 
Tops of Savory, Muftard-Seed, Caftor and Camphire, applied — 
to the Head, Forehead, and Temples.

A Carus, efpecially the fir? Species of it, requires plentiful 
Bleeding ; and the Patient muft be roufed by Clyfters, rendered 
ftimulating with the Powder of Squills; by Blifters; by putting 
diftilled Vinegar in the Noftrils; and by appeafing the Orgafin 
of the Fluids with cooling fixed Diaphoretics and Acids. The fee 
cond Species/requires but little or no Affiftance, and the Tdird is 
incurable, at leaft if Blifters fail. 

A Coma Somnolentum is divided into ferous and fanguine. 
The firft requires the natural ferous Evacuations to be reftored 
or promoted.

A. Giddine/s, when it is not an original Diforder in the Head, 
is caufed by a long turning round of the Body, by looking from, 
a high Place ; in fome, by pafling ever a broad River, by riding 
ina Coach, by failing in a Ship or Boat, and by Drunken- 
nefs.

A higher Degree of a Vertigo is a Scotemia, when the Patient 
is feized with 2 fudden Dimnefs, or temporary Deprivation of, .

But it may be doubted whether a Scotomia is always a Symp- 
tom of a Vertigo, properly fo calied, becaufe it often follows 
great Hamorrhages, long Fafting, and very hard Labour; ef- 
pecially, if the Opinion of Hoffman be true, that a Vertigo is 
owing to the Blood diftending the Carotid Arteries, fituated at 
the Bafes of the Brain, and comprefling the Optic Nerves :

The Vertigo often arifes from a Congeftion of Blood in the 
Head, when the Patient is plethoric; or where any ufual Eva- 
cuation of Blood is fuppreffed, or from an Omiffion of Bleeding 


It affeéts fome whofe Heads’ are de- - 


via, refolving, attemperating Powders, 


bilitated with hard Study, or whofe Stomachs are loaded with 
vitiated, efpecially bilious, Humours.

Moon; that the beft Remedies againft it are Native Cinnabar, 
but more efpecially wild Valerian Root, before it has fhot out 
its Stalk.

the nervous Syftem proceeding from the Womb, .and 
caufed by the Retention or Corruption of the Blood and Lymph 
in its Veflels ; and more or lefs infefting the nervous Parts of the 
whole Body, by Means of the Nerves of the Os jacrum, the - 
Loins, and the whole {pinal Marrow. 

This Difeafe has been very improperly confounded with the by« 
pochondriac Paffion; for a Sirangulation of ihe Fauces, an inter- 
cepted Breathing even to Suffocation, a Fainting away, a Lofs 
of Voice, a profound Sleep, are the true, proper, and effential 
Signs and Symptoms of this Uterine Difeafe. 

An Ayfreric Fit is generally preceded with a preffing.Pain of 
the Forehead, Temples, or Eyes, with an Effufion of Tears 
and Dimnefs of Sight; a Dulnefs of the Mind and Senfes, 
and a Loathing of all Things. When the Fit comes on, the 
Patient is exceeding coftive, and yet has a ftrong Stimulus to dif- 
charge her Urine, which is as clear as Water; the Breathing 
— is uneafy, dificult, and fhort; and a Languor feizes the whole 

Body. To thefe fucceed a Pain in the Loins, and a great 
Shivering and Shaking ; ; the Belly is hard and inflated ; after- 
wards the Navel is drawn inwards, and outwardly leaves a great | 
Pit; then they feel a Sort of a Globe arife from the lower Part 
of the Belly to the Hypechondria and Diaphragm. Soon after, 
the Heart begins to flutter and beat, with a hard, unequal, and 
fometimes intermitting Pulfe ; the extreme Parts grow cold; the 
Fauces are ftraitened and feem to be bound with a Cord ; the 
Face is pale, the Breathing exceeding difficult, the Voice ceaies, _ 
the Pulfe is almoft imperceptible, and there is fuch a Stri€ture’ 
“of the Belly, that no Flatus, can be emitted, nor no Clyfter . 
Bees. Tn osha there are Convulfions of the Head and Limbs ; 

. others 
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others lie in a profound Sleep, without Senfe or Motion ; others 
have their Face and Neck look red and inflamed, with a ftrong 
Pulfe ; and others again break out into immoderate Laughter, 
and, regaining their Voice, fay a great many filly Things. 

‘When they begin to come to themfelves, the Pujfe which 
was before weak, languid, and obicure, becomes brifk, foft, and 
ftrong; Heat returns to the extreme Parts; the Face which was 
pinched in and pale, begins to expand and look ruddy; the 
Wind forces its Way upwards; there is a Rumbling in the 
Belly ; and at length the Patients, waking, as it were, out of 
a profound Sleep, have their Voice, Senfes, and Motion re- 
ftored.

The Hy/ieric differs from the hypochondriac Paffion, inaf{much as 
that the latter is a tedious Difeafe, and requires a tedious Cure. 
The Ay/leric Pajffion attacks Women that are pregnant, in Child- 
bed; Widows that are full of Blood, after fome grievous Paffion of 
the Mind; or Maids after a fudden Suppreffion of the menftrual 
Flux; and yet it may be fo certainly cured as never to return. It 
likewile oftentimes comes on {fo fuddenly, violently, and at una~ 

_ wares, that, be:ng deprived of all Senfe and Motion, they imme- | 
diately fall down, which the Hypochondriac are not fubject to. 
The Ayieric likewile have this peculiar, that they may foon be 
brought to theirSenfes, only by burning Feathers under theic. 
Nofe. In hytteric Cafes, the Belly and Navel are drawn in- 
ward; in the Hypochondriac they ftand out. The Ay/eric are 
incredibly cold in the Region of their Loins, which will not 
yield to hot Cloaths, and a great Pain in the Head, as if a 
Wail was driven into the Part, which is called Clavus Hy/teri- 
cus; and many have a Senfation of a Ball rifing upwards; all 
_which the Hypochondriac are exempted from ; nor have they 
fuch frequent fainting Fits, nor an Apprehenfion of Suffocation, 
nor Strangling, as the Hyfteric; nor, laft of all, are any of 
the/e in Danger of being laid out for dead. , 
Thefe two Diforders likewife differ as to their Caufe and

However dreadful and cruel this Difeafe may appear, yet it is 
not very dangerous in itfelf, unlefs il] managed, or the Patient 
be exceeding weak and valetudinary ; it is moft apt to turn intd 
Convulfions and an Epilepfy; hence arifes the Danger of the 
_ Hypochondriac as well as Hyfteric Paffion. When it proceeds 
from Abortion, or hard Labour, it is very liable to return from 
any flight Irritation of the nervous Syftem.. Nor is it very 
untommon for the hypochondriac and hyfteric Diforders to be 
united, and then the Cure is very difficult. This happens to 
Women who lead a fedentary Life, indulge extravagant Af- 
fections of the Mind, and are guilty of Errors in Diet and 
Regimen. wikeeeemophanasadervns iam: 

It is furprifing to find, in this Age, the hypochondriacPaffion 
{carce fo much as mentioned for every Diforder that is attended 
with Pains, Spafms, Flatulencies, Anxieties, is called hyfteric 5 
and yet there is great Danger in not making a proper Diftinc- 
tion ; for though, in the hypochondriac Difeafe, violent Exer-— 
cife, carminative, f{pirituous, volatile, ftomachic, and aromatic 
Remedies ; ftimulating, neutral Salts, mineral Waters, bitter 
Cathartits, and more efpecially Chalybeates; yield the beft Afif- 
tance, yet they are hurtful in hyfteric Cafes; for thefe are moft 
benefited by Bleeding, Reft, Anodynes, nitrous Preparations, 
Anti-epileptics, Refrigerants, cold Water and Whey. All heat- 
ing Things muft be avoided, not excepting Wine. ) ae 

In the Cure, it muft be carefully obferved whether the Woman 
is plethoric, or exhaufted of Blood and Strength. In the former

tion of the Stomach and Inteftines, arifing from an In-. 

verfion or Perverfion of their periflaltic Motion, and, by Confent 
of Parts, throwing the whole nervous Syftem into irregular Mo- 
tions, and difturbing the whole animal Oeconomy. 
This Difeafe is attended with fuch a Train of Symptoms, that 
- itis a difficult Tafk to enumerate them all; for there is no Func- 
tion or Part of the Body, that is not foon or late a Sufferer by its 
Tyranny. It begins with Tenfions and windy Inflations of the 
Stomach and Inteftines, efpecially under the fpurious Ribs of the 
left Hypochondrium, in which a pretty hard ‘Tumour may iome- 
times be perceived. . | , | 

With regard to theStomach, there is a Nau/ea, a Loathing of 
Food, an uncertain Appetite, fometimes quitedecayed, andfome- 
. times ftrong; the Aliments are ill digefted, breeding acid and 
vifcid Crudities ; there is a prefling, heavy Pain in the Stomach, 
chiefly after Meals ; a fpafmodic Conftri€tion of the Guillet, a 
frequent Spitting of limpid Phlegm, an Impediment of Swallow- 
ing, a violent Heart-burn, a Heat at the Stomach, very acid 
Belchings, a Reaching to vomit, Vomiting, bringing up fuch 
acid Stuff, that the Teeth are not only fet on an Edge thereby, 
but the very Linnen or Sheets are fometimes corroded. 

_In the Volume of the Inteftines, efpecially the fmall ones 
about the Navel, there are felt heavy, excruciating Pains, Wring- 
ings, Gripings, with a rumbling, murmuring Noife; in the. 
grofs Inteftines the Pains are more acute. Sometimes there is a 
Loofenefs, fometimes a moft obftinate Coftivenefs, with a Re- 

Mat tention 
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tention of the Wind; which, when it breaks out either upwards 

or downwards, is attended with an Alleviation of the Symptoms, 
but they foon rage again with as great a Violence as ever. When 
there is a frequent urging to go to Stool, Tubereles generally 
arife, and the blind Piles befet the Anus; nay, fometimes a fymp- 
tomatical Flux of Blood will burft out. Making Water in fome 
as difficult and painful; the Urine is thin, limpid, and pale ; 
fometimes it has a copious Sediment mixt with fabulous Concre- 
tions, and often apes a Fit of the Gravel. 

_ Inthe Breaft there is. a great Straitnefs, Conftri€tion, exceffive 
Difficulty of Breathing, fometimes with a Senfe of Fulnefs, a 
Fluttering and Palpitation of the Heart. | 

As the Difeafe increafes, the Head is molefted with an Head- 
ach, Hemicranium, various fixed, f{paftic Pains, and what is com= 
monly called the Clavus Hyftericus. A Noife in the Ears, with 

Difficulty of Hearing; the Eyes areclouded with a Scotomia ; 

_ fome have double Vifion, or a Pain and Drynefe of the Eyes. 
In the Tongue there is a moft troublefome burning Pain fixed to 

_a certain Space, with a plentiful Excretion of Spittle, as if the 
Patient was in a Salivation. 

At length the anima! Funétions are impaired’; the Mind is di- 
fiurbed on the moft trivial Occafions, ~and is hurried into the 
moft perverfe Commotions, Inquietudes, Anxieties, Terror, 
Sadnefs, Anger, Fear, or Diffidence. The Patient is prone to 
entertain wild Imaginations and extravagant Fancies; the Me- 
mory grows weak, and the Reafon fails. igci ol 

Some Symptoms affect the whole Body, which is covered with 
phlogiftical Blotches, or copious Sweats ; the Strength decays, 
the Limbs are languid and unapt for Labour; the Body becomes 
tabid ; the Joints are tormented fometimes with a blunt, fome- 
times with a cutting Pain; at laft, all the Secretions, efpecially 
the fanguineous, are perverted. | Horr. 

Sydenham obfetves, that it imitates all Kinds of Diftempers fo 
exactly, as to require the utmoft Sagacity of a Phyfician to di-. 
ftinguifh it from an eflential Difeafe of any Part; and one pecu- 
liar Symptom of it is Defpair of Recovery. ie 

Though Hypochondriacs are never right well, yet they are ges 
nerally worfe in the Autumnal and Winter Seafons.. Women 
generally fuffer moft about the Time their Menfes ought to flow. 
And it is worthy of Obfervation, that they very feldom are at- 
tacked with continual, epidemic, or contagious Fevers, nay, 

even not with the Plague itfelf. . 

Perfons are moft liable to this Difeafe from twenty to fifty, 
and whofe Solids are foft, lax, and flabby, and their Blood-Vef- 
fels fmall; as alfo who are naturally languid, or have been 

va weakened 
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‘weakened by tedious Maladies. Likewife thofe who lead feden- 
tary Lives, and ftudy too hard ; infomuch that this is the pecu- 
liar Difeafe of the Learned. It frequently attacks Women, for 
which Reafon it hasbeen confounded with the Ayferic Paffion.- 
Horr. dikpaik heh eli : 
| The Seat of this Difeafe was formerly thought to be the Spleen, 
-but' we have now learned otherwife, from frequent Difleftions 5 
fometimes indeed there have been Infarétions of that Vifcas, but 
then no acute Pain has proceeded from it, nor has it given Rife 
to this Difeafe. Sydenham thought this Diforder was‘caufed by the 
‘Aragia of the Animal Spirits, rather than ftom any Fault in the 
Fluids, and that they rufhed impetuoufly and in too great Plenty 
into one Part mere than another. - Purcell {uppofed the primary 
Caufes to be Crudities and Indigeftion, which commonly before 
the coming on of the Fit produce a Heavinefs and Diforder in 
the Stomach, a Rumbling and Murmuring in the Guts, ‘which 
occafion a Diforder in the Spirits, the proximate Cau/e of this 
Diftemper. Abffman afcribed this Difeafe to the preternatural 
-Conftitution of the periftaltic Motion of the-Stomach and Giits, — 
partly weakened and deftroyed in one Place, and too intenfe in 
another, and every-where inverted, tending from below upwards ; 
and from this. he accounts for all the Symptoms. The medvate 
Caufes he would have to be the Stagnation ofthe Blood and vi- 
tal Fluids between the nervous and mufculous'Coats of the Inte- 
ftines, which is generally owing to the too flow Circulation thro’ _ 
the Liver: For the Branches of the Vena Porte carry the reflu- 
ent Blood from ‘the reft)of the Vifcera of the Abdomen to the 
Liver. ‘Thefe Branches, before they enter the Liver, unite into 
one Trunk, which is there again diftributed like an Artery. Now, 
thefe Veins being deftitute of Pulfation, the Circulation is fowér. 
in a healthy State through this Vifeus than all the reft. ‘There- 
fore, when there is a Stop here, the Parts abovementioned muf 
needs be diftended with too great a Quantity of Blood, efpecially 
the Mefaraic Veffels, and thofe of the Inteftines, whofe Coats 
are not endued with a Power of ftrong Refiftance; wherice the 
Blood will ftagnate,. and the natural periftaltic Motion be im- 
paired, ‘deftroyed, or inverted. . This appears from Diffe@ions, 
and‘in one’ Subject the mefenteric Veins wete'fo diftended as to 
appear like a Kind of Guts." 0) 2.8 00034 eee 3 
The remote Caufes of thefe Diforders ‘are the Suppreffion ‘of - 
the: Hemorrhoids and Menfes, and other periodical Fluxes of 
Blood ; an hereditary Difpofition: thereto; a cold and -moift 
Conttitution of the Air; grofs, impure, flatulent Diet; a feden- 
“Vou, IL 2 aa tary, 
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tary, ftudious Life; Sadnefs, Cares, Troubles, intenfe Think-_ 
ing on a fingle Objet; tedious Difeafes not rightly treated; — 
hard Labour in Childbearing ; Saccharum Saturni given inwardly, — 
Absetics too frequently taken, which invite the Fluids towards the 
Anus, where they are apt to ftagnate. 

As to the Progno/ftics, if the Difeafe be recent and left to itfelf, — 
it is rather troublefome than dangerous ; but if it be inveterate, — 
-and:-not fkilfully treated, or a bad Regimen is followed, it is at- 
tended with more grievous Symptoms, and produces Obftruc- 
tions and Sebirri of the Vifcera, a Cachexy, a Dropfy, an Hectic, 
a convulfive Afthma, an incurable Melancholy or Madnefs, a 
fatal Polypus, &c. But if it is caufed by a Suppreffion of the 
Menfes, or bleeding Piles, the reftoring the Flux is the Cure of - 
the Difeafe. ( 

. As continual Fear and Diffidence are Symptoms of this Dif- 
eafe, the Patients are always foreboding terrible Things, and 
live in conftant Dread of Death; which render them fickle, im- 
“patient, and prone torun from one Phyfician to another; there- t 
fore, when a Cure is attempted, they muft be admonifhed to be — 
conftant and patient, and then the following Indications may be _ 
purfued ; 1. ‘To correct and evacuate the acid, vifcid, bilious ©

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will permit, Bleeding and a Cathartic fhould precede the Ufe of 
Taudanum, efpecially in Virago’s, and thofe of a fanguine Con- 
ftitution.. Butif the Patient is weak, and has lately undergone 
a fevere Fit, it will be fufficient to cleanfe the Stomach with a Gal- 
Jon of Poffet-Drink, thrown upagain. Thengive alarge Dofe 
of Kenice-Treacle, [to regulate which, it is neceflary to remem- 
ber that one Dram contains a Grain of Opium] with a few 
- Spoonfuls of fome Cordial Liquor, and a few Drops of Liquid 
Laudanum. [Unlefs the Stomach is greatly difordered, no Vomit, 
fhould be given; and efpecially beware of thofe of the Antimonial 
Kind-in this Diftemper.] Ifthe Patient fhall have vomited fome 
time before, and it fhall be judged dangerous'to give an Emetic, 
Recourfe fhould be had to Laudanum without Delay, in fuch a 
Dofe as.is moft likely to appeafe the Symptom, which is to be 
repeated as often as the Patient fhall vomit, and principally ina 
folid Form ; or, if in a Liquid, the Vehicle muft be fmall in 
Quantity, viz. a few Drops in a Spoonful of ftrong Cinnamon- 
Water : The Patient keeping herfelf as quiet as poffible, not fo 
much as ftirring her Head. 

The Symptoms being vanifhed, the Ufe of Laudanum muft 
be continued Morning and Evening, for a few Days. 

| Thefe two Things muft be carefully cbferved ; 1. When we begin 
to ufe Laudanum after the Evacuations, there muft be fo much 
‘Pime between each Dofe, that we may be certain of the Effe& 
of the former before it be repeated. 2. When we attack the 
Difeafe with Laudanum, there muft be no Commotion raifed, 
no Evacuation made, not even with the gentleft Clyfter. 

Venice-Treacle taken frequently, and continued a long while, 
is an excellent Remedy in this and many other Difeafes arifing 
from a Defeé of the natural Heat, and Want of Digeftion. 

If the Patient is not of a thin bilious Habit of Body, Spanifh 
Wines, fuch as Canary and Sherry, impregnated with Gentian, 
Angelica, Wormwood, Centaury, Orange-Peel, and other 
ftrengthening Ingredients, taken three Times in a Day, a few 
Spoonfuls at a Dofe will be very beneficial. 

In a thin bilious Habit of Body, a Milk Diet is good, efpecially’ 
in an Ltyfleric Colic, if this Difficulty can’ be got over, viz. its 
coagulating in the Stomach; otherwife it will not be fufficient 
to fuftain the Body in due Strength. ©

When Perfons begin to be melancholy, they are fad, dejected, 
and dull, without any apparent Caufe ; they tremble for Fear, 
are deftitute of Courage, fubje& to Watching, and fond of So- | 
_hitude ; they are fretful, fickle, captious and inquifitive; fome- 
times niggardly to an Excefs, and fometimes foolifhly profufe — 
and prodigal. They are generally coftive, and when they dif- 
charge their Excrements they are often dry, round, and covered ~ 
with a black, bilious Humour. Their Urineis little, acrid and 
bilious; they are troubled with Flatulences, putrid and fetid Eruc- 
tations. Sometimes they vomit an acrid Humour with Bile. 
‘Their Countenances become pale and wan ; they arelazy and 
weak, and yet devour their Victuals with Greedinefs. ' 

Thofe who are aéfually mad, are in an exceffive Rage when ~~ 

provoked to Anger. Some wander about; fome makea hideous 
Noife; others {hun the Sight of Mankind ;. others, if permitted, 
would tear themfelves to pieces. Some, in the higheft Degree 
of the Diforder, fee red Images before their Eyes, and fancy 
themfelves ftruck with Lightning. They are fo falacious, that 
they havenoSenfeof Shame in their venereal Attempts. When | 
the Difeafe declines, they become ftupid, fedate, and mournful, © 
and fenfibly affected with their unhappy Situation. ARET#US. — 
_ The antecedent Signs are a Rednefs and Suffufion of the Eyes 
with Blood; a tremulous and inconftant Vibration of the Eye- 
lids; a Change of Difpofition and Behaviour; fupercilious 
Looks, a haughty Carriage, difdainful Expreffions, a Grinding 
of the Teeth, unaccountable Malice to particular Perfons. 
Alfo little Sleep, a violent Head-Ach, Quicknefs of Hearing, a 
Singing ofthe Ears; tothefe may be added incredible Strength, 
Infenfibility of Cold, and, in Women, an Accumulation of 
Blood in the Breafts, in the Increafe of this Diforder. 

Thefe Things being duly confidered, together with the State © 
of the Rrain in Perfons who died of this Difeafe, we may con- 
clude that Vfelenchely is a fixeng and lively Working of the 

| Fancy, 
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Fancy, with a fixed Attention of the Mind toa particular Ob- 
ject, which it continually dwells upon; together with a Delirium, 
along, continual Dejection, Dread and Sadnefs without any 
manifeft Caufe, arifing from a difficult Circulation of Blood ° 
through thé Veffels of the Brain, where it is too copioufly con- 
gefted and becomes ftagnant. A/adnefs is a violent Rage, at- 
tended with Rafhnefs and preternatural Strength, caufed by an’ 
impetuous Motion of a thick, melancholic Blood through the 
Veflels‘of the Brain. It differs from a Phrenfy, which is a De- 
hirium accompanied with a Fever, and arifes from an inflamma- 
tory Stagnation of the Blood in the Brain: For we learn from 
Experience, that all the fhining Faculties of the Mind are 
changed or depraved, diminifhed or totally deftroyed, when the 
‘ Blood and Humours, receding from their natural Temperament 
_ and due Quantity, are not conveyed to the Brain in a mode~ 
rate and equable Manner, but on the contrary, with an imped- _ 
éd, flow, and languid Motion, or with too brifk and violent 
an Impetus. : i mH . 
Both thefe Diforders fuppofe a Weaknefs of the Brain, which 
may proceed from violent Diforders of the Mind, efpecially 
long continued Grief, Sadnefs, Dread, Uneafinefs and Terrors 
as alfo clofe Study and intenfe Application of Mind to knotty 
Problems, as well as long protracted Lucubrations. It may 
alfo arife from violent Love in either Sex, efpecially if attended 
with Defpair; from profufe Evacuations of the Semen; from 
an hereditary Difpofition ; from narcotic and ftupefaGtive Medi- 
fines ; from previous Difeafes, efpecially acute Fevers. Violent — 
Anger will change Melancholy into Madnefs; and exceffive Cold, 
efpecially of the lower Parts, will force the Blood tothe Lungs, 
Heart, and Brain; whence oppreflive Anxieties, Sighs and Short- ' 
nefs of Breathing; ‘Tremors and Palpitations of the Heart ; 
thus Vertigoes and a Senfation of Weight in. the Head; Fierce- 
nefs of the Eyes ; long Watchings ; various Workings of the — 
Fancy, intenfely fixed upon a fingle’ Object, are produced 
by thefe Means. To thefe may be added a Suppreffion of 
ufual Hemorrhages, and omitting cuftomary Bleeding: hence 
Melancholy is a Symptom very frequently attending hyfteric 
and hypochondriac Diforders. | | . 
_ “The Caujes which contribute to the Generation of a thick 
Blood, are [dlenefs and Ina@tivity, which weaken the Body, im= 
pair the Functions, diminifh the falutary Excretions, and render 
the Humours thick, vifcid, and ftagnant: All which are heicht: 
-ened by: Solitude, which is apt to give rife to various fantaftic 
and gloomy Ideas in the Patient’s Mind. 
; Like. 
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Likewife acid Elumours in the Stomach will increafe the Ap- 
" petite, and tempt them. to feed on coarfe, grofs, flatulent Ali- 
ments, without drinking enough to dilute them fufficiently, — 
whence a Matter proper to nourifh thefe Difeafes will proceed. _ 
~ Te is evident from Obfervation, that the Blood of AZaniac Pa- 
tients is black, and hotter than in the natural State; befides the 
Serum feparates more flowly and in lefs Quantity than in heal- 
thy Perfons. ‘he Excremients are hard, of a dark red, or — 
 greyifh Colour, and the Urine is light and thin. 

Difeajes of the Mind have fomething in them fo different 
from: other Diforders, that they.fometimes remit for a long 
Time, but return at certain Periods, efpecially about. the Sol- 
_ ftices, the ‘Times at which they firft appeared. Horr. It may 
Hikewife be obferved, that the raving Fits of mad People, 
which keep the Lunar Periods, are generally accompanied with 
- Epileptic Symptoms ; which was attefted to me as a conftant Ob- 
fervation, by the late learned Dr. Ty/on, formerly Phyfician to 
Bethlehem Hofpital, who ufually on that Account: called fuch 
Patients epileptic Aad. Mean. ; | 

_ This Difeafe,- when it is primary or idiopbatie, is worfe than 
the Symptomatic that accompanies the Hy/leric or Hypochondriac 
Paffion, which is eafily cured; as is that. alfo which fucceeds 
intermitting Fevers, a Suppreffion of the Aden/es, the Lachia, 
the femerrhotds, or from Narcotics. When the Paraey/ms are - 
fight in the idiophatie Kind, the Cureis not very difficult; but 
if it ts inveterate, and has but fhort Remiffions, it is almoft in- 
curable, which is often owing to this, that they reject Phyfi- 
eians and their Medicines as Poifon, It isa bad Sign, if, after 
a profound Sleep, the Patient ftill continues delirious, and is in= 
fenfible of Cold, or is. unaffeted with ftrong draftic Medicines. 
If after Want of Sleep and long Abftinence the Patient is ex- 
ceeding weak, or becomes epileptic, convulfive, or lethargic, 
Death is not far off. . Mad Peaple are feldom fubjeé& to epide- 
mic or other Diforders, and fome have lived feventy Years and 
upwards in this unhappy State.

and peccant Fluids, flowly circulating thro’ the Inteftines and 
Vifcera of the Abdomen, the Circulation of the Blood ought 
to. be rendered free and eafy: It is no Wonder therefore that - 
mineral Waters have been held in high Efteem for the Cure 
of thefe Diforders ; for thefe being impregnated with a highly 
pure alkaline and neutral mineral Salt, if they are drank in a 


_ due Quantity, they not only change the peccant Humours, 


but incide fuch as are thick, render the glutinous fluid, and 
open the Obftructions of the Veflels; they alfo relax the 
tenfe: Fibres of the Solids, and corroborate the weak and tender, 
as well as, by ftimulatingthe Emunéteries, they reftore all the 
falutary Excretions. “The Waters of Selers mixt with Affes or 
Goats Milk have not their’ Equal in thefe Cafes. They fhould 
be drank in the Spring and Fall for five or fix Weeks.

Heat. Sennertus and Riverius affirm that Nitre, given with a

five {moaking ‘Tobacco, for it not only generates thick Blood, 
but throws the Fluids into preternatural Commotions. Change 
of Air and ‘Travelling may be beneficial. _ i 
Though in Deliriums Bleeding is highly ufeful, yet it agrees 
beft with thofe thatare plethoric,-bilious, and in the Vigour of 
Youth; thefe likewife will ‘bear frequent Purges of corrected 
Hellebore: but then the Strength muft be repaired by cordial, 
corroborating, and anodyne Sedatives. When the Patient is ex- 
haufted, Bleeding is hurtful, and Reftoratives vood. 

As a high Degree of the lich has terminated thele Difeafes,

Difeafe, as it generally proceeds from the Bite of a 
A Dog, is called Rabies Canina, or-the Canine Madnefs, and 
from its moft terrible Symptom, the Dread of Water, Hydropho- 
bia; it almoft always arifes from the Infection:;communicated by 
the Bite of amad Animal; yetit has been obferved to arife fpon- 
taneoufly in fome Animals affected with acute Difeafes, [iand we 
have an Inftance in a young Man of the Aydropbobia attending‘an 
- [nflammation:of the Stomach.] peat 
Almoft all Kinds of Animals may beafflited with this Difor- 
der,‘and may infe&t other Animals, and even Men; as Dogs, ‘Cats, 
Wolves, Foxes, Horfes, Affes, Mules, ‘horned Cattle,-Hogs, - 
Monkeys, and Cocks; but it moft frequently attacks the Dogs, 
Wolves, and Foxes, without any previous Contagion.’ fis 
‘A hot Climate, exceffive [Heats and fudden: Colds ; .a long 
and dry Seafon; Feeding upon ‘putrid, . ftinking, ‘ verminous 
Flefh ; Want of Water; Worms generated in the Kidneys, 
Guts, Brain, or Noftrils,are the preceding’ Caufes of Madnefs; 
in thefe Animals, . ga 
When they are going to run mad, they appear‘dejeéted, fhun 
Company and hide themfelves; they will not bark, ‘but/feem 
to mutter or murmur, and are‘averfe to Food and Water; they 
will Ay uporStrangers, but retain fome Regard'for their Matter; 
their Ears and Tails hang down, and'they walk-along-as (if 
they were fleepy. This is the fir/? Degree of the Difeafe, and, 
though the Bite is then bad, itis not at the worft. Afterwards. 
they begin to pant, hang out their ‘Tongues, froth at the Mouth, 
and gape. ‘Sometimes they feem dull and halfafleep; fometimes 
they will run, but not directly forward, and foon'ceafe to know 
their Mafters.

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There is a'fcarce any Poifon infeCtious fo many Ways as this, 
for it-takes Effect through the Clothes, without fetching Blood ; 

“by the Breath of the Animal drawn into the Lungs; bya 
Touch of the Froth, if recent; and by applying it-to the Lips 
or Tongue, when.it has been long dried, or by kiffing a Dog 
that is mad; or by handling the Wound or Inftrument which 
was the Death of the:Animal; or by handling Things which 
have‘been infected by any of the former Means. 

Again, thereas {carce any Poifon which produces fuch terrible 
Effects, and caufes fuch a wonderful Change in the Perfon 
infected. Wohen.it begins to work, it is moft violent and quick; 

wand yet, as it is, faid, it will fometimes lic dormant for twenty 
Years together. before it exerts itfelf. This Diverfity depends 
on the Heat-of the Seafon, the Degree of the Difeafe of the in- 
feGed Animal, and.the Temperament of the Perfon bit. For 
the bilious are foonett affected by it; the phlegmatic and hydre- 
pic the leaft; likewife fomething may be attributed to the Way 
of Living, Diet, and Medicines. . 

A healthy Man, infected with this Contagion, finds the Effeéts 
of it difcover themfelves in the following Order.» There is @ 
Pain in the Place where he was bit, or received the Contagion; 
and then wandering Pains,in the other Parts, chiefly thofe that 
are near it; a Laffitude, Heavinefs, Liftleffneis of the whole 
Body; inquiet troubled Sleep, and terrible Dreams with Con- 
vulfions, and’ Sub/ultus of the Tendons; continual Inquietude; 

_ Sighs, Sadnefs, Love of Solitude: This ends the frit Degree 
of the Difeafe. Afterwards all the former Symptoms increafe, 
with a prodigious Straitnefs or Oppreflion about the Pracordia ; 
a dificult fighing Refpiration; Horror; a Shaking and Trem- 
bling at the Sight of any Liquid, or bright, pellucid Thing 5 
Lofs of Appetite ; a Pofibility of fwallowing any Thing folid ; 
but, if any Liquid is touched with the Lips and ’Tongue, jit oc- 
eafions an incredible Anxiety, ‘Trembling and terrible Convul- 
fions, almoft forcing the Patient into aRage; thena Vomiting 
of dark, bilious, vifcid Matter, or porraceous Bile; an increafed 
Heat; a Fever, continual Watching; a Priapifm; a confufed 
Series of wild, extravagant Thoughts: Here the Second Degree 
of the Difeafe may be faid to:terminate.

yet during all this Time, which is wonderful, the Patient con+ 
tinues in his Senfes, and is afraid of doing any Harm. On the 

- fourth Day from: the firft Degree of the Difeafe, the Patient 

falls into Cohvulfions, with great Difficulty of Breathing, and 

then dies. 

The Diffe@tion of Perfons who died of this Difeafe has. 
fhewn, that the Organs of Swallowing have been in fome Mea- 
fure inflamed; that various Kinds of biltous Vifeidities are col- 
leé&ted in the Stomach; that the Gall-Bladder is full of a black 
Bile; that the Pericardium is dry; that the Lungs are incredibly 
diftended with Blood; that the Heart is full of an almoft dry» 
Blood ; that the Arteries are full, and the Veins almoft empty; 
that the Blood is very fluid, and will hardly coagulate when 
expofed to the Air; whereas that which was drawn from 4 Vein 
three Days before, coagulated us ufual ; that all the Mufcles, 
_Viftera, Brain, Cerebellum, and Spinal Marrow, are more dry 
than common. 

The Prevention and Cure of this Difeafe, except in a few In- 
ftances, are.very doubtful and uncertain ; which may be attri- 
_ buted to the boafting Pretences of faite to Specifics, and the 

Neglect of a dwe Method of Cure, founded-on the: Hiftory of 
the Diforder. 

So far therefore as may be conjectured from the preceding 
Hiftory of the Diforder, and from comparing it with other 
Difeafes, as alfo from the few Inftances which have been attended 
with a happy Event, it feems chiefly to confift in an Affection of 
the Nerves, which moft nearly refembles Convulfions which oc- 
cupy the Vifcera andthe Veflels thereof, whence arifes a Diforder 
in the Blood and Humours which is not unlike a gangrenous In- 

jframmation. The Seat of the Difeafe is chiefly about the Stomach 
and the neighbouring Parts. 

_. The preventive Cure confifts in making deep Seartheationis 
as {oon as poflible after the Bite, in the Part affected, and thofe 
adjacent to it, that they make a confiderable Difcharge of 
Blood, and to ‘apply large Cupping-Glaffes thereon; or it may. 
be burnt pretty deep with an actual Cautery. Then it fhould be 
made to fuppurate by fome corrofive Application proper for that 
Purpofe; and during all that Time it fhould be continually fo-. 
mented with a Pickle made with Vinegar and Salt; this fhould 
be continued for fix Months at leaft. The Garments he had on 
at the Time of the Bite fhould be cautioufly laid afide or de-' 
itroyed. He fhould likewife with all convenient Speed be dip- 
ped in a River or the Sea, making him believe that he is going ~ 
to be drowned. This is to be often repeated; for the iiec

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confifts in terrifying the Mind, not in the Salt-Water, as we 
have learnt from Experience. Then he fhould alfo be often and.

_ The Patient fhould alfo be put into a Sweat every Morning © 
fafting, with a Mixture of Aromatic Vinegar, Sea-Salt, and hot 
Water. His Feet and Hands fhould alfo be daily fomented in 
a warm Bath; and he fhould wath his Head, Mouth, and 
Fauces.. ; 
Let him often drink cold Water, and throw it up again by 
vomiting, and let his Drink be acidulated. His Aliment fhould 
be moift, light, and laxative, and often taken in fuch a Quan- 
tity as to vomit it up again. He fhould likewifecabftain from 
Things that are too {picy, from Wine, from heating ‘Things, 
from violent Exercife, and from Commotions of the Mind, 

The Cure fhould be attempted when the Difeafe is in the ira 
Degree, and in the Beginning of the /econd, by treating it as 
highly inflammatory, by letting Blood from a large Orifice even 
to a Deliquium; by giving Clyfters foon after with nitrous or 
moderately falt Water; thus,

Thefe may be repeated boldly and with lefs Caution than in 
other Cafes. After this let the Patient be blind-folded, and, 
thrown into. a Pond of cold Water; or Jet cold Water be 
thrown upon him till the Dread of it almoft ceafes; then let a 
Jarge Quantity be forced down his Throat; let this be his Treat- 
ment daily, and at Night let Sleep be procured. And this Method 
is better than that pernicious one of eiving him the moft acrid. 
heating and drying Medicines, which exafperate the nervous Syf- 
tem, and are in this Cafe as bad as Poifon, to'a Patient 
almoft already parched with Heat. Bosr. 

But Hoffman’s Sentiments on this Head are greatly different — 
from Boerhaave’s. The Ancients, fays he, were of Opinion, 
that all Poifons were of a cold Nature, becaufe they obferved, 
that a more free Aflux of Blood to the external Parts was re- 
ftrained by Spafms; for which Reafon they prefcribed heating 
Things, and particularly generous Wine, asan univerfal Antidote. 
‘Thefe- Celfus {eems to have followed, than whom none has 
written better of the Bites of Arimals. At is neceflary, fays 
he, to give pure Wine with Pepper, or any Thing elfe that will 
ah Ole Ll. L, procure . 


t 
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procure Heat, for Poifons generally kill by the Coldnefs of their 
Nature. Hence it appears how ferviceable Exercife and bodily 
Motion is to expel Poifon by promoting Sweat. And becaufe, 
in the Bite ef a Tarantula, the Skin is conftringed, whence a 
cold Sweat’and a Coldnefs of the Body enfues,” as well as in 
that of a Scorpion; hence bodily Motion and Dancing is the 
moft certain Cure; not the Mufic which prevails on the Patient 
to dance. | : 

Celfus informs us, that it was the Practice of old to put the Pati- 
ent bit by amad Dog into a Bath, and thereto let him fweat as long 
as his Strength will permit, at the fame time keeping the Wound 
open, that the Virus might be difcharged from it ; and then to 
give him Plenty of good, generous Wine. ‘This being done for 
three Days, they judged him out of Danger. 

I cannot help thinking a temperate Bath to be of great Ufe in 
all Kinds of Madnefs, as it relaxes the Stricture of the nervous 
Parts, opens the Pores of the Skin, and recalls the Blood from 
the Braintothe Surface of the Body. And, when the Pores are 
open, the.Drinking of Wine mutt needs reftore a free Motion 
to the Blood, and affift to expel the Poifon by Tranfpiration, 
from its moft interior Receffes.. I am notignorant that Immer- 
fion in cold Water is reckoned of great Ufe in the Hydropho- 
bia, but, I think, upon no good Foundation; for, ifit is of any Ser- 
vice, it muft be by driving the Blood more vehemently to the in- 
ward Part§in robuft and hot Patients, and fo caufing a more in- 
tenfe Motion thereof, whence Heat and Sweating will enfue, and 
the Poifon will be driven out. But, as this is not always the 
Cafe, it may do more Harm than Good; wherefore Ce//us advifes 
to take the Patient out of the cold Pond, and put him into a hot 
Bath. Horr. 

This may give fome Light into the Nature of the Pulvis anti- 
lyffus pudlifhed by Dr. Afead, and received into the Difpenfatory 
of the College, wherein Pepper is one of the Ingredients :

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for a great while after, and perhaps as long as he lived, for I 
hear he is fince dead. a | 
Another famous Specific is the Ea/f-India Medicine, which is 
doubtlefs an egregious Antifpa/modic ; and is as follows;

We havea fingular Cafe of a Woman actu- 
ally feized with an Hydroprobia, given us by Dr. Nugent, who was 
cured. He ordered this Powder to be taken in Honey every three 
Hours'after fhe had lof % xv of Blood; anda Pill of two Grains 
of pure Opium along with the Powder, till Reft was procured.

_ All the three Kingdoms have Poifons peculiar to themfelves, 

but the animal Kingdom affords the moft fubtile, which are com- 
municated by the Bite of mad or venomous Beafts, when they: 
are angered. ‘he mineral Kingdom produces Arjenicals and Mer- 

curtals. And the Vegetable, Herbs and Plants, or their’ Parts, 

of a moft acrid noxious and deleterious Quality, fuch as the mof - 
violent Cathartics, and Narcotics, which are noxious from 4 ful- 
bhureo-vaporous Principle. - 

Every Sort of Poifon feems to have an Effect peculiar to it- 
felf; thus Mercury attacks the Fauces and their Glands, produc- 
ing Ulcerations therein; Arfenic occafions the moft cruel Tor- 
ments, Convulfions, and Mortification of the Coats of the In+ 
teftines; the Seeds of Datura, a Kind of Stramonium, induce 
Madnefs or abfolute Stupidity ; Hyofciamus caufes a Stupor, and 
fo troubles the Imagination, that the Perfon affeéted believes he 
fees Dzmons and Speétres. Opium brings on Sleepinefs, and a 
Torpor on the Mind. Sharp, draftic Purges inflame the Inte- 
ftines. The Bite of a mad Dog occafions the Dread of Water. 
The Venom induced by the Sting of a Tarantula produces won- 
derful Effects; for the Patient is delighted with mufical Inftru- 
ments, and, when he hears their Sound, immediately falls a caper- 
ing, ufing many antic Gefticulations. ‘The Sting of a Scorpion 
produces a fudden and exceeding cold Sweat. Litharge, unwarily | 
taken, caufes a convulfive Colic, with an obftinate Coftivenefs. 
The Berries of deadly Night-fhade produce Madnefs, Rage, or 
Folly ; as do alfo the Roots of Cicuta terreftris. - 

‘The Bites of mad Animals have been already treated of; and, 
as for others, it appears from Experience, that the Bites or Stings 
of other Animals, fuch as Spiders, Scorpions, and Vipers, are * 
moft pernicious in hot Countries; and neither the Infects, nor 
any other Animals, are poifonous of themfelves, but their Stings 
_ or Bites, when they are mad or provoked to. Anger.; for there 
is no Hiftory worthy of Credit, which proves the internal Ufe 
of Spiders, Scorpions, and Vipers, have done any great Harm to 
human Bodies; tho’ it muft be owned they contain a Kind of 
cauflic Salt not very friendly tothe Nerves ; which, however, be~ 
ing a {trong Diuretic, has been found beneficial in the Dropfy. 

The Yenc which is communicated by the Stings or Bites of 
Animals, chiefly owes its Origin and Nature to a violent Affec- 
_ tion of the Mind, fuchas extreme and continued Anger: For 
| (Oey ene fuch 
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fuch is the Nature of the Paffions of the Mind, that they affect 
the whole nervous Fluid, and by that Means the whole Compages. 
of the Nerves and Membranes, and greatly pervert all the vital 
Motions of the Solids and Fluids, as well /ecretory as excretory, 
in which the Force and Effects of a real Poifon are contained. 
Hence it appears, that there is no Difference between a Poifon 
and a violent Paffion of the Mind, as totheir Efficacy, Force, and 
Effeéts. “Thus we have Inftances of the Bites of Men in Anger 
being fatal; and I knew one in particular, that was attended 
with bie Spots, Convulfions, and a Delirium, which ended in 
Death. : 

‘The Venom of Animals, whether ina Rage or Madnefs, com- 
municates an Infection not only by the Sava, Milk, and Lym- 
pha, but by the Semen, whence Women have received the Con- 
tagion from their Hufbands, of which I knew one remarkable 
- Joftances Horr 

: The Symptoms which follow the Bite-of a Viper, are a fharp, 
pricking Pain in the wounded Part; a Tumour, which is firft red, 
and afterwards livid, fenfibly extending itfelf to the neighbouring 
Parts: the Skin frets, and breaks out into little Bladders; fome 
‘Time after a remarkable Faintnefs fupervenes, with a quick, 
weak, and fometimes an intermitting Pulfe; a Palpitation of the 
Heart; a Stupefaction of the Senfes; an Anxiety of the Pracor- 
dia; a great Sicknefs of the Stomach, with bilious Vomiting; a 
Dulnefs of Sight; fometimes Pains about the Navel, or the Re-— 
gion of the Liver; difficult Breathing, Hicups, Tremblings, 
Convulfions, cold Sweats, Coldnefs of the Extremities ; after | 
— swhich, Death clofes the Scene,’ unlefs prevented by timely Re- — 
medies, or the Vigour of the Conftitution, which Hoffman thinks 
is generally the Cafe in thefe Northern Climates. If the Patient 
furvives,a Tumour with Inflammation continues forfome Time. 
Sometimes a Sanies flows from the Wound, and’Puftules appear, - 
‘like the Herpes exedens; the Skin becomes yellow, as if the Pa- 
tient had the Jaundice... . 
_. Hoffman obferves, that externally in all venomous Bites it will _ 
be proper to apply fuch Things as relax and mollify the Stric- 
tures of the Parts, that open the Pores, and fo procure an Exit 
for the virulent Matter. The Ancients, for this, applied the 
Parts of Animals juft killed to the Wound; and Cel/as advifes 
to cut a Pullet intwo, and apply it hot thereto; or a Kid ora 
Lamb, which likewife muft be laid on hot. Foreftus likewife 
recommends the fame, or the Podex of a living Pullet. The 
Vifeus of the mad Animal and the Oil of Scorpions are of no 
ether Benefit than by their emollient and demulcent Mai: 
| ut 
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But Celfus fir of all advifes a Ligature upon the Member 
above the Wound, yet not fo ftrait as to ftupify it, and then to 
put a Cupping-Glafs upon it; nor willit be improper, fays he, 
to dilate the Wound with a Knife, that the vitiated Blood may 
run out. But as to what he mentions of fucking out the Venom, f 
am perfuaded, few will be foundto run the Rifque, notwithftand- 
ing he affirms it is no dangerous Experiment ; though we have 
two illuftrious Examples of its Safety in the Englih Hiftory. 

Linderus advifes to inftill a Drop of Spirit of Sulphur or Vitrial 
into the Wound; internally, Cel/us advifes Pepper, with alarge 
Draught of generous Wine, after which, Sweating in a warm 
Bath will be proper. 


Boyle obferves, that a hot Iron held over the wounded Part, 
immediately after the Bite, fo checks and weakens the Venom, 


that the Patient will have nothing to complain of, but a Pain, 
in the Part, of fhort Continuance. 


But, above all, AZead, from many Experiments, recommends. 


the Fat of Vipers, which, being rubbed into the wounded Part, 
renders all others ufelefs; and, if that is not at hand, it appears 
from fome late Trials, that common Sallad Oil, rubbed warm 
into the Part, will do as well.

To the Wound may be applied a Leaf of good To-~ 
bacco moiftened with Rum. 3 , i 
- #tius obferves, that there are three Kinds of Asps, the #er- 
refrial, the Chelidonie which are found on the Banks of the 
Nile, and the Ptyades: ‘The zerreffrial are fometimes five Cubits 
im Length; but the Ptyades are longett, ‘and of an Afh-Colour 
mixt with Green and Gold. “The terrefrial are generally of an 
Afh-Colour, but fometimes greenifh. 

The Bite of an 4/p is like the Prick of a Needle, which is 
double from a Male, from a Female quadruple. Nothing di- 
ftils from the Wound unlefs the Animal is very angry ; it is 
attended with a Stupor, Palenefs, Coldnefs of the Forehead, 
continual Yawning, Twinkling of the Eyes, Inclination of the 
Neck, Laffitude of the Body, and a profound Sleep with Con- 
yulfions. The Bite of the Chelidonia is immediate Death; that 
of the terreftrial kills inthree Hours ; that of the Pyas produces 
Dimnefs of Sight, Pain at the Heart, Swelling of the Face and 
Deafnefs. Death, after the Bite of this Kind, comes on more 
flow. Drinking Plenty of the fharpeft Vinegar is faid to be 2 
Cure ;\ and Cel/us gives an Inftance of a Boy cured by drinking 
of Vinegar when there was nothing elfe at hand. 

SprpERS are of two Sorts; the noxious and the harmlefs; the 
noxious are called Phalangia; none of thefe weave any Webs, 
like the domeftic or harmlefs Sort. Of the former the Tarantula 
zs; the moft often mentioned, and where they abound, the Cure 
is well known. ‘The common Sort are frequently fwallowed as | 
an Empirical Cures for Agues, without any Danger, And the Bites 
of the venomous Sorts are fo feldom heard-of in thefe northern 
Countries, that little certain can be faid about them. ‘Thofe who 
have a Curiofity to read what has been wrote on thisSubject, may 
fee Matthiolus ipon Diofcorides, or Mouffet upon Injecis. Nor will 
it be neceflary to add any thing more of the Sting of a Scorpion 
than what is hinted at above ; much lefs fhall I mention the va- 
rious Kinds of Serpents which are Natives of Africa, of which 
we know little more even at this Day than what is to be found 
in the Ancients. Sia 

Heifler fays, the Stingsof Wafps and Bees may be cured with 
Vinegar alone, or mixt with Venice-Treacle or Bole. Some com- 
mend the Rubbing of the Part with the Pulp of an Apple. 

‘ 4 : canis ‘The 
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- ‘The Toan, fays Allen, is full of Venom, and the very Centre 
and Repofitory of terreftrial Poifons. If they have no Teeth, 
yet their Gums are hard and rough, and by a powerful Adhe- 
fion fo operate upon the Part as to inftil their Venom therein. 
“The Virulence of’ this Animal feems to confift in its Rage or 
Excrements, particularly in a fharp, cauftic Urine impreg- 
~ nated with a volatile Salt; for when they are dead they are faid 
to be not at all venomous. They difcharge their Venom on 
Herbs by piffing, {pitting, and vomiting, efpecially on Straw- 
berries, which they are faid to be very greedy of. “This is not 
only pernicious by getting into the Body, but by being fprinkled | 
on the Skin, unlefs wafhed off immediately with Urine and alk.” 
__ When a Perfon is infected, his Skin turns yellow, his Bod 
fwells univerfally, his Lips and Tongue grow black, anda 
Stammering fupervenes ; he is feized with an afthmatic Shortnefs 
of Breath, Vomiting, cold Sweats, Convulfions, F ainting, and 
at length with Death. 

Ifthe Patient has fwallowed the Poifon, he muft take a Vo- 
mit and a Clyfter; as alfo warm and attenuating Alexiterials, 
as Theriat and Mithridate, in generous Wine; Bathing in Salt 
Water, and much Exercife. 

The Mineral Kingdom furnithes very few real Poifons; the 
only natural one is Cobalt; the fa€titious are Arfenic, corrofive 
Sublimate,and Glafs of Antimony. s | 

Cobaltis a kind of a Marcafite, which is foundin great Plenty 
in the Mines of Mifnia; and is well known for its poifonous 
Quality, fo fatal to Infe&ts, Brutes, and Men. In making the 
blue Glafs, or Enamel, called Smalt, from this Mineral, a Sort 
of white Flowers arifes, which, being melted in a ftronger Fire, 
is called white Arfenic. If this be melted again with an eleventh Part 
of Sulphur, it becomes yellow Arfenic, and, with a fixth Part of 
Sulphur, red. Of thefe, the white is the moft deadly Poifon. 

As for the true Mineral Poifons, they were intirely unknown 
to the Ancients ; for they reckoned Quickfilver, crude Antimo- 
ny, all Kinds of Vitriol'as well as Cerufs, and the Lapis Lazuli, 
in that Clafs. But Orpiment, which they called Arfenic, as 
Celjus teftifies, and looked upon as a Peifon, is void of all Vi- 
rulence and deleterious Qualities; and Sendarach they termed red 
Arfenic, which is made of melted Orpiment, but is no more 
noxious than the former. Indeed it muft be owned that the 
- above Catalogue are not altogether friendly to human Nature, 
or may be endued with acorroding Quality, but they want the 
true Charadteriftic of Poifons. 

. But nothing is more erroneous than to call Orpiment a Poifon, 
and to confound it with yellow fattitious Arfenic ; and the 
rue | . Moderns 
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‘Moderns are altogether inexcufable-for making fuch a Miftake. 
Orpiment is a fulphureous Mineral of a golden Colour, confift- 
ing of thin Lamina or fhining Scales, and is brought to us from 
the Mountains of Mya near the Helle/pont. "This reduced to 
Powder, and held to the Fire in a Ladle, burns and emits a 
Flame with a whitifh yellow Smoak, over which, if you hold 
a Knife, it tinges it with a beautiful gold Colour, leaving behind 
‘a fort of fandy Particles. The Smoak has a fetid, fulphureous 
Smell; whereas common Arfenic flies quite away in thick, 
white Smoak, with a moft fetid Garlic Smell, without any 
Flame, and it tinges a Plate of Iron white. Orpiment has no draf- 
tic Qualities, either asa Cathartic or an Emetic, as I have often 
tried upon Dogs, to whom I have given a Dram and a Half 
without any Hurt. . 
Quickfilver, diflolved in acid mineral Spirits, is likewife a Poi- 
fon ; though of itfelf it is intirely innocent. ‘This has chiefly 
appeared from Errors in Practice, when the Mercury has not 
been rightly prepared and corrected. ffs i 
Likewife Gla/s of Antimony reduced into Powder, and exhibit- 
ed, caufes enormous Vomiting, with moft cruel Gripings, which | 
often end in Death; and this 1 have known it do in a few Hours. 
Horr. | 
Arfenic, taken inwardly, creates a pricking, vellicating, irri- 
tating, burning Senfation, with’a Heat and moft violent Pain in 
the Stomach, aracking Torture in the Bowels, Vomiting, un- 
guenchable Thirft, a Roughnefs.and Drynefs of the Tongue, 
‘Fauces and Gullet, with Hicups; then follow moft cruel Anxieties, 
Palpitation of the Heart; Faintings, Coldnefs of the Extremi- 
ties ; fometimes black Vomits, and Stools with a fetid, cadave- 
rous Smell ; a Gangrene and Mortification of the Stomach and 
Inteftines, which ufher in Death. ¢ 
Milk is very ufeful againft all corrofive Poifons, for it prevents 
the Coats of the Stomach from being wounded by the Saline Spi- 
cula, and, by its foft, oleousContexture, blunts their Acrimony 5 
and is a good Vehicle to bring them up by Vomit. I once pre- 
vented the Death of ten young Perfons, who had taken almoft 
two Ounces among them ail in Water-Gruel, which in a fhort 
Time produced the higheft Anxieties and corroding Tortures, by 
Oil of Sweet Almonds and Milk. They took at leaft ten Quarts 
apiece, which they vomited up again before the Reaching to 
vomit ceafed. | - . vi 
A Perfon, who by wearing a Quickfilver Girdle became para- - 
lytic in all Parts below the Wafte, was cured by Salivation. 
But, in all Cafes where a Perfon is fufpeted to have been poi- 
foned by fwallowing any Subftance of a corrofive Nature, a

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with Milk for.a Vehicle yields the moft certain Relief; andeveu 

when acid mineral Spirits are taken by Miftake, they will blunt 

_ or fheathe the Acrimony fooner than fixed Salts and Teftaceous 

Powder will change their Nature; befides, Sallad Oil is gene- 

rally at hand in all, Places as well as Milk, and the fooner it ig 
given, the lefs is the Danger. ! 

_ The moft dangerous, vegetable Poifons are Wolf?s-Bane, [the 
Aconitum magnum Flore purpurea of Ray; ] the deadly Night- 
foade, Henbane and Datura; to which may be added the 
Roots of Ocenanthe Cicute facie, or Hemlock-Dropwort. Cicute 
vulgaris or common FHemlock, is fo far from being poifonous, at 
leaft in {mall quantities, that it has of late been found very 
efficacious in the cure of feveral moft obftinate diforders. 

But Hemlock eaten inadvertently has produced Pains in the Sto- 
mach and Pracordia, with aSenfe of Pricking and Heat therein, 
attended with Giddinefs, the Vertigo, Epilepfy, and an Aboli- 
tion of the Senfes, with a ftrange Shaking, Writhing, and Di-— 
ftortion of the Body; univerfal Spafms; a Flux of Blood from 
the Ears ; a Swelling as big as one’s Fitt at the Pit of the Sto- 
mach ; Hiccoughing ; fruitlefs Reaching to vomit ; a Swelling 
of the Face and Abdomen; a Flux of green Froth from the 
Mouth after Death. | 

foffinan affirms, that Milk ina large Quantity is an univerfal 

Remedy againft all Poifons that kill by Inflammation, and if . 
taken in Time will prevent the direful Confequences. Allen 
thinks a Vomit with warm Water and Oil, taken in 
large Draughts and often repeated, will be of great Ser- 
vice; asalfo warm Water with frefh Butter; Milk and Oil, or 

Milk and Butter: But as for fat Broths, which he alfo recom- 
mends, or any thing elfe which requires fome Time for the Pre« 
paration, they only allow the Poifon to take deeper Root, and 
‘therefore ought not to be waited for. If the above Things will _ 
not provoke the Patient to vomit, Oxymel of Squills, Salt of 
Vitriol, or a Decoction of Tobacco may be ufed, as having a 
more immediate Effect. It is hardly fafe to give even the moft 
gentle Cathartic. | : 
The Stomach being thus emptied of all, or as-much as 
pofible, Recourfe muft be had to generous Wine and 
Alexipharmacs, fuch as Venice-Treacle, Confectio Alkermes, the 
Bezoardic Powder, ec. When there is a Sufpicion that the 
Coats of the Stomach or Inteftines are corroded or ulcerated, it 
will not be proper for the Patient to ufe Spices or Vinegar, nor 
to indulge in too much Wine, but to take a Decoétion of Barley 
with Raifins; ora Decoétion of China-Roet, Saflafras, €c.

The fame Method is moft likely to anfwer when any other dele~’ 
terious Herb or Root has been eaten by Mittake, though the par- 
ticular Species fhould not be known; and Hoffman affirms, that, 

‘when the Patient has been ftupified by the Narcotics, the beft Re- 
medies aré Vomits mixt with Oil, to facilitate the Operation. — 

Allen thinks the Nux Vomica mutt be fatal to Mankind, becaufe 
it will kill Dogs and Cats; but Lemery and Hoffman deny it. 
The latter obferves, that Bitter Almonds are fatal to Storks 
and Pigeons; and even to Dogs and Cats, as well as the Nux - 
Vomica; that the Cocculus Indtcus inebriates Fifh, and that a 
Spoonful or two of Spirit of Wine poured down the Throat of a 
Cat is certain Death, and yet they produce no fuch Effects in 
Men. Likewife that all the deleterious or noxious Qualities of’ 
draftic Purges, fuch as white Hellebore, Tobacco, Afarum, Colocynthis, 
by long Boiling evaporate quite away, as well as of fome Nar- 
cotics, fuch as the Seeds of Datura, black Henbane and deadly 
Nighifhade. In general, it is the fafeft Courfe to abftain from 
all Things of a dubious Nature. A fmall Quantity of the de- 
coction of the Laudro-carafus will kill a Dog. . 

Befides the Poifons already known, there is another too fre- 
quently given in America, for which the Negro before-mentioned 
has difcovered a Cure. 

The Symptoms are a Pain in the Breaft, Difficulty of Breath- 
ing, a Load at the Pit of the Stomach, and a regular Pulfe, 
_ burning and violent Pains of the Vifcera above and below the 

Navel, very reftlefs Nights, fometimes wandering Pains over the 
whole Body, a Reaching and Inclination to vomit, profufe 
Sweats, which prove always ferviceable; flimy Stools, both when 
coftiveand loofe; the Face is ofa pale and yellow Colour; fome- 

times a Pain and Inilammation of the Throat; the Appetite is 

generally weak, and fome cannot eat any Thing; thofe who: 
have been long poifoned are generally very feeble and weak in 

their Limbs; fometimes fpit a great deal;' the whole Skin peels, - 
and likewife the Hair falls off. | 

For the Cure; take the Roots of Plantane and wild Hore- — 
hound, frefh or dried, three Ounces ; boil them together in two 
Quarts of Water to one Quart, and ftrain it; of this Decoc- 
tion let the Patient take one third Part, three Mornings fuccef- 
fively ; from which if he finds any Relief, it mutt be continued>

beh ALL now proceed to fuch Diforders of the Senfes, as 
are not already treated of in the Courfe of this Work; for 
by thefe the Objes imprefs a Motion upon the Nerves, which 
is transferred to the Brain and to the Soul; but when the Me- 
chanical Stru@ture is hurt, with regard to the Solids or Fluids, or 
a Fault happens in the Animal Spirits, the Senfes are either abo- 
lifhed, diminifhed, or depraved, according to the Nature of the 
Impediment: Sometimes the Organ is not only hurt in one or. 
more Places, but there isa Fault in the Spirits or Humours them- 
felves. 

The lefs plentiful the Influx of the Spirits is, into the Organs 
of the Senfes, the lefs is the Senfation, whence arife Faintings, 
and other Diforders, for want of Strength, and all or moft of the 
Senfes are abolithed.

ta Serena, or Amaurofis, is an Abolition of the Sight, 
when no Fault appears in the Eyes, exgept in the Pupil . 
which is larger than ufual and more black, nor will it contract, 
though any luminous Objeé is placed direétly before it, but 
continues quite immoveable. It may be diftinguifhed from the 
Diforder of the Eyes proceeding from the Vertigo 5 for the Ob- : 
jects feem to turn round : From a Cataraét, for then an Opacity 
of the Cryftalline Humour is perceivable, and the Pupil will con- 
tract in a glaring Light. 

When this Difeafe comes on fuddenly, it generally proceeds 
from external Caufes, as Blows, Falls, and the like... When it - 
comes on by degrees in old Perfons, it arifes from a Hemiplexy or 
Palfy; asalfo in other weak and, languid Conftitutions, Some- 


times its Concomitants are Pains in the Head, the Vertigo, 


Sleepinefs, Noife in the Ears, and fometimes it comes on with- 
out any preceding Symptoms. my? 
There is likewife a periodical GuttaSerena, which coming 
on inftaneoufly .will laft for fome Hours and Days, and then 
difappear, but often returns, asin Hypochondriacal and Hyfteri- 
cal Patients. Sometimes the Light may be diftinguifhed from 
Darknefs, and then it is faid to be imperfect. 
From Diffeétions it has appeared that the Optic Nerves have 
been in fault, that is, they are wafted away or much lefs than 
common; as alfo comprefled by extravafated Fluids, hard 
Tumours about their Origin ; and thus Platerus once found the 
Caufe of it to be a globous Tumour in the Brain, which com- - 
prefled the Optic Nerves, as appeared after Death. 

And yet it is no Wonder the Eyes fhould appear to be found,. 
becaufe the Circulation of the Fluids which fupply the Mufcles 
._ of the Eyes are ina good Condition; becaufe they have no De- 
pendence on the Optic Nerves, nor do they proceed from thence. 

- However the Caufe may be in the Optic Nerve itfelf, and in the. 
Blood-Veflels thereof, of whofe Exiftence there is no longer. 
any Doubt; for, when the Blood ftagnates in thefe, they may 
comprefs aud diftend the fine Capillary Tubes, .as well as flop the 
Progrefs of the Lympha in the Veflels encompaffing the Nerves. — 
‘This appears to be the Caufeof the periodical Gutta Serena, which 
ceafes aa foon as the Stagnation of the Blood is removed. ‘

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. The Indications of Cure are to difcufs, the flagnating Hu- 
mours, which compreis the Nerves, and then to ftrengthen 
the affected Parts. ra 
Heiter affiims, it is to be cured by Aromatics, Carminatives, 
and Attenuants; chiefly Eye-bright, Veronica, Hyffop, Rofemary- 
Flowers, Sage, Fennel; and Annifeeds, Valerian-Root, Saffafras, 
Cinnamon, Wood-liee, either in Infufion, or Powder. The Juice 
of W¥ood-lice, newly exprefied, and taken for fome Weeks, in- 
creafing the Dofe, is of excellent Ufe, as likewife Mercurials, 
taken in very fmall Dofes, and a long while together. @ 
- If it arifes from a Suppreffion of ufual Eremorrhages, they 
are to be reftored ; but, if this cannot be done, artificial Bleed- 
ing is to be fubftituted. ; 
_ Cowardlay s, that the proper Medicines are Volatiles, Cha- 
lybeates, Mercurials, Cephalics, and nervine Medicines. Pit- 
cairne feems to agree with Hei/ier. Externally, Iflues are held 
to be good, Clyflers.and Setons,’ effecially in the Phiegmatic. 
The Eyes may be wafhed with Fennel, Valerian, Eye-bright, or 
Rofe Water, Spirit of Wine, Hungary Water and Sal Volatile 
Oleofum, diluted, or an Infufion of Fennel-Roots in Wine, 
with Bags of ftrengthening Herbs, and Fennel-Seeds, often 
put thereon. Sneezing Powders may likewife be proper, efpe- 
cially Mlorentine-Orrice, or Horfe-Chefnuts, likewife Spirits of

ing in the Foot, or rather by the Incifion of the frontal Veins, - 
or temporal Arteries ; for we have known fome recover from.a 
Wound in the Forehead, which has bled plentifully.

In all Diforders of the Eyes, but particularly in this, the 
Body muft always be kept open, that the Humours may be 
invited downwards, with laxative Pills mixt with Calomel.

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In the inveterate Gutta Serena, the following Powder is ex 
cellent : .

If thefe fail, the Patient muft have Recourfe to a Salivation, 
which has recovered-many ; or rather to a Solution of eight 
Grains of corrofive Sublimate in a Pint of Brandy. A common 
Spoonful is a Dofe, which muft be continued Night and Morn- 
ing for a Month. ‘This Medicine an{wers all the Ends of a Sa- 
livation, and is much more fafe. It will likewife be proper to 
promote Sneezing with two Grains of the refipous Extract of 
Lignum Vite, which will draw a great deal of Phlegm from 
the Nofe.

“A Suffufion, or Cataract, is an Obttruction of the Pupil, by the 
. Interpofition of fome opaque Subftance, which diminifhes 
or extinguifhes the Sight : fome are thicker than others; fome 
‘are white, black, citron-coloured, or brownifh, It is always 
contained between the Uvea and Sclerotica, where it fometimes 
{fwims and fluctuates like a Bit of Lawn, in the aqueous Humour, 
‘and fometimes it adheres clofe to the Coats. « It is generally an 
Opacity of the cryftalline Humour. | 
The Medicines above-mentioned, in an incipient or recent 
‘Cataraét, from thick or vifcid Humours, may do good, efpecially 
if they arife in the cryftalline Humour, as Heifer affirms, be- 
ean fe they attenuate, refolve, and render the Humours fluxile, and 
increafe the Spirits. A Grain or two of Mercurius duliis, aii 
. : with. 
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with twice the Quantity of prepared Oifter-fhells for thirty Days 
together, has deftroyed the Rudiments of a Cataract. But, if 
thefe have no Effect, and the Cataract grows inveterate, ripe, or 
perfect, it is to be fupprefled, for which, fee the Writers on 
Surgery: though Coward affirms, that there is but one Method | 
of performing the Operation ; that is, by thrufting the Couch- 
ing -Needle through the Adnaia and Cornea, from the leffer Cor- 
ner of the Eye towards the Nofe, and rolling up the Cataract 
with the fame, and then gently moving it down to the Bafis of

--Sennertus fays, this Malady is known from a very remarkable 
Whitenefs appearing in the Eye, and lying deep behind the Pu- 
pil, and all Things are feen as through a Smoke or Cloud; it is 
faid to be incurable.

| Myopia, or Short-fightednefs; Prefbytopia, or Seeing only 
at too great a Diftance; Nyétalopia, or Seeing only in the 
Night; Amaurofis, of which before. eee , 

Myopia, proceeds from the two great Convexity of the Cornea, 
or cryftalline Humour, or from the Eyes being larger than com~ 
mon, as we learn from Optics. This is beft affifted by concave 
'Glaffes. | 
Prefbytopia proceeds from the contrary Caufes, and receives 
_ Affiftance from Glaffes of a convex Form. mes 

Nyéalopia is a two-fold Malady, in which the Complaints 
are contrary to each other. In the firft Species, the Sight is beft 
in the Night, and in obfcure Places; but in a clear Light the 
Sight fails, and they can hardly fee any Thing at all. In the other 
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Sort, which is improperly called a Nyéalopia, they fee nothing 
at all, except in a clear and bright Light. This Infirmity arifes 
from a naturally bad Formation of the Eye, and is therefore in- 
curable: The Prefbytopia may likewife be aflifted by cephalic 
‘and ftrenethening Medicines, by watery and vinous Infufions, 
and comforting Eye-waters. ‘ ?

not feldom the Fore-runners of a Gutta Serena, ‘or a Cataraét ; 


though I have known fome to have had them many Years, 
without the leaft bad Confequence; in the Beginning they may 
‘be cured with fuch'Things as open Obftructions, efpecially 


” thofe mentioned in the Gutia Serena, $ 
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Of a STRABISMUS, or Squinting. 


| WORE E GS commonly called Squinting, is an unequal Con- 

& tration of the Mufcles of the Eye, either from a Spafm, 
an Epilepfy, or a Palfy, whereby the Axis of the Pupil is drawn 
towards the Nofe, Temples, Forehead, or Cheeks ;, fo that the 
Perfon cannot behold.an Object directly. Infants readily con- 
tra€t this Diftemper, fometimes for Want of Care in the Nurfes, 
who place the Cradles in a wrong Pofition, with regard to the 
Light.’ Children likewife, while growing up, fometimes fall ° 
{nto this Diforder, either from ill Cuftoms contracted in playing, 

or by looking on others who are affected with it. 

This Diforder is very difficult to cure; therefore the utmoft 
“Care fhould be taken to prevent it, and the Cradle fhould be fo 
_placed, as not to occafion the Child to look awry. - figineta con- 
trived a Mafk, and fo adapted it to the Face, that nothing 

could be feen except through two Holes ftraight forward; and . 
- for the fame Purpofe-what we call Gagglers are ufed. ree 
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Of the Unguis, Pannus, or Pterygium, of the Membrane of 
| ihe Hye. 


AN Unguis of the Eye is a membraneous flefhy Excrefcence, 
which generally firft appears in the greater Angle of the 

Eye, and increafes infenfibly, till it expands fomewhat like a 
Wing over the conjunctive Coat, between it and the Cuticle, 
reaching to the external Circle of the Jris, and fometimes - 
farther, and covers the tranfparent Cornea in fuch a Man- 
ner, that it obfcures the Sight. I: fometimes, though but fel- 
dom, begins in the leffer Angle. : | 

It is diftinguifhed into three Sorts, the Membranous, the Fat- 
ty, and the Varicous. Thofe are moft fubjeé to this Difeafe, 
who have been‘ afflicted with Defluxions on the Eyes, Inflam- 
mations, or Sugillations, Sometimes a flight Fluxion of a fharp 
Humour, which, corroding the external Veflels and Membranes 
of the Conjunctive, caufes this Diforder, but this is feldom. 

The Adipous, or Fatty Unguis never becomes malignant, but 
the Membraneous and the Varicous may, and efpecially the lat- 
ter; and, when they become cancerous, the Cure is not to be 
attempted. A moderate recent Unguis is curable, or at leaft 
its Augmentation may be prevented: But, when it begins to . 
cover the Horny Coat, all Remedies are ufelefs, for then the 
Hand of a Surgeon is the only Cure. _ | 

The Medicines in Ufe are Sugar-Candy, Honey, White- 
wine, Bone of the Cuttle-fith, burnt Hart’s-horn, and calcined 
Ege-fhells; as alfo Waters of Eye-bright, the great Celandine, 
and Fennel, in which Crocus Metallorum may be infufed, or Sai, 
Gem. diflolved. Particularly the-Gall of a Pike diflolved ina 
proper Water, that is, two Ounces to one of the Gall. Some 
recommend a Water diftilled from the Dung of young Geefe, 
in April, If the Diforder is obftinate, the Juice of the greater 
_- Celandine may be ufed, diluted in Fennel Water. The following

© Tt may be diftinguifhed from a Cicatrix, becaufe this is of a 
« Shining White and without Pain ; whereas the Albugo \ooks like 
Chalk, is attended with a flight Fluxion and fome Degree of an 
Inflammation with Pain. It is generally the Forerunner of an 
Ulcer. ' ; . 
- The Intentions of Cure are anfwered by Emollients, Refol- 
yents, and Difcutients, which muft be ufed with great Caution. 
To take away a Cicatrix, the fharpeft Topics, nay, Catheretics, 
‘are fometimes to be uled, with a very prudent Hand; but, firft 
of all, mild Things may be tried, and, if they fail, we may pro-

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Others ufe Sugar-candy diflolved in Fennel or Eye-bright Wa- — 
ter, the Juice of Fennel or Celandine, with a few Drops of Bal- 
fam of Perv, which, Riverius fays, powerfully difperfes an /]- 
bugo. He likewife recommends the following: Take four Ounces 
of Roje Water, and diflolve a little Sal Ammoniac in it, fo that 
it may gently affect the Tongue; then put it in a brazen Vef- 
fel till it grows blue. If you make ufe of the Gall of a Pike, 
or the Juice of Celandine, it will be proper to mix them with a 
Mucilage of Gum Tragacanth or Quinces. / 

The French Surgeons {carify the Eye for this Difeafe, with the 
Briftles or Beards of Rye-Grafs; that is, about twenty or 
twenty-five of them tied together, like a little Bruth or Pencil ;

If the Diforder is great, there will be Occafion for Bleeding 
and Purging, for the grumated Blood in the Sugillation is to be 
refolved and difcufled, which may be done by Difcutients, fuch — 
as Juice of Fennel, with Balfam of Peru, Juice of Celandine, 
fimple Honey-Water, mixt with other Eye- Waters. | 

If from this or any other Caufe there fhould happen to be an 
Ulcer of the Eye, Demours recommends coarfe Sugar, as a good 
Ingredient for deterging thofe of the Cornea, in which Aftrin- 
gents are hurtful ; but it muft be mixed with Co/yria. When the | 
aqueous Humour of the Eye is evacuated at a Wound or Ulcer 
of the Corea, he expofes the Patient to the Light, from Time to

AN Epiphora is a Defluxion of-a falt, fharp Humour upon 
| the Eyes, attended with Itching, Pain, and Rednefs ; as 
alfo a Dimnefs of Sight. It is but flight when there is no De- 
febin the Bulb of the Eye; when the Eye-lids fwell and look 
red; when the Matter of the Fluxion is thick and fometimes 
glues the Eye-lids together-in the Night ; continuing in this 
‘State for fome Time. eas : 

‘Children are often affli@ed with this Difeafe, particularly thofe 
who have had a Scald-Head improperly cured ; who have Swel- 
lings in the Glands of the Neck or about the Ears, and then it 
cannot be cured until thefe Tumours are difcufied. It fometimes 
Jikewife fucceeds the Small-Pox and Meafles. 

The Seat of this Difeafe is in the Glands of the Eye, efpe- 
cially in thofe called the Lachrymal Glands. 
_ This Difeafe may be certainly cured in the Beginning, by a 
plentiful Drinking the Infufion of the Leaves of Veronica, in the 
Manner of Tea for fome ‘Time. When it is inveterate, the Pa- 
tient muft be very regular in his Diet, and mu avoid every 
‘Thing falt, fharp, acid, Wine, Strong-beer, and Drams. His 
common Drink may be a Decoction of Hartfhorn and Fennel- 
Seeds, ufing warm Pediluvia at Night eoing to Bed. 

Externally a Grain of Vitriol may be mixt with unfalted But- 
ter, to which a fmall Portion of Sugar of Lead may be added 
and put into the greater Corner of the Eye. This is a moft ufeful 
Medicine. When the Lippitude is of the dry Kind, all acid Appli- 
cations muft be avoided, and the Eyes muft be covered with a 
“Poultice of white Bread and Milk, with a little Saffron mixt with 
it: The Succefs of Setons and Iffues is uncertain, but a perpe- 
tual Blifter on the Nape of the Neck is of great Service. But 
it mutt be continued for a confiderable Time. — 
If an Epiphora has been of long Standing, it is difficult to be — 
- cured, and often degenerates into a Fi/tula Lachrymalis. Lapis 
Calaminaris is a fingular Medicine. See the Ophthalmia.

AW Watery Eye, if it arifes from the Weaknefs of the Lachry=. 
_ mal Gland, it will be proper to ufe Strengtheners exter- 
nally, as Spirit of Wine, Hungary Water, Spring Water, Fen- 
nel, or Valerian Water, wherewith the Parts adjoining are to 
be wafhed; internally, the abounding Serum muft be evacuated 
or revulfed ; if it be very fharp, it is to be corrected by Bal- 
famics, and Medicines againft Catarrhs, fuch as Effence of 
Amber, and Decoétion of the Woods: The Revulfion muft 
be made by Blifters and Iflues. If the Nafal Duct is obftructed, 
or there is a Fifula Lachrymalis, they may require the Affiftance 
of a Surgeon. If the Caruncula Lachrymaiis is corroded or de- 
ftroyed, which Difeafe is called Rhyas, it is incurable, as well 
'as that which arifes from Old-Age.

HE Fiftula Lachrymalis is a Difeafe which attacks the 
great Caruncle in the inward Corner of the Eye, and 
ftopping up the natural Paffage of the Tears, forces them to 
run down the Cheek; but this is the firft Degree of the Difeafe. 
The fecond is, when Pus is mixed with the Tears, which pro- » 
ceeds fometimes from an Opening in the Skin, between the 
Nofe and the great Corner of the Eye. The laft is, when the 
Pus has not only corroded, the neighbouring Parts which are 
foft, but has affected the Bone which lies underneath. ‘This 
Sort of Fiffula fometimes turns cancerous; and Riverius advifes 
not to meddle with it at all. : 
Whatever may be the Caufe of this Diforder, whether of the 
~ Smail-Pox or the French Dileafe, it always ftops up the Nafal 
Conduit.. Axel, a French Surgeon, has treated this Diforder in — 
anew Manner, when it is recent. He introduces a {mall Probe 
_ ‘through the Lachrymal Pun@um into the Lachrymal Sack, and 
- fo into the Nofe, in order to break the Concretions which ftop 
up the Canal; and likewife he forces in an Injection by the other 
Lachrymal Point with a Syringe, in order to clear the Canal. 
But another ingenious Surgeon [Foret] when I was at Paris, 
fays Sharp, has difcovered a new Method, by which he declares 
he has cured feveral Fi/tule Lachrymales, without making pre : 
: } cifion 


’ 
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cifion into the Lachrymal Sack; it is fomewhat in Aze?s Man-~ 
ner, who employed balfamic Injections, by the Punéta Lachry- 
malia, in order to deterge the Ulcers of the Sack, and to open 


the Obftruction of the Duétus ad Nafum; but this Surgeon pafies

Sack to the Edge of the Orbit.. There is no Danger in cutting 


his Canula from the Noftril through the Duézus 3 Nafum into 
the Sack, . 

He does not introduce the Canula when he Aiea up the Injec- 
tion, which is ufually twice a’ Day; but, when he has once paft 
it into the Dudéfus ad Nafum, he leaves it there for nine or ten 
Days, and then exchanges it for a clean one, which he conti- 
nues from Time to Time, till the Fiftula is cured by the In- © 


jections. “The Canula is a Semi-circle, about an Inch and arr 


Half Diameter, with a {mall Portion of it at the Handle, al- 
rmoft ftrait, fo that it nearly refembles the Figure of a Sickle. 
The Diameter of the Orifice at the Handle is one Tenth of 
an Inch, and the Cazu/a is made taper through all its Length, 
fo that its Extremity is very minute. The Point of the Canula, 
when introduced, reaches to the Saccus, and the Handle of it 
lies within the Nofiril. 
~ But I have not yet tried this Method, which I am afraid may 
fometimes prove hurtful. Befides, when the Coats of the Sack 
are become very thin, as is generally the Cafe, when it is en- 
Jarged and ulcerated, I fhould imagine an Incifion into it, of 
even the cutting away a Portion of it, abfolutely ees for 
eiteGiing the Cure. 

Many Authors fay, they have fometimes treated hie Difeafe 
as a fimple Abfcefs of the Sack, though they generally recom> ~ 
mend the actual Cautery. But, when the Abfcefs is fo fordid 


“that the Incifion will not heal, Batt of the Sack muft be taken 


away: ‘Thus Cvl/us treated it, without penetrating the Bone, 


‘though he made ufe of the Cautery. | 


If the Abfcefs is not open, a Time mutt be chofen when it is 
fulleft of Pus. For this Reafon, the Eye of the Patient muft be 
clofed in the Evening before the Operation, and fmall, longifh 
Pieces of Plafter muft be put one upon another, acro{s the 
Eye-lid, from the Punéta Lachrymalia to the great Angle of the 
Eye. The fuperior Branches of the Canal being thus com- 


preffed, that nothing can pafs that Way, it will be amafled in 
‘the Sack, and a Place proper for an Incifton would be pointed . 


out. 

If the Abfeefs is already open, the Onsee and the Probe will 
fhew where it is to be dilated. Then, placing the Patient 
on a Seat of a proper Height, you muft take the Bi/oury; and 
make a Dilatation above and below, from the fuperior Part of the 


the 
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the Tendon of the orbicular Mufcle, nor even the Blood-Vef- 
fels. However, they are to be avoided, if poffible, and the In- 
cifion fhould be near Half an Inch long. 

Care muft be taken in making the Incifion, not to cut too 
near the Joining of the Eye-lids, becaufe it would leave a De- 
formity. oa | , 

The Sack being opened, it muft be filled with dry Lint, which 
may be taken away the next Day, and in its Place muft be put 
a Pledgit dipt in a mild Digeftive. ‘This muft be repeated once 
or twice in a Day, according to the Quantity of the Suppura- 
tion. If the Pus is not laudable, Precipitate may be employed ; 
and a Spunge Tent may be ufed from Time to Time, to hin- 
der the Top of the Abfcefs from uniting too foon. 

When the Suppuration begins to diminifh, at every Dreffing 
a {mall Probe muft be introduced into the Nafal Canal, ora 
Silver Wire to dilate it a little, and to leave a Paflage for the 


Tears and the Pz. This Method muft be continued till the - 


Suppuration is almoft ended, which will be in a few Weeks ; 
then it may be dreffed fuperficially, with dry Lint, or with a 
Deficcative, which will compleat the Cure. After which it will 
be proper to wear a comprefling Bandage a few Weeks longer, 
to prevent its Return. ‘ 

When the Bone'is bare, and the /7/fuJa requires Perforation, - 

you muft direct the Inftrument towards the Nofe, and not carry 
it down the Nafal Canal, for fear of entering the Sinus Maxil- 
laris. You will find when the Bone is fufficiently penetrated, 
_ by the Blood which will pafs freely from the Nofe. 
Then the Wound muft be dreffed in the Manner I have al-. 
' yeady defcribed, and the Probe or Wire muft be thruft through 
the Canal every Day, for fear it fhould remain ftopt after the 
Healing of the Abfcefs. If you find you cannot caufe the 
Wire to pafs, becaufe the Canal is full, the Paflage muft be 
kept open with a {mall Tent in the Nofe, till the Suppuration 
is quite finifhed. 


Of DEAFNESS. 


T H E Caufes of Deafnefs are a-cutting off the external 
Ear, or an Obftrution of the Auditory Paflage from Wax 
or other Things; from a Rupture of the Membrane of the 
Tympanum, or when it is corroded or ulcerated, or the Auditory 
Nerve is obftructed or compreffed. External Caufes are Falls 
from high Places, exceffive Noife, fuch as the Explofion of 


Cannon; 
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Cannon ; likewife acute Difeafes near their State, which are 
like to terminate by a critical Hemorrhage. Se 

As to the Prognoftics, thofe who are born deaf are rarely 
cured. A real Deafnefs is hard to remedy. A Deafnefs in 
acute Difeafes, with crude Urine, foretells a Delirium ; but, 
when the Signs of Coction are good, it portends acritical He- 
_ morrbage. | hi . 

With regard to the Cure; if the Obftrution be in the exter- 
nal Cavity of the Ear, it is difcernible by the Sight. “If there 
is Occafion to fyringe the Ear, a Decodétion of Sage and Rofe- 
mary Flowers will be proper, with equal Parts of Water and » 
white Wine; but great Caution fhould be ufed. Some pump 
the Head with warm, Bath Waters. Some fay, the Eggs of 
Ants bruifed and put into the Ear, with the Juice of an Onion, © 
cure the moft inveterate Deafnefs. Others affirm, that a Sali- 
vation will fometimes perform a Cure. _ 

A critical Deafnefs will ceafe of itfelf. Ezmuller recommends 
Amber and Mufk, and I have known Hardnefs of Hearing often 
cured by putting a Grain or two of Mufk into the Ear, with 
Cotton-Woo]l, | 6 : 

Hoffman fays, Deafnefs fometimes arifes from a Slacknefs of 
the Auditory Nerves, which often happens from too great a Hu- 
midity, which, if negleéted, will terminate in a perpetual and ~ 
incurable Deafnefs, and may be difperfed, if taken in Time, by 
proper Cephalics and Sudorifics. Some for this Purpofe recom- 
mend equal Parts of Spirit of Lavender and Hungary Water, 
which fhould be -dropt warm into the Ear. Lindanus advifes 
the Gall-of an Eel mixed with Spirit of Wine; and others, . 
the Fumes of Sulphur conveyed into the Ear, with a Pipe or 
Funnel. But Regard muft always be had to the Caufe, if dif* 
coverable. | q | 5g 

Heifler informs us, that medicinal Waters, drank in the Sum- 
mer-time pretty largely, are the beft Means as Prefervatives, and 
for curing Diforders in the Ears, and that they often perform 
more than any other’Remedies whatever, as he learnt from his 
own Experience, becaufe he had ftruggled with thefe Diforders 
upwards of twenty Years. ay! :

The Senfe of Smelling once loft is feldom reftored, efpecially 
if the Patient is very old. “The general Remedies are Evacua- 
tions, Refolvents, Strengtheners, and Remedies againft Catarrhs, 
becaufe they open the obftruéted Veflels, and the Nerves. Some 
‘recommend Marjoram as an excellent Medicine, as well as’ 
Pennyroyal and Rofemary. The Noftrils may be anointed 
with Baifam of Marjoram, or the Vapours of Gum Anime, 
Amber, &c. may be received into the Nole.

hurts the Noftrils; at firftit arifes from a thin, fharp Humour,

an exquifite Senfibility, .when the Nerve is not fufficiently co-

Oleofum, internally ; outwardly Spirit of Ants, Earth-Worms, 
Sal Ammoniac, with frequent Fritions of the difordered Parts, 
Sinapifms, fcraped Horfe-Radifh, or Blifters ; ftinging the Part 
with frefh Nettles, and nervine Baths ; elpecially bathing inhot _ 
natural Baths, as in the Palfy.

If the Memory is fuddenly hurt, without any external Caufe, .

With Regard. to the Cure ; if the Spirits are too fervid, they 
are to be appeafed ; if torpid, they muft be excited with Aroma- 
tics.

Of the Syncope, or FAINTING. 


H EISTER obferves, that this Diforder may arife from 
Want of Strength from profufe Bleeding, from fudden and 
violent Terror and Dread, or from the Sight of any greatly af- 
fe&ting Thing ; for fome cannot fee Blood, . Wounds, or any 
Thing of that Kind without fainting away. The Patient is de- 
prived of Senfe and Motion, either wholly or in Part, with 
Palenefs of the Face, and a very weak or low Pufe. They are 
generally rouzed by Shaking and Pulling, or by volatile Medi- 
cines, which diftinguifhes it from the Apoplexy. 

There are two Kinds; the one flight, the other grievous. 
The flight Kind is attended with Palenefs of the Face, diftur- 
ed Vifion, Singing of the Ears, and fometimes with a Vertigo; 
the Strength fails, and the Patient is almoft deprived of Senfe, 
falls or finks down, till fome proper Remedy is applied to the 
Nofe and Mouth. .The more grievous Sort is, when the Pa- 
tient falls into a Delirium, and is deprived of all Senfe and Mo- 
tion, except Breathing, and a very {mall Pulfe, but yet he may 
be rouzed by fpirituous Medicines and other Means, much 
more eafily than in the Apoplexy. | 

Befides the Caufes already mentioned, there may be, added

With Regard to the Prognoftics, it has generally more Terror 
than Danger attending it, unlefs it proceeds from profute Bleed- 
ing, or Wounds, or a Lofs of Strength by other Difeafes, or a 
moft violent Terror. The flighter fainting Fits have little Dan-' 
ger, and Patients are brought to themfelves by volatile Medi- 
cines, taken by the Mouth, or applied to the Noftrils. 

As to the Cure, if the flighter Sort happens when a Vein 
is opened, or from the Sight of Blood, Wounds, Ulcers, or 
any chirurgical Operation, which proceeds from Horror and 
Fear, affecting the Imagination, it often happens that chang- _ 
ing the Room, and going into frefh Air, will perform a Cure. _ 
But if any Thing hinders this, that they can neither walk nor 
leave the Room, the Smell of flungary Water alone, or vo- 
Jatile Spirits, or Wine and ftrong Vinegar, or fprinkling the 
Face with cold Water, or a Draught of generous Wine, will 
bring them to themfelves. When a Perfon is to be let Blood, and 
is afraid of Fainting, it will be proper to lay him upon a Bed, 
and, if the Fit is coming on, to change his Place for one more 
proper for that Purpofe. 

In more grievous fainting Fits, where gentle Cordials are of 
little Ufe, the ftronger Sort muft be applied, fuch as Spirit of 
Sal Ammoniac to the Noftrils, Temples and Pulfes, with ftron 
Frictions, or 40 or 50 Drops of volatile Spirits, nray be given 
inwardly, to which may be added Cinnamon- Water, Orange- 

_ Flower- Water, or the like, not forgetting a Draught of generous 
Wine, with Vellications and FriGtions of the Extremities of the 
Nofe, Ears, Head, Hair, &c. till they recover; likewife Elzo- 

Saccharum, or Cinnamon, or Things of the fame Kind, have 
brought many to themfelves, as well as Hoffinan’s Balfamof Life. 

When the Patient is Hyfteric, none but fetid Things fhould 
be applied to the Nofe, fuch as Ca/ior, Alfa Fetida, Partridges 
Feathers burnt, or burnt Leather, Horn, or the like; as alfo 
fetid Spirits, in a grievous Fit, not omitting Vellications and 
Frictions of the aforefaid Parts. 

If it proceeds from too great 4 Flux of Blood, from Wounds 
or other Parts, it muft be ftopt as foon as poffible, and the Patient 

-muft take Broths, Milk, Emulfions, Jellies, Spirituous Liquors,

Thus the Spirits, rufhing into 
the mu‘culous Parts, produce Spafms, Convulfions, the Epilep- 
fy, Vomiting, a Diarrhea, Priapifms, 8c. 

If the Quantity cf Blood be too much, or too thick, there 
arifes a Palpitation of the Heart, difficult Breathing, aSuffocation, 
and chiefly an uterine Suffocation, commonly called the Hyfteric 
Paffion. From a fharp Irritation, proceeds Sneezing, a Cough, 
Hiccup, Eruétations, Vomits, Naufeas, Spafms, Convul- 
fions,” Epilepfies, immoderate Hunger, and the like. , 

When the Motion is diminifhed or defective, there are De- 
fects or Paucity, or a Difturbance of the Blood and Humours, 
‘or ObftruGtions of the Nerves, as in Want of Strength, Faint- 
ings, Appoplexies, Impotence, Defects of Speech, or Palfies of 
the Tongue; Want of Motionmay proceed alfo from Fractures, 
Luxations, Wounds, Diffe@tions of the Mufcles, Tendons, and _.

~ But particularly this fpaftic AffeCtion affects the nervous and 
membranous Parts, fuch as the Stomach, and the whole Volume 
of the Inteftines, whence proceed the hyfteric and hypochondriac 
Paflions.. A Spafm is likewife prefent in Hemorrhages, Con- 
geftions of the Blood, and unequal Flux of the Fluids, in all 
Anxieties, and fupprefled Excretions. If a violent Spafm hap- 
pens to affect the Dura Adater, which contains the Brain and 
Cerebellum, and the Origin of all the Nerves, as well as the Mem- 
branes of the Bones, there is not only a quick Paflage of the 
nervous Fluid: through the nervous and membranous Syftem, 
but they are involuntarily contraéted, diftorted, or violently 
agitated, whence an Epilepfy or univerfal Convulfion proceeds; 
likewife convulfive Motions and Spafms of the Membranes and 
Nerves have their Origin from the Medulla Spinaiis. 

A Spafim is falutary, when it deftroys the Caufe of the Difeafe, 
by taking away the Stagnation of the Humours, corre€ting’ acid’

For the Cure of Spafms, Recourfe mutt be had to the Difeafes 
which are caufed thereby ; but in general, in the Parts that 
are affected with a Spafm or a Stitch, it may be attempted with 
fimple FriGtions, whereby the vifcid Fluid or fharp Matter may 
be removed and difperfed. Orit may be anointed with the Sa- 
va of a young Perfon, or with Spirit of Wine or Lavender, or 
Hungary Water. ; : 

If there is a violent Cramp, Enquiry muft be made whether the 
Blood is not tooabundant, and whether cuftomary or ufual Bleed- 
ings have not been ftopt or neglected. Hence, artificial Leflening 
of the Blood is to be tried, and Hzmorrhages are to be reftored, 
which will generally caufe a Ceflatidn of Spafms and Convul- 
fions; but, if thefe fail, Recourfe muft be had tonervous and epi- 
leptic Medicines. Externally may be applied nervous Spirits, 
fuch as that of Ants, Earthworms, Hart’s-horn, Hungary-water

Sometimes it is of a more 
grievous Kind, and may proceed from a Hurt of the Stomach, 
Poifon, an Inflammation of the Stomach, Inteftines, Bladder, 
Diaphragm, or the ret of the Vifiera, Sometimes, immediately 
‘before Death, it may proceed from Gangrenes of the outward 
Parts. In acute Fevers, and chiefly the malignant, a Hiccups 
is frequent, and often fatal. : | 

When it happens in old or weak Perfons, from a plentiful 
Meal, efpecially from hard and flatulent Aliment, a Draught of 
generous Wine, or a Dram of any fpirituous Liquor, will gene- 
rally take it away. Likewife ftomachic Powders mixt with Pera- 
vian Bark, and taken in generous Wine, are profitable; as alfo if 
it proceeds. from Cold, or drinking cold Liquors. Sometimes 
it will be proper to anoint the Belly with diftilled ftomachic Oils, 
or to apply a flomachic Plafter or Cataplafm thereto. 

When it proceeds from other Caufes, efpecially from acid Hu- 
mouts in the Stomach, abforbent and alkalious Medicines are 
good. If it proceeds from an acute Fever, or an Inflammation 
of the Stomach, it is a dangerous Difeafe.

‘Frembling is fometimes dangerous, becaufe it degenerates into 
other nervous Diftempers, as a Spafm, Palfy, Lethargy, Apo- 
plexy ; in old People it is incurable.

In the Cure, thofe Things fhould be avoided that promote the 
Difeafe, and the Patient fhould drink Balm or Sage Tea, or a 
Diet-drink made with China Root, and the fame Ingredients ; or 
Peruvian Bark may be taken, with the Infufion of Balm or Sage.

Inflammation of the Kidneys, or the Neck of © 
the’ Bladder: In fanguine Perfons, it may proceed from the Sup- 
preffion of fome-ufual Hemorrhage, or from the blind Piles; or 
there may be a Congeftion of Blood, in the {pungy or caver- 
nous Part of the Urethra, which may be fo diftended and in- 
flated, as not.to tran{fmit the Urine, or at leaft with great Diffi- 
culty. In fome it may be owing to a Spafm of the Neck of the 
Bladder, or to fharp Urine; in others to a Palfy of the Bladder ; 
ora Caruncle of the Urethra; or from a Tumour, Abfcefs, or 
Ulcer in the proftate Gland ; or from its being too large, or 
indurated, as often happens. Likewife in bloody Urine it is 
not feldom fuppréffed, at leaft it is expelled with great Pain and.

“As the Caufes of an Ifchury are various, they ought to be 
carefully diftinguifhed from ‘each other. When it proceeds from 
an Inflammation of the Kidneys, the Pain and Heat are princi- ° 
pally in that Region, attended with a Fever; if from a Stone 
in the ‘Kidneys, it is accompanied with Vomiting; if from a 
Stone in the Bladder, there is a violent Pain in the Bladder, 
which is extended to the very Extremity of the Urethra; a Mu- 
us or Pus is excreted with pale Urine, and, upon proper Exa~ 
mination, the. Stone may be felt ; but the moft certain Sign is 
fearching the Bladder with a Catheter. When this Diforder 
arifes from, a Stone in the Urethra, it may be eafily felt.

pein ohh is rarely a Difeafe of itfelf, but the Effeét or Symp- 
tom of fome other: Sometimes a copious Sweat is a falutary 
critical Excretion, which frees the Body from any noxious Hu- 
mours, or at leaft from thofe that are fuperfluous, as in Ca- 
tarrhs, Fevers, and other Diforders. When it is a Symptom, 
which debilitates the Patient exceflively, as in Heétics, Con- 
fumptions, in fome malignant and other Fevers, it is then faid 
to be colliquative. | 
When Sweating arifes from too great Plenty of Humours, it is 
not to be ftopped; for I have known many, ‘who have {weated 
greatly in a Morning in Bed, without any Harm, ‘and without 
fhortening their Lives, and who were always difordered when it 
ceafed. Therefore it fhould never be ftopped, by taking off the 
Bed-cloths, nor by Cold, nor by aftringent Medicines, nor by 
Opiates ; but, if it be troublefome or prejudicial, the Patient 
muft rife early inthe Morning, and go into the cool Air, ufing 
a {paring Diet and Laxatives, that the Courfe of the Humours 
may be turned another Way; for the Increafing of one Evacua- 
tion leffens another, for which Reafon Diuretics are ufeful. 
The exceffive Sweating of hectic and confumptive Patients 
is never falutary, but renders them weak, wherefore it is a 
Symptom, and never ceafes till the Difeafe is cured. Neverthe- 
Jefs it may be diminifhed by light Covering, attemperating 
Powder of Crab’s Eyes with Nitre, taken in the Evening ; and 
it will be proper to add a Grain or two of Storax Pills, with a 
fufficient Quantity of Whey, or Butter-Milk, or an Emulfion:

Difeafes of the Skin, whether of the exanthematous, puftulous, 
or itchy Kind, arife from an impureand acrid Serum, ftagnating ~ 
between the Va/a Exhalantia and the nervous and tendinous {mall 
Fibres of the Skin, which-are by this Means corroded. They are 
differently denominated, from the various Degrees of Acrimony 
in the Humours by which they are produced. Thus there is a 
moift or dry virulent, malignant, or venereal Jtch ; a Pfora, a 
Serpigo, a Leprofy, an Impetigo, an Elephantiafis, an Herpes Mili- 
aris ov Exedens, a Tinea Gapitis, and a Gutta Rofacea, 


The mildeft is the benign Jtch, whether it be moift or dry. 
The moift generally attacks Infants, and Children of fanguineo- 
phlegmatic Conftitutions ; the Puftules are turgid, with a faniaus 
- purulent: Matter; whereas the dry lich principally feizes Perfons 
who are lean and old, of a melancholy and choleric ‘Tempera- 
ment; in thefe the Puftules are fmaller, with a /erous Ichor 
which by irritating the Fibres of the Nerves, under the Cuticula, 
produces an intolerable Itching and Heat. ‘aia nal) bl 
The dry, fcaly, and cru/ly dich, after the Cuticle is abraded 
leaves bloody Spots on the Skin, and is called an Jmpetigo or 
Tetter.

When an, /mpetigo fucceeds the venereal Difeafe, it affects the 
whole Body, chiefly the Face, with Nodes and Tophi. ‘This is

The Serpigo, or Herpes Miliaris, whole Puftules refemble a 
Millet-Seed, only affects particular Parts, as the Legs, Hands, 
Thi ghs, Scrotum, and Perinéum, on which arife itchy Puftules, 

without 
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without Moifture, which fall off in Scales, but. return again. 
‘This fometimes affeéts the Head. To.-this may be referred the 
Scurf familiar to old Men, which, though without Puftules, 
caufes a frequent Scratching. The Herpes fometimes attacks 
the Pubes, Scrotum, and even the End of the Inteflinum Reétum, 
efpecially when the bleeding Piles begin to ceafe. 

_ The Herpes Exedens, called by Celjus the Lenis Sacer, is not 
unlike an ulcerated Lry/ipelas, and corrodes the whole Skin with 
an Ulcer; and feparates into Scales, fometimes chick asd fome- 
times thin, chiefly about .the hairy Scalp; and, when it difap- 
pears, it leaves hard Tumours behind. , | 

When a malignant Herpes feizes the Breaft and Precordia, and. 
incircles the Body like.a Belt of an Hand’s- Breadth, itis called 
Zona Ignea, or the Shingles. It may arife from improbable Cau- 
fes ; for an Ulcer of the Leg, ill cured, has produced it. 

The cru/zy and fcaly Itch, which feizes the Legs, is called by 
fome the Elephantiafis. Thefe are {welled and full of Crufts, - 
which, being abraded, leave itching and vellicating reddith Spots ; 
whence a thick Humour being difcharged, it forms freth Crufts 
and Scales. 

But the true Lepra of the Arabians, or the Elephantiafis of the 
Greeks, is much more loath{ome: It is 2 chronical Difeate, which 
affeGts the whole Body, even the.Bones, and the Skin is covered 
with Spots and Tumours, which, from being red, at Jaf turn 
black. The Body falls away, while the Face, Legs, and’ 
Feet are enormoufly fwelled. When the Difeafe is inveterate, 
the Fingers and Toes are. hid in the Tumour, and a flight - 
Fever, arifing, carries the Patient off. | 

The Lich and Leprofy differ greatly from the white fordid U]- 
cers, which appear principally on the mufcular Parts, as the Back, 
Arms, Legs, Thighs, and Loins, difcharging a putrid Saniess 
fometimes Worms lodge in thefe Ulcers, which are hard to be 
extirpated. | ; 
_ Thefe Diforders are generally contagious, efpecially by the: 
Skins of Animals and‘woollen Cloaths. . . ; 

The Seat of Difeafes of the Skin is the AZembrana Adipofa, 
from whence the impure Matter cannot freely tranfpire, but be- 
comes acrid, and corrades, irritates, and inflames the cutaneous 
Fibres, producing various Puftules and Papule ; hence fat Per- 
fons are more afflicted thereby than the lean. This Membrane . 
srobably contains the Fumes of the Small-Pox, Meafles, miliary 

ever, Lues Venerea, and the like. | 

Infants and Children are moft liable to thefe Diforders; and 
it is a, vulgar Error to fuppofe that Achores, the Tinea Capitis,. 
and Itch, preferve Children from the Small-Pox and Mealles 3 
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for many, after the ure, fall into the Confluent Small-Pox and 
malignant Meaftes ; whence it is evident, that every puftulous 
_Diforder has a peculiar Quality lodged in the Fat. oa 
_ The different Ages of Patients-difcover a Reafon why Ccuta- 
neotis Diforders appear in fome Parts, and not in others. “Fhus 
Infants and Children are fubje& to Favij Achores, a Tinea Capitis, 
| Epipbore, purulent Inflammations of the Eyes, and Serpigines on 
the Forehead and Chin; young Perfons are fubjeét to the Jtch, 
Herpes, and other cutaneous Difordéers; chiefly on the Arms, 
Hands, and Back ; and old Perfons to Itching in the Arms, Scro- 
zum, and Perinzum; as alfo a Pford, Leprofy, Elephantiajisy 
Eryfipelas, and Ulcers of the Feet, _ iar 
When the Skin is foft, fpongy, and thin; in fatiguineous Per- 
fons; a greater Quantity of Ichor, Saniesj and purulent Matter, 
is collected in the Veflels, which, drying, change into Scales an 
‘Crufts. Choleric Perfons; and thofe of a more compa& Habit, 
and the old, are more fubject to a dry Itch, and Pimples ang —

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and in the young than in the old. If they proceed from a Fault - 
of the Vifcera, they are not curable till that isremoved. Hence 
we are enabled to form a juft Prognoltic, if they appear after in- 
termittent Fevers, the Small-Pox, Meafles, and Lues Venereg. 
When they are found in the Back, and fatty Parts, like fmal] 
Nodes, of the Shape of Glands, outwardly invifible, but may

In the Cure of cutaneous Diforders, the Patient muft drink na

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When there is a fcorbutic Lues, or the Patient is affli@ed 
with an hypochondriac Affection, the medicinal Waters are 
proper, mixed with half or a third Part of Milk.

_ tions of Dodder of Thyme, Fumitory, Balm, Marth-trefoil,

If the Difeafe proceeds from Luxury, Abftinence and Exer- 
cife will be neceflary. If crude, vifcid Humours are in Fault, 
with a phlegmatic Conftitution, Cathartics and Diaphoretics 
“will be proper.

—Nittle fublivid or greenifb, with a red or dark Circle under the 
Eyes; the Face is bloated, the Eyelids and Ancles are apt to 
fwell ; the whole Body is heavy and dull ; there is a tenfive Laf- 
fitude of the Legs and Feet, Difficulty of Breathing, Palpitation 
of the Heart, Pain of the Head, a feverifh Pulfe, a Drowfinefs, 
a Pica, or Defire of eating unfit Things, fuch as Coals, Chalk, 
é¥c. and a Suppreffion of the Menfes. The Clavus Hy/flericus 
often attacks Patients in the Height of this Diforder. 

The Cure is to be attempted. with Chalybeate Medicines, fuch as 
are prefcribed in the Hy/teric Diforder, given according to the 
Patient’s Age, drinking Wine after them; or the corroborating 
fnfufion with Angelica Root.

[The Antients afcribed the periodical Return of this Flux to the 
Influence of the AZvon, but, becaufe in this Age few will believe 
what they cannot explain, this Opinion is not entertained by the 
Generality of Phyficians. This Humour of denying every Thing . 
not well underftood prevailed fo much after the Exploding of 
occult Qualities, that fome took upon them to difprove that there. 
is any Connexion between the Tides and that Planet. But this’ 
Infatuation was removed from among the Favourers of the -New- 
tonian Philsfophy, as foon as Sir Ifaac had fhewn that it was in’ 
Conformity to mechanical Laws, in Confequence of the Lunar’. 


‘Attra€tion: but, what this Attraction is, we are as much at a - 


Lofs to comprehend as ever. Many, who have been very un- 

willing to allow the Moon any Influence at all, have been forced _ 

to fubmit to Faéts, which in fome Cafes are fo glaring that they

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dre undeniable: Among thefe is ‘Zunker, * who, {peaking of the 
Procatartic Caufes of Convulfions, among other Things mentions 
the Luzar Phafes, acknowledging at the fame Time that the 
Manner by which it is done continues a Secret hitherto.

_perfuaded of the Moon’s Influence in this Cafe, and it ought not 
to be rejected, becaufe we are ignorant howit is performed, ‘That 
Oyfiers and Mufcles are more fat and plump at the full than the 
new Moon, I can affert upon my own Experience. ‘This Fact 
has been often obferved in differentAges, and Hughes, inhis Na~ 
tural Hiftory of Barbadves, has taken Notice of the fame ; but 
_ how it is done is impoffible for us to explain. Many have been 
the Difputes about the Crifes in Fevers ; but this Debate would 
foon be brought to an Iflue,-if Nature was permitted to remain 
undifturbed by incongruous Medicines, and, inftead of reckoning 
the Periods of them by the Days, Practitioners would take Notice 
of the Motion of the Moon, which is fometimes quicker and 
fometimes flower. Hoffman fays, Crifis feptenario & femifcpte- 
nario judicanda, and, from Hippocrates, determines the fourth,

the Regimen of the Stomachs an. ill Colour in-the Face, a lan- 
guid Pulfe, often with a gentle Heat; an cedematous Swelling 
of the Feet, and a difturbed Sleep without Refrefhment. 
Sometimes the Menfes flow in too great Plenty and with Im- 
petuofity at the ufual Period ; fometimes twice or oftener in a

If the Humours ftrike in, either fpontaneoufly or by i impro- | 
per Applications : Or, if the Exanthemata are of a blackifh Co- 
lour, they are very dangerous, and the Infant generally falls into 
an Afthma or a fatal Epilepfy. 

_ In the Cure, Externals, and efpecially fuch as are repellent, 
fhould be avoided ; and Things fhould be given inwardly which 
correct and temperate the Blood, and expel the noxious Matter 
by a Diaphorefis.

PPE Diarrhea of Infants is not to be ftopped, either with 

Afringents or Narcotics: For Aftringents turn the Flux of 
fharp Humours towards the noble Parts, and endanger the Life 
of the Child; and, though Narcotics appeafe the Ferocity of the 
turgefcent Humour for a Time, yet they afterwards break out 
’ with. greater Force: Befides, Opzates are too powerful for the 
tender Conttitution of Infants, and muft not be given at all, or 
with the utmoft Caution; in flight Cafes Dia/cordium may be 
ventured upon to five or fix Grains; but, if there is a Fever, it 
cannot be given without Danger. 

Therefore the beft Way is to give Chalk, Corals Pearls, and 
the like, of which about half a Scruple is a Dete, which will 
abate the Orgafm of the Humours, without kindling any ne 
Heat; after which the Cure may be compleated with Rhubarb, 
from fix Grains to 5 &. in folutive Syrup of Rofes. Harris, 

In dangerous Cafes, a few Grains of the Cort. Eleuther. may 
be added; or a Dram of the Extra@of Cort. Peruv. may be. 
diffolved in half an Ounce of Mint or Cinnamon Water, and 
given from 1 tog Drops every three or four Hours; externally, 
the Abdomen may be anointed with exprefled Oil of Nutmegs, 
impregnated with carminative and ftomachic Oils. The Nure 
fhould fhun the cold Air, abftain from drinking too much, and 
ufe a temperate Diet.

With regard to VomiITING, if there is great Plenty of fe-

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T HE Epilepfy in Children juft born generally proceeds from —

Sydenham fays, if the Epilepfy happens in the firft Month, 
from a Loofenefs, you muft give the Quantity of a Pepper-corn 
of Diacodium in the Mother’s Milk, and it will have a very 
good Effect. But it fometimes comes on in the Time of Den- 
tition from the feventh tothe tenth Month, and is attended 
with a Cough, or what is worfe with Vomiting, a Diarrheea,

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the Face is black, attended’ with Convulfions; fometimes again 
they are forefeen by the Child’s clenching his Fift, and by an 
Immobility wf the Orbit of the Eye. The Fits return fometimes 
quicker, and fometimes flower, now and then obferving a certain 
Period : But as Death approaches they come faft, one on the Back 
of another. When they afford a Truce, the Child is fleepy till 
another Fit comes on. 

In the Cure, he advifes a Blifter to be laid to the Neck imme- 
diately, and then a Drop or two of the Thebaic Tinéture in an Anti- 
epileptic Vehicle; and if the Fitedoes not go off, an Antiepileptic 
muft be given every Hour, if the firft Prefcription has not per- 
formed a Cure.

Cancror.- 
compof. is the chief. However, 1 commonly prefer Oyfter-Shells, 
which have lain long upon the Shore, expofed to the Sun and

I make no Mention of Pearls and Bezoar, becaufe their Virtue 
is lefs; volatile Spirits -heat too much, lixivial Salts, and the 
whole Tribe of Cordial Spirits, are not to be ventured upon, but 
in avery fmall Quantity, and greatly diluted; and Galen forbids 
the Ufe of Theriaca to Children.

orders. By a ftriking in of the /tch or Herpes, by the Suppreffion 
or injudicious ‘Cure of Ulcers, by being enervated with Baths, Fo- 
mentations, Ointments, or moift Vapours ; by continual-Reft in a 
perforated Chair, with his Coats up. 


This Diforder is known, in thofe who cannot walk, from the

ing the fame Difeafe; from a flaccid Tumour of the Head and 
Face, from a flabby loofe Skin; from a Swelling of the Abdomen ;

In thofe that have begun to walk, befides the former Signs, 
there is a Slownefs, Debility, and Tottering in his Motion, which 
foon proceeds to a conftant Detire of fitting, and afterwards chan- 
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ges to lying down; infomuch that nothing at laft is moveable, but 
the Neck and Head. Add to thefe an early Wit, an Underftand- 
ing which exceeds his Age, while the Appetite and Digeftion con- 
tinue unhurt. give 

As he grows.older, his Head is enlarged, with ample Sutures, 
his Thorax is comprefled on the Sides; and his Sternum rifes up 
fharp, while the Extremities of the Ribs are knotty.

The Cure is to be attempted with light, nourifhing, dry, Ali- 
ment, fiot fat, but feafoned, and taken often: With a little found | 
Drink, fuch as Beer, not ftale, but well boiled and fine: With a 
dry, watm Air, and dry, warm woollen Cloathing : With lying 
upon a Matrals ftuffed with aromatic, ftrengthening; drying Herbs, 
in an upper Part of the Houfe, on a Machine made of Wood: 
With being carried about in the Arms, and often fhook, fwung 
and put in Motion: With being drawn in a Vehicle over the 
Stones: With repeated FriGtions, with warm, dry Flannel, fprin- 
kled with Aromatics; efpecially the Abdomen, and Spine of the 
Back: With prudently repeated Blifters, with firengthening Purges, 
for feveral Days fucceffively. As alfo. by the continued Ufe of 
ftrengthening, drying, antifcorbutic Remedies, and fuch as raife 
the Spirits. gatees . | 

Particularly for Food, the Bread fhould be Bifcuit, with a little

Before I take my leave of Children’s Difeafes, it will be proper 
to obferve, that Dr. Cadogan, in his ‘Vreatife of Nurfing, recom- 
mends the Magnefia alba, inftead of the common abforbent Pow- 
ders, becaufe they are apt to lodge in the Body, bring on a Coftive- 
nefs, and require a little AZanna to carry them off; © 

The Magnefia alba is a white ivfipid Powder, which is ob- 
tained from the Lixivium, remaining after the Cryftallifa- 
tion of Salt-Petre. It may be precipitated with a Lye of Pot- 
afhes, or Oil of Tartar per Deliquium. If a Dram or two of 
this be given to Adults, it will promote five or fix Stoals, unlefs 
the Prime Viz abound with vifcid Phlegm; for this prevents its 
being turned into ‘a /fimulating neutral Salt, as it would be, if 
thofe Paflages contained a Plenty of Acid. ‘funker fays, it may 
be given from 3i. to 3f8; and Hoffman, that it is excellent in

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Hoffman obferves farther, that a Magnefia may be made of the 
“Lye, or Bittern, which remains-in the Pan, after the making or 
boiling common Salt. This is a heavy, yellow, thick Liquor, of 
a very pungent ahd bitter Tafte. If it be coagulated by boiling, it 
will in a fhort time become fluid again. 
If you take three Ounces of this infpiflated Liquor, and drop 
Oil of Tartar therein, it will turn into a whitifh Pafte; which 
being diluted with common Water, will let fall a fine white- 
Powder. This carefully wafhed, will yield fix Drams of Magne- 
fia, which excels and operates better than that of Nitre, and may 
be taken in the fame Dofe, that is, from one Dram to three or

T HE Opijthotenss often comes on gradually, and by flight 
Approaches, the Patient complaining at firft rather of an 
Uneafy Stiffnefs in the back Part of the Neck, and about the 
Shoulders, than of any acute Pain, with fome Degree of a general 
Laffitude. Thefe increafe, and become fo troublefome when he 
attempts to turn his Head, or to bend it _forwatds, as to oblige 
him to walk very erect; for he can by no means look downward, 
nor to either Side, without turning his whole Body. He cannot 
open his Jaws without Pain, and has fome Difficulty in fwallow- 
ing, which, difcourages him from attempting to eat. At Times 
he feels a fudden and painful Tra@tion under the Gartilago enfiformis, 
which ftrikes through the Back, and inftantly encreafes the Rigi- 
dity about the Neck and Shoulders, draws the Head backward a 
hittle, and fhuts the Jaws clofer. The Pain under the Sternum 
returns more frequently and violently, and the other ContraGions  - 
become fo ftrong, that from this Time the Head continues much . 
contracted, and he now refufes Nourifhment, through the Pain of 


fwallowing, which produces a Return of the Spafm, and extends 


2long the Spine, quite to the lower Extremities, fo that they will 
no longer fupport him, and he is under the Neceflity of taking to —

Thus paffes over the firft Stage of the Opi/hotonos, which fome- 
times takes up three or four Days ; the Patient, and thofe about 
him, miftaking the firft Appearances :for-a Crick in the Neck : But 
fometimes it forms itfelf much quicker, even in a few Hours; in 
which Cafe, the Danger is generally proportioned to the Violence -

In the fecond Stage, the Spafm under the Sternum, (which is 

the pathognomic Symptom of this Difeafe) becomes more violent, 
returning every ten or fifteen Minutes, and. is ever inftantly fuc- 
ceeded by a ftronger Retraction of the Head, with great Rigidity 
and Pain all round the Neck, and along the Spine, to the lower 
Extremities, which are fuddenly ftretched. “he Countenance is 
_ very pale and contracted, the Jaws are that Moment {napped to- 
gether, nor can afterwards be opened fo wide ‘as to receive the End 
of one’s little Finger, an Attempt to do which, by way of Ex- 
periment, furely hurries onthe Spafm. All the Mufcles ferving to 
Maftication and Deglutition, and the Deltoid and Petorals, are _ 
violently contracted, fo that the Shoulders are ftrongly raifed 
forward, and the Arms are ftretched out, or drawn acrofs the Body; 
‘but the Wrifts and Fingers feem not to be effected.» ~ , 

Such is the Condition during the Spafm, which ceafes in a few 
Seconds ; then the Shoulders and Arms recline, -and the lower 
Extremities relax; yet not fo entirely, but that fo much Rigidity. 
ufually remains, as will not permit them to bend, though attempted - 
by another Perfon ; for as to the Patient, he cannot at all move: 
them. The Mufcles on the Sides and fore Part of the Neck, con- 
tinue ftill contracted, though not fo much, but their Action is’ 
- overcome by the Number and Strength of the pofterior ones; fo 
that the Retraction of the Head conftantly remains; he breathes 
for fome Minutes much, as. if he had been exceflively fatigued, and 
the Pulfe is fmall, fluttering, and irregular, but both become more 
calm and flow. The Pulfe, efpecially in fome, beats not above 
forty times in a Minute; in. others it is quicker than natural, and 
always hard. The Face is fometimes pale in the Intervals, but 
oftner flufhed, and the whole Countenance indicates the moft me- 
lancholy Diftrefs, as well from a Dread of the Return of the 
Spafm, as from the Pain by the prefent Contractions, and the Re- 
membrance of the more fevere paft ones. The Tongue is {tiff 
and torpid, but, as far as canbe feen, is not foul. “The Urine can 
_ feldom be faved, being forced away by the Spafm, or voided in the 
Bath. What has’ been feen is moftly high-coloured (perhaps be- 
caufe they drink but little) with a thin dufky Cloud fufpended in it. 
The Head is rarely complained of, although they mutter a little in 
their fhort Slumbers, from which they are foon roufed by the ae 
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The Belly is always bound, and cannot be loofened. In Drinking,

{malleft Quantity; and if the Spafm fhould feize him at that Time, 
which an Attempt to {wallow for the moft part occafions, the Li- 
quor returns through the Nofe with Force.

Minute, is far more violent, and lafts longer, fo that there is 
fcarcely any Remiffion. “The anterior Mufcles of the whole Body 


now {fuffer equal Contractions with the pofterior, but the laft over- 
come the Force of the others, fo that the Spine is ftrongly bent 
backwards, and forms a hollow Arch, that the Patient refts en- 
tirely on the hind Part of his Head,. and his Heels, The Belly is 
flat and drawn inward, and the Mufcles fo rigidly contracted, as 
not to yield to Preflure, nor give way to the Defcent of the 
Diaphragm in Infpiration; the feveral Mufcles about the Neck, 
Sides, and Abdomen, being plainly diftinguifhable from each other. 
Although the lower Extremities are always rigid in this State, yet 
are they fo fuddenly and violently diftended during the Spafms,. that 
were it not for the Standers-by, he would be projected, Feet foremoft, 
off the Bed ; while others again are, as it were, pufhed upwards with 


fuch a Spring, that the Head is ftruck with great Force againtt 


whatever happens to be in the way, the Thighs and_ Legs being, in 
this Cafe, no lefs rigid than the other Parts. ‘The Tongue is con- 
vulfively darted out, and often miferably torn, as the Teeth are 
that Moment {napped together, fo that it is neceflary to prevent 
this, by keeping the Handle of a Spoon, wrapped round with foft 
Rags, between the Teeth, when it can be done.

that its Motions may be plainly feen, and a palpitating fubfultory 
‘ >: Pg ’ 
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Kind of Undulation may not only be felt, but perceived all over» 
the epigaftric Region. ‘Che Eyes are watery and languid, and a 
pale or bloody Froth bubbles out from between the Lips. ‘The 
Jaws are for the moft part locked faft, fo that it is impoffible to give 
Drink or Nourifhment, nor could he {wallow it if any thing were 
put into his Mouth. In this State they are commonly delirious, 
and as they cannot fubfift many Hours, under fo great a Sufpenfion 
of the vital and natural Fundtions, a mortal Anxiety enfues, and 
releafes them ; oftener a* continued and fevere Spafm finifhes the 
Tragedy, when it was before almoft at an End ; but moft frequently 
a general Convulfion puts a Period to their Sufferings, and which 
ever way this happens, they for the moft part relax juft before 
Death. 

‘In the Tetanus, the general Symptoms are nearly the fame as in 
the Opi/thotonos, except that from the firft Attack, the lateral, ab- 
dominal, and other anterior Mufcles, are equally, contracted with 
the pofterior, ones ; and the Arms become rigid, as well as the lower 
Extremities. The Abdomen is always flat and-rigid, as in the laft 
Stage of the Opi/fhotenss, and its Contents feem to be thruft up 
into the Thorax, which at the fame Time appears to be much di- 
lated. There are here alfo fome Intervals between the Spafms, 
during which the Cheeks are drawn towards the Ears, fo that all 

“the Teeth may be feen. Deglutition is more free in this than in 

any other Difeafe; yet fo far is the Sick from being equally balanced 

between the Contractions of the oppofite Mufcles, that the Head 

is retracted, and the Spine is recurvated, though not quite fo much 

as in the Opi/thotonos : And the Spafm which commences under the 

. Sternum, is likewife common to the Tetanus, which terminates as. 
- the other, and on the fame fatal Days. But whoever recovers from 

either, labours long under a general Atonia, and they cannot for 

{ome Months raife themfelves from a fupine or recumbent Pofture, 

without Pain, nor without Help for fome Time. 

Nothing like a Crifis ever happens in thefe Difeafes; fo that the , 
Recovery muft intirely depend on Medicine, in the Choice of | 
which all very heating and ftimulating Things, given inwardly, or — 
applied outwardly, are to be avoided, efpecially Biers, which havea | 
moft pernicious Effect. Mild Purgatives, joined with temperate 
Diaphoretics, have been given gradually, and continued till they had: . 
operated, without any Advantage; nor did Vomiting, which was 
excited accidentally, by the Kermes Mineral, anfwer any good Pur- 
pofe, although much Bile was thrown up; and Worms have been 
voided both ways in others without yielding any Relief. Mufk has 
_ mot yet been tried, but it is probable, after the Violence of the 

; | : . Spafm 
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Spafm has been abated by Opium, it might be given in large Dofes, 
with good Effect. | | 

If the Patient is plethoric, Bleeding at the Beginning of tHe 
fecond Stage (and the Phyfician is feldom called fooner) is neceflary, 
not becaufe it has ever procured any Abatement of the Symptoms, 
but that by emptying the Veflels, he will bear the warm Bath and 
Opium better, from the Ufe of which his Recovery is to be wholly 
expected (fo far as has been hitherto difcovered) for they feldom can — 
{wallow any thing till after the Bathing ; and as Deglutition becomes 
more free, Drink or Nourifhment' are then to be given through 
the Spout of a Tea-pot. Dh ) 

If the Weather is warm, and the Pulfe quick, with a preterna- | 
tural Heat in the Skin, the Warmth-.of the Water in the Bath 
fhould not exceed the g6th or the 98th Divifion on Fabrenheit’s Ther- 
mometer. But when the Pulfe is flow, with little Heat, it ought 
to be fo warim as to raife the Mercury to the rooth or 102d 
Degree, efpecially in cold Weather. While he isin the Water, © 
gentle Friction fhould be ufed, efpecially about the Neck, Breatt, 
and along the Spine, fo far as it can be come at; and he is to be 
kept in the Barth, until the Pulfe becomes foft and full. When it 
is thought neceflary to take him up, he is not to be wiped dry, but 
muft be wrapt immediately in a dry Blanket, and put to Bed, in 
which they ufually fweat freely: But fhould thofe Sweats prove too 
profufe, efpecially if the Pulfe becomes very frequent and contracted 
withal, with an intenfe Heat of the Skin, they are to be difcouraged 
by rubbing the Skin dry with a warm Cloth. | 

It is to be obferved, that the Perfon fhould lie at full Length 
in the Tub, having a Blanket rolled up for a Pillow under his 
Head, and except his Face, he ought to be covered with Water, .a 
due Heat of which muit be kept up, by fupplying warmer Water 
as it cools in the Bath; wherefore it is neceflary to have a Ketttle 
always over the Fire, with the Bathing Tub at the Bed fide, that 
both may be ready when wanted, which may be five or fix times 
in a Day. | 

If Saeade Opiate was given whilft he was in the Baih, let him 
foon after take a large Dote, which ought to be repeated boldly. 
every half Hour, or at fuch Intervals, as to allow Time to judge 
of the Effect of the preceding one; and in this Manner the Ule of 
' it is to be continued, until the Spafm under the Sternum ceafes, 
which will be furely tucceeded by a Remiffion of the Contractions. - 
But as both will as certainly return when the Effect of the Opiate 
wears off, it muft be repeated in due Time by way of Prevention ; 
of the Neceffity of which tHe Patient will have Warning, by per- 
ceiving the gradual Approach and Increafe of the Pain, as the 
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Operation of the Opium diminithes. Wherefore he fhould be from 
Time to Time queftioned about it, and when found neceflary, the 
Opiate thrown in and repeated till the Intention is anfwered, and 
the Pulfe becomes foft, full, and equal, with an even Moifture 
over the whole Body. In proportion to which Appearances, the 
Quantity of the Opiate may be diminifhed, and the Intervals of 
giving it enlarged ; yet its Ufe may be neceflary many Days. 
~ To fupprefs this Spafm, obferve, much larger Dofes of Opium 
are required than perhaps in any other Difeafe; fo that the Quantity 
‘cannot be defined, but muft depend on the Effeét, Some have taken

Befides Opiates and Bathing, Glyfters repeated with a Decoétion 
of Cainomile Flowers, Mallows, &c. to which a large’ Portion of 
Oilis added, fhould frequently be inje&ted.. 4 Bladder half filled — 
with warm Water, and tied clofe, fhould-always be kept on the Pit 
of the Stomach when the Patent is in Bed, and the rigid Parts fhould 
often be bathed with warm Gil, to which fome Opium is added, 
with a continued and gentle Friétion. 

In the Tetanus, the fame Method will take place, and the /4d- 
domen may.be often fomented with four-fold large Flannels, fqueezed

EMLOCK has been ufed Time out of Mind, in Plaifters, 

for refolving and difcuffing fchirrous and cancerous Tumors, 

though fuch have been omitted in moft of the later Difpenfatories.

_. The Species of Hemlock which he has always ufed, is the 
Cicuta vulgaris, or common large Hemlock, and he employs the 
whole Plant, except the Root, which he at firft adminiftered-in the 
Form of Pills, but now prefers the Juice of the Plant, gathered in 
June, when the Flowers are full blown, pounded, and preffed into 
a glazed Veffel, to be placed over a flow Fire, or-in Balneo, and 
evaporated to an Extract of almoft the Thicknefs of a Pulp, taking 
care to ftir it often. When it is rightly prepared, it will be of a 

greenifh-brown Colour, yielding a very difagreeable Smell, like 
that produced by common Mice. Cay CRT 

Of this Extract, he fays, he has given. fome hundred Weights, 
and never hurt any body with it; but on the contrary found it a 
Remedy in the higheft Degree innocent. He however recommends 
to thofe who fhall ufe it, to begin with a fmall Dofe, as a few 
Grains, and rife gradually from thence till fome good Effet be 
perceived, and there reft without further Increafe. From two or

If the Patients live in a pure free Air, and keep their Minds. 
quiet and chearful, it. wijl conduce much to the Cure; whereas 
Grief and Inquietude will impede it, and fometimes turn a Schirrus 
into a Cancer, | | 
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The Time in which Hemlock may refolve or cure a Cancer, 
cannot be determined. He gave it to a Woman in large Dofes, 
for more than two Years, on account of fome ugly Tumors in hey - 
Neck, and it wrought no Change on them; but after two Years 
and a Half they vanifhed. Anotber Woman for a Cancer of the 
Breaft, took only two Grains Morning and Evening, but fo good 
and quick a Diminution of the Tumor followed, though fhe was 
feventy Years old, that the Spectators, as well as himfelf, were 
amazed.

He is very far from pretending that Hemlock is an infallible 
Remedy for Cancers ; and candidly owns, that though he has had

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ANY Faas prove, that a Hydrophobia may be generated 


from Caufes independent of the Bite of a mad Animal; 


‘and Animals have died mad of the Bite of another mad Animal, 


without that Symptom. ‘The Bite of a Perfon in a Fever, has pro- 


duced fatal Effedts. 
The fatal Difeafe of mad Animals, is communicated to Man by 


the Saliva only ; fometimes without a Wound. By Dogs it may ~ 


be caught by Effuvia. 
Canine Madnefs {eems nothing more ‘than the Fever carnivorous 
Animals are liable to, attended with a Delirium, in thefe called the 


raving Madne/s, and with a kind of Coma, or Slazetbnelte in what 5 


is called the dumb Madnefs. 

The moft certain Sign of a Dog’s going mad, ia that. other 
Dogs avoid him with the utmoft Horror and Precipitation. 

Canine Madne/s is moft probably communicated as the Small- 
Pox is, by Inoculation; the cellular Membrane being the Re- 
ceptacle of both Difeafes. ‘The poifonous Saliva adhering to the 
‘Tooth of the mad Animal, is immediately communicated to the 
~ Fat in the Cells of this Membrane, and for this Purpofe a Scratch 
is fufficient. dn this firft Receptacle it lies like a kind of Leaven, 
and ¢ommiunicates itfelf to the adjacent Cells, and thefe to others, 
till the whole Mafs is contaminated, or at leaft enough to pro- 
duce a Diftemper like that of the Animal from which ie-was ori- 
ginally communicated.. From the Fat of this Membrane the 
Blood is contaminated but flowly ;. but as Fat is known to enter 
the Bile, this Fluid muft be effected early; and as a black tena- 
cious Bile’ is the great Caufe of Alienation of Mind; and as it is 
always found tenacious and black in this Difeafe, it is probable 
in the highett Degree, that the Bile is thus changed by the canine 
Venom, which is conveyed to the Liver, where that Juice is formed, 
by the Vena Portar ui, together with the Fat that enters. into its 
Compofition. 

The canine Madnefs,’in the firkt and fecond Stages, has often 
been cured by mercurial Preparations, adminiftered internally, and 
mercurial Unguents outwardly. “The Method may be thus: 

Rub into the Part where the Wound was received, a Dram or 
more of any Mercurial Ointment, as foon as poffible after the Bite. 
‘That made by rubbing in a Mortar two Parts of Hog’s-Lard, with 
gue of Quicklilyer, will do ; but equal | Parts of Hog’s- Lard and 


Quickfilver. 
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Quickfilver will be better ; though it requires more Trouble to unite 
them ; for great Care fhould be taken to incorporate well the 
Quickfilver with the Lard. This fhould be repeated every Day 
for a Week; but if it can be done twice a Day without Salivation, 
it is the better. The fekae of the fame Day, let the Patient — 


-take the following Medicine : 


Take of Turpethum Minerale, from three to eight Grains.(ac- 
cording to the Strength of the Patient, and the Degree of the In-

About two or three Days after the laft Dofe, if no Accident’ 


happens as to Salivation, the Patient fhould bathe in cold Water.

If any Symptoms of the Diftemper fhould happen to appear,

Gs ONVULSIONS, occafioned by Wounds, have, by almoft 

\_4 all Authors, fince the Days of Hippocrates, been pronounced 
mortal, efpecially that called a Lockt-‘faw. However the London 
Medical Obfervations furnifh no lefs than four well attefted Inftances 
of a Cure in this terrible Difeafe.- - 

A Woman, who by a Fall, broke and lacerated the firft Joint of 
the fourth Finger, which was foon taken off by a Surgeon, whereby — 
fhe had prefent Eafe: But Part of the fecond Joint being alfo 
denudated, the Pain returned, and increafed.daily, and the Skin and 
Flefh could not be brought to cover the Joint, till at length the 
whole Hand was greatly {welled, and Abfcefles were formed in the 
Palm. She was blooded, and the fame Evening was feized with a 
fpafmodic Contraftion of the elevating Mufcles of the lower Jaw. 
Next Morning the Teeth were fet, and fhe could fcarce receive 
even Liquids. Blifters were put on her Back, Neck, and behind 
the Ears. Alexipharmics and Volatiles were given in large Dofes 
for three Days, but fhe grew worfe and worfe, the Jaw. being quite 
immoveable: Spafms feized the whole Spine, which, when fhe at- 
tempted to fit up, pulled her back with the greateft Violence, and 
her Legs and Arms were thruft out to their utmoft Extent. Every .. 
Part was continually convulfed, with fo fevere Pains, that fhe could © 
get no Sleep; nay the Sight, Hearing, and Memory, were alfo — 
greatly impaired. “Twenty Drops of Yzuctur. Thebaic. were ordered 
every fix Hours. Next Day the Symptoms were at a Stand, and 
thirty Drops were given every fix Hours. ‘The following Day the 
was a little relieved, and the Dofe was increafed to forty Drops 
every fix Hours, which produced near half an Hour’s Sleep at three | 
different Times: Upon which three Grains of the Extra& were 
ordered three Times a Day. On the Morrow fhe was furprizingly 
mended ; fo that it was thought the Quantity of Opiym might be 
leflened from three Grains to two ; but after two Days more, upon 
finding fhe had gained no further Ground, fhe was ordered eight 
Grains a Day, and foon after ftill more : Notwithftanding which, 
the Jaw remained almoft equally lockt, when it was fufpected that 
much was owing to the ill Condition of the fecond Joint ; where- 

’ fore the whole Finger was taken off. The next Day fhe began to 
mend, and continued to do fo every Day more and more;. the 
Convulfions decreafed, and foon left her, and the wound proved 
kind, and cicatrized as foon as could be expected; but the Jaw 
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was ftill difficult to move. As the Symptoms abated, the Dofe of 
Opium was leflened at the Rate of a.Grain a Day, till fhe. took 


but a fingle Grain in twenty-four Hours, which having continued 


fome Time longer at Night, fhe was perfetly cured, excepting a 
{mall Degree of Stiffuefs in the Jaw, when fhe offered to open her 
Mouth wide.

A middle-aged, ftrong, healthy Man, happened to tread on the 
blunt Point of a large Nail, which entering between the two outer 
metatarfal Bones, went almoft through the Foot. ‘The next Day, 
the Foot being much pained and twoln, he was. blooded, the 
Wound dilated, and a Bit of the Stocking, which had been forced 
in, extracted ; he continued eafy for near a Fortnight, except a 
Cough, fuppofed to arife from taking Cold: But then he began to 
complain of a Stiffnefs of the under Jaw, his Cough was dry and 
hufky, with a ftinging Pain in his Breaft, flriking through to his 
Back.

Broths and Gruels as much as he could get down, and the Mufk 
was continued. He fearce flept at Night, and in the Morning 
coughed much, and complained of Pains in his Breaft, Back and 
Bowels ; the Jaw was fo faft lockt, that he could fcarce admit the 
Jeaft Nourifhment ; befides, he complained of a Pain and Difficulty 
in Urining. The Diftemper having evidently increafed after two 
Days Ufe of the AZu/k, it was difcontinued, he loft nine Ounces 
of Blood, and had a purging Glifter given him ; in the Evening he 
took Cpij. pur. gr. ij. which was repeated every three Hours. ‘The 
fore Part of the Night he was reftlefs, but flumbered a little in the 


Morning, and by Eleven o’Clock he had taken ten Graing of — 


Opium, He could now open the Jaw fo as to let in Gruels, though 


with Difficulty, and the Cough and Pains were feemingly abated, . 
He was ordered to take what Broth he could in the Day, and the ~ 


Opium in the Evening, as before. He got two or three Hours Sleep, 
having taken only fix Grains till Morning, when the Jaw appeared 
much asthe Day before; a thick Rath broke out, and he was

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Day he was evidently much worfe, the Jaw clofer, the Pains violent, 
ihooting upwards from the Belly to the Stomach, Breaft and Back ; 
his Pulfe much burried, and the Rafh ftill out. ‘Fhe former Benefit 
he had received from the Opium, and the Return of the bad Symp-. 
toms upon its Difufe, induced his Phyfician to order hima Grain 
every Hour, with which he began about Noon, and for’ his Belly 
Pains had a Glyfter, with 3{s of Rad. Valer. Sylv. Pulv. in the 
Evening. In the Night he flept about two Hours, and feemed the 
next Morning almoft in all Refpeéts better, except in the lower 
Belly ; yet the Rath was ftill out, but lefs florid, the Pulfe quick, _ 
and the Dyfury troublefome. He was ordered Opij. Pur. Gr.i,— 
 fiatim, et repet. omni biboria. He got two or three Hours Sleep in 
the Night, and the next Day feemed a good deal better, and could 
take Liquids pretty well. The Pulfe niuch the fame. The Rafh 
feemed abating, tne Dyfury lefs, but the Belly Pains ftill grievous. — 
His Drinks and Nourifhment were continued the fame, and he 
was to take Opiz.

general Amendment of the Symptoms ; the Pains of the Belly were __ 


{till complained of, with Coftivenels, for which he was ordered 
an Bnem. Purg. cum Tin. Theo. 3fs. Vefperi, and Op. Gr. ii. cum 
Af. Fatid. Gr. v. were directed to be given at Bed-time. The fol- 
Jowing Day the Cough and Pains of the Breaft were returned ; he 
flumbered but little in the Night'; the Jaw much as the two pre- 
ceding Days. As he could ufe a Spoon pretty eafily, he was ordered 
a Mixture of Sperm. Cet. Sal. Vol. C.C. and Elix. Paregoric. Cochlear 
il. fubinde, Urg. Tujfi vel Dolore, &c. at the fame Time he was 
directed Opi, Pur. Gr. ii. flatim, et repet. Hor. Somni, et Hor. . 
quinta vel fextd matutind. \n the Morning the Jaw was fenfib] 

freer, and he feemed in all Things better, except the Belly Pains, 
and the Coftivenefs ; wherefore this Evening he had the Valerian 
Giy/ter, and two Grains of Opium at Night, to be repeated in the 
Morning ; when every Thing looked more favourable, though the 
Jaw mended but flowly. It was therefore thought advifeable to try 
Antifpa/modics, and 3{s of Pulv. Rad, Valer. Sylv. was ordered, with 
the “Julep. e Camphor. ter in Die, and Opij. Gr. ii. Hor. Som. ‘Though . 
he had but fhort Slumbers, yet the next Morning the Pains were 
much eafier, he urined freely, his Pulfe quieter, but the Jaw {till 
ftifith, with a Pain at its Joints when moved, for which Blifters 
were applied behind the Ears, and a Pill of Opi. Gr. ii. given at 
Bed time. This proved the moft tolerable Night’s Reft he yet en- 
joyed, he flept five Hours, and next Day had a natural Stool, with 
‘a better Pulfe, and more Flexibility of the Jaw. A laxative Mixture — 
was directed pro re natdy and a Pill Opy..Gr. ii. hi fo. ne Four 
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Days after he eat a Bit of. Pudding, and chewed a Piece of Bread 
for the firft Time, and continued mending daily, the Jaw how- 
_ ever was not quite reftored for fome Time. The Wound all along 
looked well, and. healed up  feveral Days before the other Symp- 
toms difappeared. “The Texture of the Blood drawn was never 
_fizy, but loofe, as in moft Species of fpafmodic AffeGtions. The 
Opium never in the leaft difordered his Head, although he took no 
Jefs than Ninety-two Grains in Twenty-two Days. 

An unmarried Lady, T'wenty-eight Years of Age, flender and 
pale, complained ofa grievous Pain and Tightnefs of her Breaft, 
under the Middle Hof the Sternum, at the Pit of her Stomach, and 
about the Root of" her Tongue. - Her Jaw was fo contracted, that 
the flat Handle of ,a Spoon could hardly be pafled between her 
Teeth ; the Adaffeters were firm and rigid, the Pulfe a little languid 
and flow, and the Tongue, as far as could be feen, in a natural 
State. She could get nothing folid into her Mouth, but fucked in 
Liquors, and fwallowed them with tolerable Eafe, a little at a 
‘Time. She made Water in fmall Quantities, and with Difficulty. 
Thus her Phyfician found her ; for above a Week before which 
fhe-felt a fmall Difficulty in {wallowing, with a Tightnefs about 
the Root of her Tongue, without any other Complaint : *Thefe 
gradually increafed, and were accompanied with a Pain about the 
Pit of the Stomach, and under the Sternum, as mentioned above, 
without any Signs of Inflammation of the Throat. She was blooded, 
and the next Day gently purged; the Blood was not fizey. Com- 
plaining of a little hufky Cough, fhe had an oily Emulfion, and 
her ‘Throat was fomented with an emollient Fotus. The next 
. Night the Purge was repeated, and operated brifkly, and Blifters 
were put behind her Ears; from all which fhe found no Relief, and 
the Pain under the Sternum encreafed till the Time the Doétor firft 
faw her, who foon concluded the Difeafe to be plainly that of a 
‘Lockt-"faw ; although there did not appear to have been any of the 
preceding Caufes that ufually produce this Complaint ; and there- 
fore reinlved to try the Effect of Opiates. As fhe could admit 
nothing folid, he ordered a fmall Draught with Tiné?. Thebaic guit.

Hours, and to the Pit of the Stomach a Plaifter ex Opio et Gum 
‘Galban. an. p. a. She hada tolerable Night, flept in the whole: 
about four.Hours ; by Nine next Morning, the-Pain of the Breaft 
was much abated ; in this Space fhe had taken Seventy Drops of 
the Zinét. Theb. could open her Teeth a little, had voided but little 
Water, and that with a confiderable light-coloured Sediment, in- 
clining to Violet. The Opiates were directed to be continued every 
four Hours. «In the Evening fhe was very faint, with a Catching 
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of the Breath, and a languid Pulfe, and could fearce open her 
Teeth. Having had.no Stool for two Days, an emollient Glyfter 
was ordered, and the fame Draughts to be repeated every three. 
Hours ; fhe had but an indifferent Night, but was better the next 
Morning, the Breath eafier, Pulfe better, and fhe could open her 
‘Teeth with lefs Difficulty ; but as the Jaw was ftill much lockt, and 
the Opiate did not difturb her Head, the Draughts were continued. | 
About feven in the Evening, fhe was worfe again, and the Jaw 
more contracted ; fhe had now taken 170 Drops of the Tiné?. Theb. 
‘The Glyiter operated gently twice, but fhe ftill made but very little 
Water. The Draughts were continued; about Eleven this Nighe 
her Pulfe was pretty ftrong, and a little irregular. “The enfuing 
Morning fhe was very faint, and foon after complained of a great 
Stricture about her Jaw and Neck, which was immediately followed - 
by a catching of the Breath, having made no Water all Night. . 
A Turpentine Glyfter, and. ten Grains of Camphire, with a little 
Tin@ure of Valerian in a Draught, were prefcribed. In the AL 
ternoon fhe was better; but the Stri@ture-of the Jaw remained, and: - 
the Mufcles about the Mouth, Throat and Neck, were plainly 
affected with a Spafm.. As her Head had never been affected with 
the Opiate, Tind. Theb. Gutt. xx. in the Fulep. Camph. were ordered 
every two Hours for three Times, and then every four Hours, By 
the next Morning the had taken five of thefe Draughts, was reftlefs 
mot Part of the Night, but now eafier. The Tightnefs about 
the Jaw, Mouth, Throat and Neck continued, and fhe felt a Ri- 
gidity in other Parts of her Body. The Urine was little, with 
much Sediment. She drank Plenty of Barley-Water and Nitre. 
The Draughts were repeated every three Hours, and fhe hada - 
Turpentine Glyfter. The following Day fhe was the fame. The 
Head not yet affe@ed with the Opiates, though fhe had never before 
been ufed to any, and had now taken 420 Drops of Tind. Theb. in 
five Days. The Urine ftill fmall, wich a thick Sediment; the Bel- 
ly foft, and no Fulnefs about the Region of the Bladder; not only 
the Mufcles about the Mouth, Throat, &c. were hard and ‘con- 
tracted, but the Skin too was ftretehed tightly over them; nayall 
the Mufcles that bend the Head, Neck, and Body, were contracted 5 
wherefore a hot Bath was recommended, though the Lady dreaded 
Suffocation, in being carried ina Chair to a Bagnio. However the 
bore it well backwards and forwards, as alfo the Bath, in which 
fhe continued near twenty Minutes; She took four more Draughts, » 
during which fhe made more Urine than fince. her Illnefs, and 
feemed better, though fhe got but little Reft at Night, and fancied 
her Breaft had fuftered for. want of the Plaifter, which. was taken 
eff when the went into the Bath; a frefh one was therefore applied. 
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She took one Draught the next Morning, and two more before 
Night. Her AMenfes had appeared whilft fhe was in the Bath, tho’ 
a Week before the ftated Time. The following Day Things con- 
tinuéd much the fame ; yet the Pulfe was good, fhe had flept better; 
and made more Water in the Night, with a large Sediment. She 
now kad no Stool for four Days, fo an opening Glyfter was ad- 
miniftered. As within the Week fhe had taken above ‘500 Drops 
of Lind. Thebaic, without conquering the Difeafe, it was thought: 
proper tointermit their Ufe for (wenty-four Hours at leaft, and try 
the Nervous Fetids : Therefore a Draught, with a little Tinéture of 
Valerian and Caftor, was ordered to be taken immediately, and 
repeated each fix Hours. She pafied the Night badly, and on the 
Morrow her Jaw was locked. fafter than ever, the Mufcles more 


rigid, the Breathing harder, the Agitation of the Spirits increafed; 
and nota Drop of Urine had been voided- for ‘I’wenty-fix Hours. 
From all this it was plain that Opiates were not to be neglected, 
and therefore ‘Thirty Drops of Tindé?. Theb. were given, direCtly, to. 
be repeated every two Hours for three Times, and afterwards every 
four Hours. By next Morning (reckoning from the foregoing 
Morning) fhe had taken fix of the Draughts. Her Jaw was fo 
free, that fhe could open ber Teeth near half an Inch ;. all the 
Mufclées about the Neck and Throat were relaxed, and felt eafier ; 
fhe breathed better, and had flept with Refrefhment. ‘The Urine 
alfo was confiderably increafed. From this great Amendment, it 
was reafonable to conclude, that Opiates were perhaps the only, 
Medicines to be relied upon; and the Draught was ordered to bé 
repeated every fix Hours. ‘I he next Day fhe was much the fame: 
The Draughts repeated as Yefterday: The following Day the 


~~ fame; as alfo the next fucceeding Day, faving that a Rath came 


out all over her, and fhe took but three Draugbts in. the whole. 
On the Morrow fhe was confiderably worfe, extremely low and 
faint, and her Jaws as clofe as ever. “Ten Drops of the Tiné?. 
Theb. and-one Scruple of Mithridate, were added to each Draught, 
and ordered to be repeated every four Hours. “Phe next Day the 
was much better, and could open her Jaw wider than fhe had yet 
done: Had taken fince Yefterday 240 Drops, and two Drachms of 
Mithridate. “fhe Day after, much the fame: The Draughts. 
continued: The Bath ordered again. Next day likewife much 
the fame. Made a Quantity of Water ; but complained of a 
Spafm or Tightnefs under the Sternum, and could not break Wind | 
when fhe attempted it, by which. fhe had always found much Relief. 
The Draughts continued, and fhe was ordered into the Hot Path 
every Day. The following Day the complained much of her 
Throat, and had taken but two Draughts. Had three Stools in 
a the 


the Night; the firft very coftive, the only Difcharge of the kind, 
without the Aid of Medicine, fince her Ilnefs; for. Glyfters had 
‘been ufed all along. She made, more Water likewife. A purging 
Potion was ordered, and the Draughts occafionally. On the Mor- 
row fhe was in al! Refpects better, but the Jaw being ftill fomewhat 
rigid, fhe bathed for feveral Days in warm water, took one or two 

raughts a Day, began to eat folid Fleth, flept pretty well o’Nights; 
urined freely; and had commonly two natural Stools a Day. Fi- 
nally fhe went into the Country, continued to mend, and in a 
little Time recovered her former State of Health, without further 
Ufe of any Medicine whatever. ye) 

A young Man of Twenty, was feized with a Pain in his Throat, 
and a {patmodic Contraction of his lower Jaw, which after four 
Days was fo clofe lockt, that it was impoffible to open it without 
running the utmoft Rifque of breaking it. He could take none 
but liquid Nourifhment, and that with great Difficulty. Violent 
convullive Spafms feized him almoft every Minute, and his Head 
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was forcibly thrown back upon every Attempt to rife from his Chair, _ 


His Legs were’affected with the like Spafms, his Eyé-lids contracted, 
and his Hearing much impaired. He could fcarce void his Urine, 
and had no Stools but by Glyfters. He had alfo the Rifus Cynieys, 
the Gaffracnempj and abdominal Mufcles were as tenfe as poffible, 
and all his joints {fo fliif, as not to be moved without great Violence. 
He had received a Bruife about a month before his) Symptoms ap- 
peared; on the anterior Part of the fourth Finger of the left Hand, 


_ which he now thought to be well; though he wore a little Plaifter 


onit, upon removing which no Inflammation or Swelling appeared, 
but only alittle thin limpid Difcharge from an Orifice, which would 
but juft admit the Point of a very flender Probe, by which it was 
plainly perceived that the bones of the fecond and third Phalanx 
were bare in the Joint, and the Ligaments déftroyed, fo that the 
Joint was entirely ufelefs, The Surgeon however could not per- 
fuade him, or his Friends, that his Diforder was owing to this Acci- 
dent, as he had continued well fo long fince he received the Hurt, 


without any Return of Pain. He was blooded; bliftered, vomited, 


purged and glyfiered, without any Benefit; and took Mufk, Bark, 
Camphire and Valerian, in large Dofes, with as little effe€&t. Opiates 
alone feemed to mitigate the Symptoms, which were gradually in- 
creafed from {mall Quantities, till he took a Grain of Opium every 
Hour, and continued fo doing for. feveral Days together, without 
obtaining more Sleep than ufual. “Thefe Opiates proved but a tem- 
porary Relief; for when they were omitted; he relapfed into as bad 
a State asever. At length, fix Weeks after the Accident, the laft 
Phalanx was taken off at the Articulation ; the’ Diforder never- 
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thelefs did not abate till four or five Days after, upon nipping off 
the Extremity of the Bone, and with it a little Splinter, which ftill 


-jrritated the nervous Syftem ; when his convulfive Spafms were be- 


come immediately both lefs fevere and lefs frequent. “he Quan- 
tity of his Opiates was reduced by Degrees, till in about a Month . 
his Fits entirely left him. The Jaw however ftill remained fo ftiff, 


» that he could open it but a little way, and the Mufcles. of the 


Belly and Legs were fo tenfe, that he could not walk without 
A ffiftanice. But thofe Symptoms were foon removed by the ufe of 
the warm Bath frequently repeated, and he became perfeétly well, and - 
able to undergo any Fatigue. He took 317 Grains of Op titer i in 


_ about five Weeks, befides’ feveral Draughts with liquid Laudanum 


and Syrup of Poppies.

' That Opiates alone are eapable of keeping the Symptoms at a 
Stand; and by being gradually increafed to very confiderable Dofes, 


‘without Intermiffion or Abatement, are able to fubdue this moft ob- 


ftinate, violent, and reputedly defperate Difeafe, and reftore the 


Patient to Health ; and this the more eafily, if affifted with warm 


Bathing. 

That Patients under this Diforder, very rarely or never experience 
any bad Effects from the moft, liberal Exhibition of Opiates; but 
on the contrary, find certain Relief from the moft diftreffing and 
excruciating Symptoms, and acquire Reft and new Spirits: “That 


_ even eight or ten Grains of Opium a Day,’ may be fafely given and 


continued, without Intermiffion, for Weeks together. * 
That when the Diforder arifes from feme external Injury, as 


| Sites or Lacerations of a Tendon, &c. as it generally does, if 


the Pain cannot readily be appeafed, and the Wound healed; the 
injured Part muft be amputated, in order to extinguifh the Irritation 
on the Genus nervofum, before even Opiates can poflibly take Effect. 


* In each of the above Cafes, near ten Grains of phan a Day, 
were given, . before any notable Ground could be gained ; and the laft 
Patient, in about five Weeks (as is faid) took no lefs than 317 Grains of 
Opium, befides feveral Draughts with liquid Laudanum, and Syrup ot
